Forest 

talks 

falling 

behind 


VANCOUVER tCP) Me¬ 
diation talks in the forest in¬ 
dustry dispute have fallen two 
days behind an original tenta¬ 
tive schedule. 

William Stanbury, assistant 
to special mediator Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Henry Hutcheon, said 
Saturday joint meetings be¬ 
tween industry and union rep¬ 
resentatives originally sche¬ 
duled for Friday will tenta¬ 
tively taken place Monday. 

Earlier Hutcheon had said 
the items discussed are too 
complex for the talks to stay 
on schedule. 

But Reg Ginn, national 
president of the Pulp. Paper 
and Woodworkers of Canada, 
said Friday he hopes the me? 
diator will deliver his report 
earlier than anticipated. 

He said the unions, buoyed 
by last week’s rush of meet¬ 
ings. expect the non-binding 
report before the Aug. 2 
deadline. 

When announcing the ap¬ 
pointment of the special medi¬ 
ator July 12, Labor Minister 
William King said the term of 
appointment is 21 days sub¬ 
ject to extension by the min¬ 
ister. 

Ginn said he thinks the 
strike by 13,000 PPWC and 
Canadian Paperworkers 
Union members, which has 
closed not only all 20 B.C. 
pulp mills, but also numerous 
sawmills, is putting pressure 
on both the mediate and the 
B.C. government and could 
mean an early report. 

However sources close to 
the mediator hold out little 
hope that the report will be 
ready much before Aug. 2. 

One estimated that joint 
meetings between the three 
unions and three employer or¬ 
ganizations should end by 
next Saturday or Sunday, with 
the mediator then taking five 
or six days to write his report. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America, the other 
forest union currently bar¬ 
gaining with Forest Industrial 
Relations, has asked its 
members to stay on the job 
while awaiting the report. 

However, despite that, re¬ 
plies!, some IWA members 
throughout the province are 
defying their leaders and 
staging walkout actions. 

On Vancouver Island, a spe¬ 
cial meeting ’ will be held

Lockout cuts off 
propane supplies 


Propane users on Van¬ 
couver Island and throughout 
the province will ha ve fuel 
supplies cut off Monday morn¬ 
ing when six propane distribu¬ 
tors lock out about 200 truck 
drivers and servicing staff. 

The six companies, repre¬ 
sented by Transport Labor 
Relations, include the three 
major Vancouver Island com¬ 
panies -Cigas Products. 
Northwest Propane and Van¬ 
couver Island Gas. 

Carl Anshelm, president of 


Transport Labor Relations, 
said the lockout was called 
because the companies feel 
“we haven't had one good ne¬ 
gotiating session.” 

The employees to be locked 
out are members of three 
locals of the Teamsters 
Union. Notice was served July 
4. 

The union lias demanded a 
52.50 to $:> an houF increase 
over 1? months, while the 
companies have offered a 
51.00 increase in two years. 


Soares made no direct 
mention of the Communist- 
backed premier, Gen. Vasco 
Goncalves, but he was inter¬ 
rupted rejieatedly by the 
throng chanting “Out with 
Vasco.

It said soldiers used tear 
gas against a crowd besieging 
the headquarters and then 
fired their weapons in the air. 

While the Lisbon demon¬ 
strators were denlanding the 
removal of Goncalves the go¬ 
verning Revolutionary Council 
met in emergency session and 
sources said it was consider¬ 
ing a proposal by moderate 
officers that the premier be 
replaced.

More than 70 Indians appeared Saturday in 
provincial courts at Gold River arid Squamish, north 
of Vancouver, charged with blocking a public high¬ 
way under the Canada Criminal Code. 


Twenty of these were In¬ 
dians at Gold River arrested 
6:20 a.m. in a surprise man¬ 
oeuvre by 20 RCMP who 
cleared a blockade which had 
been cutting access to the 
local pulp mill and Muchalat 
Inlet wharves. 

Judge Anthony Sarich of 
Campbell River released the 
men and four women, 
mostly of the Moachat band, 
on condition they did not put 
the blockade up again and ap¬ 
peared in court next Wednes¬ 
day. 

At Squamish, Judge Ian 
Walker released 53 men oh 
condition they were in court 
in Pemberton July 23. 

They were charged with ob¬ 
structing a highway near 
Mount Currie about 80 miles 
north of Vancouver. 

Only passive resistance was 
offered by the Indians at both 
blockades, removal of which 
came from separate sorties of 
RCMP less then nine hour< 
apart. 

The police were acting 
under orders from Victoria 
where government officials 
apjieared satisfied that both 
pretests were illegal. 

Of those arrested al Gold 
River, 10 were rei*orted to he 
local Indians, the remainder 
from other Vancouver Island 
locations. Mount Currie and 
as far afield as Ashcroft. 

CpI. Richard Hall, a Camp¬ 
bell River Mountie and one of 
the special squad mustered 
from detachments at Gold 
River. Campbell River, Cour¬ 
tenay and Tgfino. said the 
arrests went smoothly. 

“They (the Indians) just sat 
there on the read and went 
limp and waited for you to 
pick them up."

Guaranteed income plan ready in 3 years 
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OTTAWA (CP) - A basic 
guaranteed annual income 
plan w'ould cost the federal 
government *bout 51 billion 
annually aijd could be in 
operation in three years, 
Health Minister Marc Lalonde 
says. * 

It would not be “a Cadillac 
type" of program but would 
“do something for the work¬ 
ing poor," he said in a pro¬ 
gram taped for CTV’s Ques¬ 
tion Period. 


Legislation wiU be in¬ 
troduced early next, year to 
reform coat-sharing with Uie 
provinces for social services 
and if the economy improves, 
the income plan could-be “in 
operation within two or three 
years." 

Lalonde said that it would 
not he ‘a tremendously ex¬ 
pensive operation." The gov¬ 
ernment pours St billion a 
year into old-age security. 


It is naive to think that pro¬ 
grams such as unemployment 
insurance and the Canada 
Pension Plan Would be 
scrapped, he said. They and 
other programs will have lo 
be harmonized with thp in¬ 
come plan. 

Lalonde also said that limits 
on fpderal contributions lo 
provincial medical care, an¬ 
nounced in the June 2.”. bud¬ 
get. will not mean any reduc¬ 


tion in the quality of services. 
Ottawa wanted more ef¬ 
ficiency and was considering 
reducing the immigration of

the Crestbrook mill has no fa¬ 
cilities to bum woodchips and 
had no choice but to close the 
mill. 

IWA spokesman Jack 
Munro has also charged the 
PPWC with picketing IWA 
plants. 

But Ginn said Friday three 
confirmed cases of PPWC 
picket^ 1 , -^at IW A-organized 
mills are part of agreements 
made between local union 
members. 

“It’s a reciprocal thing. The 
executive may be upset, but 
the members in tt\e area cer¬ 
tainly aren’t,” Ginn said. 

He said further meetings in¬ 
volving the IWA and CPU are 
set for Monday. 

The pulp unions are seeking 
$1.50-an-hour increases while 
the IWA is seeking SI. The 
companies have offered only 
a cost-of-living increase to the 
40.000 forest union members. 

Union calculations show this 
works out to about a 25-cent- 
an-hour increase based on a 
projected 10-per-cent increase 
In the cost of living. 


EVERY ONCE in awhile some sanity is 
allowed to grow in Ottawa. And by the very 
nature of the rarity, we become somewhat 
thunderstruck, shaken and left wondering 
what went right. 

Justice Minister Otto Lang went before a 
gaggle of newsmen and a battery of micro¬ 
phones in Ottawa the other day with the 
breathless announcement that Canadians’ 
chances of being ”breathless,” will be se¬ 
verely restricted come next year. 

Lang has proposed certain amendments to 
the Criminal Code which will be a new, 
devastating w’orry to the drinking driver and 
which might bring some of the human 
rightists out of the woodwork with claims of 
infringement. 

THE PROPOSED CHANGES will allow 
policemen to set up their breathalyser equip¬ 
ment near emporiums engaged in the selling 
of booze. In other words, near any pub or bar 
the gendarmes choose. 

And patrons driving away from the gin 
mills will be required to take breath tests 
even if they are not driving erratically or 
otherwise showing signs of impairment. 

I would hazard a guess that the propri¬ 
etors of such businesses will not be all that 
happy with the proposed amendment because 
surely it will cut into their profits to some ex¬ 
tent. The more intelligent of the drinking 
crowd will quickly realize that in most in¬ 
stances, two or three drinks are enough to 
pioduce a reading in excess of .08. 

AND WITH SUCH A READING, penalties 
will be just as severe as the minimum of two 
weeks behind bars for a second offence and 
of at ieast three months for three-time losers. 

The only strange part of the wiiole new 
approach is that it took anybody in Ottawa so 
long to get around to it. An uneducated guess 
would be that at least 30 per cent of those 
who frequent pubs and bars leave the pre¬ 
mises in absolutely no condition to drive the 
killer automobile. 

It doesp’t take ‘a cabinet minister to come 
to the realization that every half-sloshed pa¬ 
tron who steps into a car automatically be¬ 
comes a potential killer. 

THE POLICE will also, in all probability, 
make periodic checks in the vicinity of such 
places as golf courses, family clubs, etc. It is 
no secret the 13th hole at almost any golf

club will produce at least a token number of 
drivers who should never be behind the 
wheel of the car.

Maybe in some, two drinks 
of whiskey would do the trick, while others 
may well be able to consume four or five 
such drinks without hitting the level. 

THE POINT, however, is that nobody re¬ 
ally knows what his or her level is and that 
alcohol tolerance can easily change from day 
to day. 

Otto Lang says that a refusal to take a 
test under the new code will be an offence in 
itself — an admission of guilt, as it were. 

The simple fact that Canadians now shell 
out very close to two billion dollars a year on 
the purchase of all forms of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages should be enough to convince even the 
most rabid of human rightists, that there are 
an awful lot of drunks running around in 
cars. 

AND RUNNING into other people in those 
cars and killing and maiming those other 
people at a very alarming rate. Booze is the 
biggest killer on highways — not bad roads, 
pqorly lit roads, badly marked roads or just 
plain bad drivers. All these points contribute 
to the yearly carnage, but booze, and make 
no mistake about it. is the daddy of them all. 

Lang has gone the step In the right direc¬ 
tion. but while he made the bullet, it Is 
still left to the law enforcement agencies to 
fire it. 

ALL THE PROHIBITIVE drinking laws in* 
the w'orld aren’t worth the paper they’re 
written on unless the police forces decide to 
use them, to crack down and to get the sots 
from behind the wheels. 

I hope I’m wrong, but I ahvays get the 
feeling such a new law gets strong initial en¬ 
forcement under the glare of the klieg lights 
of publicity, only toilrop off to a few token 
busts as time goes by. 

Impaired drivers are a worthless lot and 
if you happen to fall into the category, then I 
have no use for you and the vast majority of 
Canadians, remember, are on my side, not 
yours.

ular Democrats, who ^Iso 1 
walked out of the government. j 
The two parties gained more 
than two-thirds of the national ! 
vote in April 25 elections for a ! 
Constituent Assembly. 
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The military rulers ap¬ 
peared divided on how to 
react to the Socialist rally. 
First, they said the Commu¬ 
nist checkpoints were “unnec¬ 
essary.” Later elite army 
units joined and then replaced 
the Communist militants. 

Copcon, die national securi¬ 
ty force, made no official 
move to stop the Socialist 
rally. But it warned that it 
could be used as a pretext for 
a rightist coup attempt simi¬ 
lar to the one last September 
that brought the downfall of 
Gen. Antonio £e Spinola as 
president.

Embezzling best way to make crime pay over s | ot |, sex 


<3 1 ARLOTTESVILLE, VS 
(UPI) — As far as one Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia professor 
is concerned, embezzling is 
still the best money-making 
game in town. 

Dr. Brandt R. Allen, as¬ 
sociate professor of business 
administration, says em¬ 
bezzlers make off with be¬ 
tween 52 billion and S3 billion 
a year in the United States. 
AneJ with the all out switch to 


computer technology, Allen 
says, the possib'llities are end¬ 
less. 

Allen made his claims in a 
tongue-in-cheek article in the 
HarVard Business Review. Q 

"To sweeten the pot, com¬ 
puter technology tends to con¬ 
found auditors and managers 
to the extent they are rarely 
in a ppsition to detect or pre¬ 
vent computer-based em¬ 
bezzlement," says Allen, a 


rfarvard grad who has 
served as an FBI consultant 
on embezzlement cases. 

One of the most dazzling 
schemes, Allen says, involved 
a bank programmer whose 
brainchild induced the bank’s 
computer to add 10 cents to 
every service charge less 
than $10 and $1 to those 
greater than $ 10 . 

"The excess changes were 
credited to the last account, 


which he had opened himself, 
under the name Zzwicke," 
Allen explains. "He was able 
to withdraw several hundred 
dollars each month until the 
bank, under a new marketing 
campaign, tried to honor the 
first and last names on their 
customer list, and discovered 
that Mr. Zzwicke did not 
exist." 

Allen says similar opportu¬ 
nities for financial enrichment 


exist in welfare and pension'' 
systems, and he says em¬ 
bezzlers who get caught 
usually have only themselves 
to blame. 

"This leads one to believe 
that there is a N great deal of 
embezzlement that goes unde¬ 
tected," he says. 

A A couple of tips for aspiring 
young embezzlers, Allen says, 
are: 

• "Only embezzle for a 


time and don’t spehd the 
money until you have moved 
away." 

• "Take heart, learn from 
others’ mistakes." • 

"Embezzlement is like a 
game with two sides trying to' 
outwit each other,” Allen 
says. "Right nuw, the good 
guys are losing. 

"Anyone who says crime 
doesn’t pay is crazy. Crime 
pays and pays well.”

India won’t return 
to ‘normal’—Gandhi 


NEW DELHI (Reuter) - 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
said Saturday India will not 
be allowed to return to the 
type of political situation that 
prevailed before the state of 
internal emergency was de¬ 
clared June 26. 

Addressing labor ministers 
from the country's 22 states, 
she said there was talk "here 
and there of return to nor¬ 
malcy." 

But no country in the world 
would have considered the sit¬ 
uation in India before the 
state of emergency as normal 
by any standards, she said. 
"We could not afford to re¬ 
turn to that type of licence." 
.Mrs. Gandhi said democra¬ 
cy could not be one-sided. 
"You fcannot say that only the 
government has to allows full 
freedom, but that the opposi¬ 
tion does not have to obey any 
kind of rules," she said. 

She claimed the emergency 
had halted a drift to anarchy, 
and public reaction to it had 
been generally favorable. 

- But she warned that ex¬ 
tremist groups were still at¬ 
tempting acts of sabotage, 
and therefore vigilance could 
not be relaxed. 

Parliament is to meet Mon¬ 
day to approve and extend the 
emergenc y for one year. 

Mis. Gandhi’s speech was 


the second time this week she 
has made clear that there is 
no prospect of an early return 
to former freedoms. 

Mrs. Qandhi said some 
sections of the Indian public 
had always been unduly in¬ 
fluenced by the West and 
were disturbed by the adverse 
criticism of Indian in the 
Western press. 

But, she said, those be¬ 
moaning the fate of democra¬ 
cy in India would have been 
the first, if there was chaos.

HOUSTON (UPI) — Ameri¬ 
ca’s sleek white Apollo cut 
loose Saturday frorp Russia’s 
green-and-silver Soyuz and 
rocketed into a higher new- 
orbit, ending their historic 
two-day flight as a single in¬ 
ternational spaceship. 

Astronauts Thomas Staf¬ 
ford, Vance Brand and Don¬ 
ald Slayton started five days 
of solo flight and scientific ex¬ 
periments in earth orbit 
aboard the Apollo, the last of 4 
the ships designed originally 
to carry Americans to the 
moon. 

Cosmonauts Alexei Leonov 
and Valeri Kubasov, bidding 
their U.S. space friends "dos- 
. vidaniye" (until we meet 
again), went to sleep three 
ROUTS ahead of schedule 
aboard Soyuz. They will re¬ 
turn to earth early Monday, 
making a televised dry iand 
"thumpdow'-n" 1.250 miles 
southeast of Moscow’. 

The Apollo crew, however, 
quickly found itself over¬ 
whelmed with a heayy load of 
earth mapping, scientific ex¬ 
periments and navigation 
chores. Stafford offered to 
keep his men up past their 
6:50 p.m. pdt bedtime — an 
offer Houston control firmly 
rejected — and the crew 
struggled to finish everything. 

"They really jammed this 
timeline on us," Stafford 
growled in l rtfs trat ion at one 
point. "We’re really running 
l>ehind.” And Brand com¬ 
plained that navigation tasks 
were poorly planned because 
the real thing was "not any¬ 
thing to compare to the simu¬ 
lator." 

But just before the bedtime 
o hour, Brand reported, "We’re 
getting tilings under control 
now” and told Houston control 
goodnight. 

The joint U.S.-Russian flight 
in earth orbit — hailed as the 
birth of a new age in co¬ 
operative space exploration 
ended on the sixth anniversa¬ 
ry eve of man’s first landing 
on the moon. 

“Thank you very much for 


your big .job,” Leonov radioed 
in English to Apollo as the 
two ships parted. 

”Vam tozhe (thank you 
also),” Stafford replied in 
Russian. ”Byl khorosho 4jt 
was w'ell done).” 

Apollo, following a slightly 
higher, slower path than 
Soyuz, fell about five miles 
behind the Russian craft with 
every 90-minute trip around 
the globe. When Soyuz fires 
its retro-rockets to come 
home Monday, nvissiun con¬ 


trollers said, the two craft 
will be about 230 miles apart 
and the astronauts will be 
asleep. 

Many parts of Apollo-Soyuz 
flight were planned only to 
demonstrate detente and the 
potential for international 
space coojjeratian. A Russian 
space official, Viktor Blagov, 
said the next co-operative So- 
viet-American space activity 
would be flights in U.S. shut¬ 
tle rocket planes to orbiting 
Soviet Salyut stations. 


Unite on claims, 
natives urged 


FORT SIMPSON, N.W.T 
(CP) — Native people of the 
Northwest Territories have 
been urged by the president 
of the National Indian Broth¬ 
erhood to present a united 
front in land claim negotia¬ 
tions with the federal govern¬ 
ment 

Ottawa is "totally commit¬ 
ted to extinguishing your 
claim on the land in return 
for a little land — one square 
mile per family of five — and 
some money, exactly as they 
did in James Bay." said 
George Manuel. He was ad¬ 
dressing the opening session 
of the second general assem¬ 
bly of the Indian Brotherhood 
of the Northwest Territories 
and Metis Association of the 
Northwest Territories which 
o{>ened Friday and runs 
through Monday. 

"All you have to do is look 
at your brothers in the south 
on the reserves to see how 
poor and powerless they are," 
he told the 300 delegates. 

"That’s why the govern¬ 
ment wants to extinguish your 
claim to the land here, be- i 
cause they’re afraid that if 
they give you anything more 


than extinguishments, then all 
the other natives will want 
more." 

Manuel reminded the con¬ 
ference that natives make up 
the majority of the territorial 
population and have a majori¬ 
ty on the territorial council. 

He noted that a major posi¬ 
tion paper before the confer¬ 
ence for consideration calls 
for esiab”snment of a "self- 
de’erminine native nation” 
vvi'hin Canada to be called the 
De ie nation.

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Changes for the better 


T HERE’S GOOD READING going with the MPs * 
at Ottawa when they head out for a vacation 
break, probably this week. In their brief cases will 
be a wide variety of amendments to the Criminal 
Code to be debated when Parliament resumes its 
sitting in the fall. 

While not wanting to wish the summer away, 
most Canadians likely will agree the better it will 
be the sooner most, if not all, of the batch of 
changes proposed by Justice Minister Otto Lang 
for study, are put into law. 

Arising from the notorious Morgentaler case is 
the strengthening of a fundamental of the judicial 
system with appeal courts no longer being able to 
revei*se acquittal verdicts rendered by juries. 

Overdue, as well, is the protection planned for 
the victims of rape and other sexual offences who 
all too often find themselves on trial in cross-ex¬ 
amination as to their character and morals. Then- 
evidence will not necessarily require corroboration. 
And they will not be subjected to the degradation 
of public scrutiny, with the closing of courtrooms 
to spectators. This is sometimes the case now, but 
not always. 

The dozen-and-one other amendments make 


much good sense, particularly the tightening of the 
laws in regard to drinking drivers. With at least 44 
per cent of all accidents reported in this province 
last year involving alcohol, the laws can’t be made 
tough enough. But the justice minister is trying. 

Giving police the power to require anyone and 
everyone to undergo breath testing, whether errat¬ 
ic driving is obvious or not, should make for great 
improvements in accident statistics. 

All that will be required is “reasonable cause” 
for a policeman to believe'a driver has been drink¬ 
ing, which means he could “set up shop” outside 
bars and beer parlors and check departing patrons 
getting behind the wheels of their cars and stop 
them before they hit the road. 

It might not go down well with the operators 
of “licensed premises” but it could be a boon to the 
taxi business and public transportation systems, 
and, of course, the potential victims of their errors 
in judgment. 

Increasing penalties for imbibers driving the 
roads should have more of a deterrent effect. The 
present maximum fine of $1,000 is seldom imposed, 
but doubling it might be enough to convince the 
courts that it’s time they took a tougher stand. 


Time to grasp the nettle 


T HE PUBLIC’S PATIENCE both with the Indians 
blocking roads and with a government unwilling 
or unable to put a stop to this nonsense is wearing 
very thin. And so is the sympathy many people had 
with the Indians’ contention that they have been 
victimized in various ways ever since the Hudson’s 
Bay Company established the first British colony 
here. 

Indian leaders are well aware, even if some of 
the members of th<?ir bands are not, that defiance 
of the law- invites punishment. 

^-Blocking of highways and the demand for tolls 
areoad enough, but when fi realms are part of the 
charade, even if they are only “props* on the stage, 
the situation assumes ugly and menacing dimen¬ 
sions. The Indians apparently have taken care to 
let authority, as well as the general public, know 
that they have weapons at the sile of road¬ 
blocks. The inference must be that they arc pre¬ 
pared to use them. 

Attorney-General Alex Macdonald urged every¬ 
one close to" the Gold River and Pemberton scenes 
of crisis “to recognize their responsibilities within 
the frame-work of the law. He is warning against 
violence. 

But although he was aware of the statement of 
Mary Williams, a spokesman for the Mount Cur lie 
Indians who were involved in the Pemberton in¬ 
cident, that some of the band had guns at the 
roadblock, he would make no comment upon it. 


He did say, however, that people have been 
charged as much as $25 to pass the barricades. 
‘This is a criminal offence,” he said. “And it has to- 
stop.” 

Indeed it does. This is extortion and anyone 
convicted of the crime can suffer imprisonment for 
up to 14 years. The Criminal Code is clear on that 
point. 

Sooner or later, unless the bands are prepared 
to take their grievances to the courts and seek 
redress and compensation by lawful process, and to 
abandon the use of threat and force they will pre¬ 
cipitate a confrontation either with the police or 
outraged whites. Maybe that is what some of them 
want. Maybe they accept the old and specious ar¬ 
gument that the end justifies the means. 

Whatever may have been the wrongs suffered 
by the Indian population in the past, the provincial 
government has recently shown a disposition to 
make reasonable amends. But it should make clear, 
for the sake of the Indians themselves as much as 
for the peace of mind of the rest of the people, that 
negotiation cannot be secured by threat and mis¬ 
chief-making. 

A firm stand now will make for better under¬ 
standing in the future. It will also diminish the risk 
of violence at a later date. As at Pemberton and 
Gold River, Mr. Macdonald should grasp the nettle 
if illegal acts continue. 


Park's men keep watch 


A fighter for democracy 


South Korea today has a 
stronger army and less politi¬ 
cal freedom than at any other ^ 
time since the start of the 
Korean War a quarter-cen- 
lury ago. 

It is a state of affairs that 
reflects President Park Chung 
Hee’s obsession with security 
in the face of the dictatorial 
Communist regime of Kim II 
Sung 7 in North Korea. Park is 
by training a soldier—he 
began his career in the Impe¬ 
rial Japanese Army when 
Japan still ruled Korea as a 
colony—and is by tempera¬ 
ment an Asian conservative 
with little interest in Western 
ideas of liberty which he con¬ 
siders to be unsuited to 
Korea. 

There are. huwe\er, South 
Koreans who believe that 
.Park's policies are a recipe 
lor trouble rather than surviv¬ 
al. Foremost among these is 
Kim Dae Jung, the last man 
to run against Park in a pres¬ 
idential election (he won 46 
l>er cent of the votes in a two- 
way contest in 1972.) 

★ ★ ★ 

This neur-triumph of Kim’s 
was in one sense, a mistake, 
for Park has been gunning for 
him ever since. In 1973 agents 
of the Korean Central In¬ 
telligence Agency (KCIA) kid¬ 
napped Kim from Japan and 
brought him back to Seoul 
where he has remained ever 
since. Although Kim is now 
allowed to receive foreign 
Journalists he is kept under 
constant watch by KCIA men: 
his telephone is tapped and 
any Korean he meets will 
later be interrogated. 

Tlie strain has told on Kim. 
Before his kidnappping he 
uas an energetic, handsome 
man at the height of his 
lowers. Today he suffers 
trom a rheumatic complaint 
of the legs and finds walking 
often painful. He passes much 
of the tim£ learning English, 
which he now speaks rather 
well. A tiny chihuahua dog 
called “Clever Boy” keeps 
him company in his study. 

Kim of fere a complete criti¬ 
cism of Park’s policies. His 
chief point is that democracy 
should be one of South 
Korea’s strong points in its 
competition with the North. 

“We should learn from Viet¬ 
nam,” he says. “The collapse 
of the Thteu government was 
not because there was democ¬ 
racy in South Vietnam but be¬ 
cause Thieu ignored it. De¬ 
mocracy was only a slogan in

South Vietnam. In fcict the 
Thieu government was dicta¬ 
torial and corrupt. It became 
isolated internationally.” 

Like most South Koreans 
Kim agrees that security is 
an important matter for his 
country: “It Is, for us. the 
most important thing. But if 
we want to have a strong se¬ 
curity system we should give 
the people something of value 
to secure, a proper reason to 
oppose Communism ... Of 
course there is a threat from 
the North, the possibility of a 
new- war. 

“No one really knows what 
is going on in Kim II Sung's 
mind. But a strong democrat¬ 
ic government supported by 
the whole people would have 
no reason to fear Hie North.” 

Kim points out that at dif¬ 
ficult times in South Korea’s 
modern histoiy the country 
has managed to preserve—un¬ 
til now—a measure of democ¬ 
racy. 

“Even during the Korean 
war,” he says, “when we held 


only the perimeter around 
Pusan in the southern tip of 
the peninsula there was a cer¬ 
tain amount of press freedom. 
There was an opposition ma¬ 
jority in the National Assem¬ 
bly. And the system of direct 
presidential elections was in¬ 
troduced. These freedoms did 
not stop us winning the war.” 

_ He also argues that there 
cannot be r t eal nationalism 
without democracy. “There is 
no reason for us to fight North 
Korea—they are, after all, our 
own people, our own blood— 
except in defence of our free¬ 
dom.” 

Inevitably Kim is critical of 
American policy towards 
South Korea and Asia in gen¬ 
eral. The United States was 
originally admired by Koreans 
and other Asians, he says, not 
for its military strength or its 
riches but for its political prin¬ 
ciples. “But the United States 
government usually disap¬ 
pointed them. The Americans 
supported dictatorial and cor¬ 
rupt governments in the name

of anti-communism. This ex¬ 
plains America’s failures in 
Asia, from China to Vietnam. 
This is a period of nearly 30 
years. It is time for America 
to revise its policy.” 

Kim believes that American 
government action is neces¬ 
sary to influence President 
Park: “I think Park usually 
disregards foreign public 
opinion. He is sensitive only to 
the attitude of the American 
and Japanese governments 
and governments of other 
Western countries.” 

There is little hope, though, 
of this happening. Though 
there are quite a few Ameri¬ 
can and Japanese officials 
w'ho dislike Park’s regime 
they believe that it has to be 
supported in the interests of 
American and Jai>anese secu¬ 
rity. Park, in this sense, has 
Washington and Tokyo pretty 
much where he wants them: 
as long as they buy his es¬ 
timate of South Korea's impor¬ 
tance to Western security he 
can get away with almost 
anything he does at home. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Americans, perhaps to 
ease their conscience, have 
asked Park to let Kim leave 
South Korea. He has already 
been offered a position at Har¬ 
vard University. But Kim is 
not very interested in this. He 
would like to go to Japan or 
America for medical treat¬ 
ment but more important is 
the principle involved: “I was 
abducted from Japan against 
my will and so I want the 
right to go out of Korea, and 
return, even only once and if 
it is only for one day. I want 
to keep my human rights.” 

The government has 
brought charges against Kim 
for alleged election offences, 
some going back several 
years. This is the official pre¬ 
text for not letting him go 
abroad (though under Park’s 
latest measures travel abroad 
is impossible for most 
Koreans). 

Park seems to lie in a di¬ 
lemma over Kim. Obviously 
he wants to destroy him polit¬ 
ically < there is even some 
suggestion that tlie KQIA 
agents who kidnapped him 
also considered killing him). 
The question is which is the 
best way: exile abroad or 
keeping him in his house in 
Seoul, a prison without bare, 
with only his chihuahua and 
the occasional foreign journal¬ 
ist to talk to?

Conservative split widens 


Now with the long-warmed- 
up leadership race finally and 
officially off and running, tlie 
split among the Conservatives 
widens. v 

The gap between left and 
right — obvious in the parlia¬ 
mentary caucus, if not so ap¬ 
parent in the party-at-large — 
is polarizing the honorable 
members. 

The hostility between the 
two wings is so intense, it is 
leaving little, if any, room for 
neutrality. 

The party’s parliamentary 
left —• strong in voice and 
media influence, if not neces¬ 
sarily in numbers — proudly 
presents itself under the blaz¬ 
ing banner of “Red Tories.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The right calls itself tlie 
“Chateau Cabinet.” 

This name because the 
large and growing group of 
small-c conservatives who are 
hoping the party will correct¬ 
ly read the prevailing mood of 
the country and move to the 
right, held their organiza¬ 
tional conferences at Ottawa’s 
Chaleau Laurier. 

Their position, essentially, 
is that public opinion polls — 
supported by a heavy inflow 
of parliamentary mail from 
voters across the country -r 
urgently indicates Canadians 
have had enough of radical 
change. At least for now. 

And - that having steadily 
drifted left, to a position they 
suspect is only a little to the 
right of the New Democrats, 
they have watched the “Red 
Tory” brand of conservatism 
frighten off traditional Con¬ 
servative support. 


Members of the “Chateau 
Cabinet” have become con¬ 
cerned that the “Red Tories” 
have moved the Conserva¬ 
tives, under Robert Stanfield, 
leftward of the Trudeau Lib¬ 
erals. 

This has been reinforced 
since tlie last election 
triumph only a year ago by 
the Liberals who. day by day, 
look more like conservatives 
than the Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives themselves. 

But the resistance of the 
“Red Tories’’ to even a pause 
in the drift to the left, let 
alone a change of party direc¬ 
tion, is enormous. 

They and their media allies 
for months have struggled to 
put down the small-c conser¬ 
vatives as “rednecks, maver¬ 
icks, cow'boys, and fanatical 
right wing extremists.” * 


But how “extreme” is Point 
Ten of the “Chateau Cabi¬ 
net’s” 20-point manifesto? 

It reads: 

“Organized crime must be 
controlled, and the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Mounted Police should 
be given the direction and au¬

thority to eliminate it from 
politics and government man¬ 
agement.” 

This, to listen to the “Red 
Tories” and their mouth¬ 
pieces in the parliamentary 
media, reflects what they 
seem to regard as a “para¬ 
noia” among the small-c con¬ 
servatives that the Liberal 
government uses the RCMP 
lor political purposes. 


But didn’t former Liberal 
Prime Minister Lester Pear¬ 
son, scarred by scandals in 
his government, call in the 
then RCMP Commissioner 
George B. McLellan to order 
an undercover investigation of 
members of Parliament?

Mr. Pearson’s prime minis¬ 
tership had been stained by 
the capers of convicted nar¬ 
cotics smuggler Lucien Ri- 
vard, corruption among 
ministerial aides, abuse of 
cabinet office in credit deal¬ 
ings. and other questionable 
activities in high party places. 

So, smeared by scandal, he 
ordered the RCMP to dig for 
dirt in hope. Conservatives 
charged, of proving political 
sin w-asn’t exclusive to Li¬ 
beralism. 

Out of the RCMP files came 
the clues which broke the 
Gerda Munsinger “scandal” 
which stained the names of 
two members of former prime 
minster Diefenbaker’s cabi¬ 
net, and led, indirectly, to dis¬ 
integration of the Conserva¬ 


tive government and ‘another 
long and still continuing 
stretch in the wilderness of 
opposition for the still frac¬ 
tured and feuding party. 

The “Chateau Cabinet’s” 
thinking on the RCMP, says 
Tom Oossitt, a leading Con¬ 
servative parliamentarian, is 
to make the RCMP like the 
auditor general’s office, re¬ 
sponsible not to the govern¬ 
ment but to the House of 
Commons. 


That way it would be 
beyond reach of political sub¬ 
version. and no longer avail¬ 
able to the government of the 
day for character assassi¬ 
nation. 

And what’s so “paranoid” 
about that as to panic the 
“Red Tory” parly disruplives? 


Serendipitous Ford 


The dictionary defines 
serendipity as “an aptitude 
for making desirable discov¬ 
eries by accident.” It may not 
be accidental, but the Ford 
White House is making those 
discoveries every day as they 
put a non-elected president in 
an ever stronger position to 
win a full f«>ur-year term on 
his own in 1976. 

So much about tlie Ford 
record is accidental that tlie 
president qualifies in the cur¬ 
rency first given the word by 
Horace Walpole to be the pre¬ 
eminent Prince of Serendip. 

At the same time, however, 
Ford and his close associates 
have shown a shreu'd knack 
for exploiting those accidents. 

It is, above all, a knowledge 
of how to succeed without re¬ 
ally trying. This is based on a 
realization that the country 
w r ants peace and quiet after 
years of turmoil and dissen¬ 
sion. In this perspective tihe 
man from Grand Rapids is 
not so much a Hairy Truman 
as a Calvin Coolidge. 


If the voters were to go to 
the polls today. Ford would 
defeat any visible Democratic- 
candidate, in my opinion. 

But to maintain that happy 
margin for the next 16 months 
means that Korea and tlie 
Middle East must be quiet. It 
means that the economy must 
steadily—if slowly—improve. 

That is a lot to ask, but it 
can happen if the United 
States slips gradually into 
what was once called nor¬ 
malcy. 

Ford and those around him 
are successfully de-fanging 
the right wing of his party. 
The stellar actor on the righl, 
Ronald Reagan, will not get 
into the race. I say this out of 
a conviction that he lacks the 
courage and the drive to enter 
an all-out contest with the in¬ 
cumbent. He is traipsing

around the country selling his 
own curiously dated brand of 
conservatism and promoting 
his radio program and news¬ 
paper column. 

But knowledgeable as Rea¬ 
gan is to trends of opinion, he 
cannot help knowing that his 
role is limited to that of 
sniper in the underbrush. One 
reason is the reported doubts 
of his big-money backers in 
Southern California about 
coming through with the 
many, many millions tli;it a 
full-scale primaiy contest 
would take. 

In Ford’s low-key official 
announcement, the massive 
presence of David Packard as 
finance chairman spoke 
louder than words. In his con¬ 
firmation hearing to be dep- 
. uly secretary of defence, 
Packard put his net worth at 
5400 million, most of it in 
stock of Hewlett Packard 
which he helped to found. 
This makes him, in both 
quantity and quality, far 
above the rich Southern Cali¬ 
fornians who have bankrolled 
Reagan. - 

But if he has neutralized the 
conservative wing of his 
party. Ford has offered little 
to the left of centre. His 
concessions have been almost 
all in the conservative direc¬ 
tion. True enough, say the 
conservative doubters, but 
what about Vice-President 
Nelson Rockefeller? 


That is '~a complication 
made evident when tlie pres¬ 
ident’s campaign manager, 
Howard H. Calloway, told re¬ 
porters the newly created or¬ 
ganization will do nothing to 
help tlie vice-president. 

Calloway, a conservative 
Georgian, said he was not 


going to alienate i>ei*sons who 
don’t want Rockefeller. Tlie 
vice-president has himself 
said that no one ever runs for 
that office and he understands 
the president's posture. 

Nevertheless, it is an ano¬ 
malous position. In a recent 
interview' with this reporter, 
Ford reiterated his “full sup¬ 
port” for the man he chose 
for (he No. 2 spot. He de¬ 
scribe^ Rockefeller as a mod¬ 
erate and an activist whose 
fate in '76 would be decided 
after he himself was nominat¬ 
ed by the convention. 


“People who allege today 
that he is a liberal. I don’t 
think have carefully studied 
his record,” the president 
said. 

That word “allege” has a 
curous connotation, as though 
a touch of criminality was at 
stake in being liberal. For 
many Republicans such as 
Senators Percy and Mathias, 
to take two examples, libera¬ 
lism means more than rheto¬ 
ric. 

It; means activism rather 
than a passive acceptance of 
a mass of the unemployed. It 
means standing firm for pol¬ 
lution control and conserva¬ 
tion against the assault of 
those who would scrap it to 
let industry have its way. 

This is perhaps the 
vveakness of Ford’s position, 
however strong it may seem 
at the moment. It would take 
very little slippage in the 
present gradual economic up¬ 
turn to accentuate the pas¬ 
sivity and the restraints on 
any strong action to bring un¬ 
employment back to a more 
or less acceptable rate of 4 to 
5 |>er cent. And thal would 
weaken his careful stance in f 
the middle of the political 
spectrum.

Depending on the viewpoint, it was either a violent ar¬ 
gument or a slight misunderstanding.

King and Barrett made that 
plea a week ago after the cab¬ 
inet ordered, not requested, 
the establishment of an indus¬ 
trial inquiry. 

* * * 

That wasn’t an easy deci¬ 
sion for the labor minister or 
for the cabinet because the 
forcing of people to the bar¬ 
gaining table is something 


they base shunned since tak¬ 
ing office. Even when the Le¬ 
gislature met a year ago to 
force mainland firemen back 
on the job they managed to 
avoid the real heavy hand. 

The significance of the gov¬ 
ernment move lies in‘the fact 
that the compulsory, but not 
binding, industrial inquiry es¬ 
tablished to try to find a solu¬ 
tion to forest problems was 
not established under the 
labor code. Under the code 
both sides in a dispute must 


request an industrial inquiry 
before the minister acts. 

* ★ ★ 

With neither management 
nor labor prepared to do that. 
King reached outside the code 
to the Special Inquiries Act to 
bully both sides to appear¬ 
ances before the inquiry com¬ 
missioner. 

Under that act he had the 
"emergency" powers re¬ 
quired for the move and I’m 
surprised that so far no one in

the Opposition has thought to 
mention that fad. 

And. of course, he had 
hoped that during the three- 
week moratorium while ihe 
commissioner was hearing ev¬ 
idence, the industry would 
carry on in a normal fashion. 

As it turned out that's been 
a vain hope and King, possi¬ 
bly for the first time in his

Lavroff, 39, yvas one of 28 interpreters recruited fiom 
throughout the United States for the mission. Some were 
college professors, a few were government employees, 
others, like Lavroff, were professional free-lancers. There 
also were an equal number of translators—those who deal 
with the written word-for the project and one NASA official 
estimated the cost of making this a bilingual mission at about 
$2 million. 

"The quality of the Soviet’s translating has been very 
poor,” said Timacheff, the Paris-born son of Russian parents. 
"Most of their interpreters were begged and borrowed from 
government agencies that had nothing to do with .the space 
pragram and they just didn’t have time to learn the tremen¬ 
dous amount of jargon that goes with the mission." 


As late as last Januarv, the Russians had filled only two 
of the 21 interpreting positions both sides agreed to have. As 
a result, the U.S. flight director’s interpreter in Houston 
worked for both the American and Russian control centres, 
bypassing entirely the role of the Soviet flight director’s in¬ 
terpreter near Moscow. 

Errors were insignificant during the first few days of the 
mission, although Lavroff did say just after the Soviet liftoff 
that tlie spacecraft was "20 minutes" instead of ‘‘20 seconds" 
into flight. Even the astronauts and cosmonauts got through 
their greetings in earth others’ language-a result ol 700 hours 
of Russian studied by the astronauts and 900 English lessons 
taken by the cosmonauts. 

1 ★ ★ ★ 

"English is a difficult language for us because the gram¬ 
mar, the alphabet, the whole .structure is different from Rus¬ 
sian." said T. V. Klotchkovshaya, one of the Soviet in¬ 
terpreters in Houston. "But we understand that the Russian 
language is still more difficult to learn for most people than 
English.” 

"Tlie cosmonauts studied English before the Apollo-Soyuz 
mission. What they were taught is their lessons the last few 
years was how to communicate with tjie astronauts in mod¬ 
ern, colloquial English. We didn’t teach them Dickens." 

Soviet and American space officials had 10 meetings over 
three years to iron out tlie bilingual language requirements 
and responsibilities of each side. One of the byproducts of 
this requirement was the design in La Jolla. Calif., of a com¬ 
puter, stored with 1.6 million Russian and English 
terms which can translate an 8(t-page document tfom 
language to the other in two minutes. It is one design secret 
of the mission lhat the Americans nad not shared with their 
Russian colleagues. 


"There really were few disagreements over language." 
Timacheff said. "We were treated very w-ell when we went to 
Russip. \Ve iust accepted Ihe fact that our rooms were 
bugged and our luggage was searched when we weren’t 
around. 

"I know mine was searched because I’ve got a combina¬ 
tion lock on my bags that I leave set al a particular number 
and when I came back to my room on at least one occasion 
the number had been changed.”

Knebles adjust ship’s line 


Old Ironsides leaves home 


CHICAGO (AP) — A model 
of the USS Constitution, Old s 
Ironsides, which took 62,000 
man hours to construct, has 
finally been taken from the 
basement of its builder and 
put on exhibition. 

“My wife says if I start 
building another boat she will 
leave me,” says 79-yearold 
Louis Kuebler. 

Kuebler and a friend, who 
died before the project was 
completed, researched for 
more than a year before 


starting to build the model in 
a basement workshop in 1932. 
They chose a l-24th dimen¬ 
sional scale of the historic 
naval frigate now resting at 
dockside in Boston harbor. 

The model is 12‘u feet long 
and 11 1 2 feet from the keel to 
the top of the highest mast. 
Dies and tools had to be hand¬ 
made by Kuebler to repixv 
duee to the precise scale 
everything from the 52 bronze 
cannon that actually fire, 
bilge pumps that pump, the 


commodore’s cabin with its 
copper bathtub, each tiny link 
in a 24-foot anchor chain to 
the Irish flax sails stitched 
with surgical needles. 

The model was completed 
in 1957. 

“I had it insured for 
$100,000 and kept it in my 
basement, just getting a kick 
out of lookng at it. It was like 
part of the family,” said 
Kuebler. 

Recently, the model was 
sold to Ronald White, a man¬ 


agement consultant, and Alf 
McConnell, a mortgage bank¬ 
er. 

Purchase price was not dis¬ 
closed, but Kuebler referred 
to the $100,000 insurance he 
had on it and said: "I'm sa¬ 
tisfied with what I got.” 

The model finally left its 
basement mooring and had its 
first public appearance in the 
Continental Illinois National 
Bank and-Trust Co. of Chica¬ 
go.

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Billions riding on Canada’s plane decision

OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment is hearing or con¬ 
sidering ptoposals for two 
new aircraft that American 
suppliers' say can result in 
hundreds of millions, perhaps 
billions, of dollars for the Ca¬ 
nadian aerospace industry. 

The proposals include long- 
range commitments for assis¬ 
tance to, minority investment 
in and millions in lousiness for 
a restructured Canadian aero¬ 
space industry made up of 
Canadair Ltd., of Montreal 
and de Havilland Aircraft of 
Canada Ltd., of Toronto. 

Proposals revolve around the 
military need for a long range 
patrol aircraft (LRPA) and a 
new fighter plane and the 
nped to make a decision on 
these this year. 

Depending on who you lis¬ 
ten to, the LRPA could cost 
between 5600 million and 51 
billion and the fighter could 
also go to 51 billion or higher. 

Information made available 
this week shows that Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corp. and The 
Boeing Co. submitted LRPA 
proposals earlier this year 
that would mean about 5500 
million in Canadian industrial 
benefits over about six years- 
plus longer term benefits for 
a newly viable and competi¬ 
tive Canadian aero industry 
amounting to more hundreds 
of millions. 

At the same time recurring 
reports from within and out¬ 
side the industry show that 
American suppliers have been 
beating a path to the military 
door here recently with pro¬ 
posals for a new fighter. 

The proposals include even 
more dmadian industrial ben¬ 
efits and investment-invol¬ 
vement in a restructured in¬ 
dustry. 

Figures mentioned in con¬ 
nection with the fighter pro¬ 
posals, while they cannot be 
confirmed, seem staggering. 

Reports say that officials vi¬ 
siting Ottawa of late have 
come from Grumman, seek¬ 
ing to sell the F-14; MacDon- 
nell-Douglas with the F-15; 
and General Dynamics with 
the F-16. 

General Dynamics and 
MacDonnell-Douglas are re¬ 
ported talking about $6 mil-

lion a plane and Grumman is 
reported higher than that. 
Grumman is said to have pre¬ 
sented proposals for 100-per¬ 
cent offset in terms of Canadi¬ 
an purchases of the cost of 
the aircraft. 

MacDonne U-Douglas, 
operating through its Canadi¬ 
an subsidiary which was one 
of the early losers to provide 
an LRPA. is said to be offer¬ 
ing to take a 45-per-cent inter¬ 
est in a restructured industry. 

A restructured industry is 
to be the outcome of the fed¬ 
eral acquisition of de Havil¬ 
land last year and its option 
to buy Canadair from General 
Dynamics. 

Irsdustry Minister Alastair 
Gillespie has received seven 
bids from Canadian compa¬ 
nies to acquire the two cor¬ 
porations. The federal go¬ 
vernment, which is insisting 
on majority Canadian inter¬ 
est. has until Oct. 15 to exer¬ 
cise its option on Canadair. It. 
has said it does not want to 
operate the industry but has 
given no date when it will 


make decisions on the offers 
of the seven companies. 

Industiy sources said this 
week that that complicated 
decision could force a delay in 
the scheduled Aug. 2 decision 
on whether Boeing or Lock¬ 
heed will provide the LRPA. 

The LRPA proposals, re¬ 
ceived last February, now- 
have passed through most 
stages of consideration and 
are before a cabinet commit¬ 
tee. It is reported that the full 
cabinet may get them next 
week. 

Industry sources say delay 
is possible despite the fact 
that the Boeing and Lockheed 
offers are good only until 
Aug. 2. 

Both Boeing and Lockeed 
have made offers of invest¬ 
ment, technical and manage¬ 
rial help, business in the way 
of aircraft work and sales as¬ 
sistance designed to make 
Canadair-de - Haviland viable 
and competitive and able to 
stand on their own feet w ith- 
out any form of government 
subsidy. 


The government would buy

duction from an original re¬ 
quirement of 23 and 18. 

Company officials this week 
gave this information about 
their respective offers.

The company is offering in 
connection with the P-3 LRPA 
$466.2 million in industrial 
benefits—mostly purchases in 
the Canadian aerospace in¬ 
dustry. It would make a $5 
million minority investment 
in the restructured aerospace 


*ihu>; z »I id*' supp. rt 
ori general management, tech¬ 
nology, marketing and oi>era- 
tions. 

The Canadian industiy 
could participate in develop¬ 
ments in t^he. fields of military 
aircraft transport, commer¬ 
cial and cargo transport, anti¬ 
submarine aircraft, areas in 
which Lockheed foresaw a 
bright future. The Canadian 
industry would benefit to the 
lune of about 5300 million to 
$400 million in these areas 
over a 10-to lq-year period. 

The $466 million would 
come if proposals for a re¬ 
structured industiy were re¬ 
jected. but the LRPA proposal 
accepted. The company was 
prepared • for a minority 
investment in the industiy, if 
asked, even if the LRPA pro¬ 
posal was rejected. 

Industrial benefits in con¬ 
nection with the P-3C would 
be slightly different. The com¬ 
pany would undertake to use 
its sales experience to help 
sell de Havilland’s DHC-7 — 
the so-called DASH 7 
around the world. 

The company has a commit¬ 
ment from Univac that it 
would build a facility in Win¬ 
nipeg. hometow'n of Defence 
Minister James Richardson, if 
Gickheed get the contract.

Now as an additional spe¬ 
cialized contribution to Bri¬ 
tain’s newest security com¬ 
mitment, five naval ships are 
being built and specially 
equipped for the task of deter¬ 
rent patrols. The ships, ex¬

19771, will be similar to the 
offshore fisheiy protection 
vessels at present operating 
in the difficult sea conditions 
around the Scottish islands. 

This combination of surface 
ships and long-range aircraft, 
wfth their ability to cover 
large areas of sea, represents, 
in the British view, the most 
cost-effective solution io the 
protection problem. ^ 

While there is a tendency to 


think in terms of protection 
against terrorist attack — 
NATO would have the task of 
defending the installations 
against external attack — a 
more wording problem is ac¬ 
cidental damage. 

New problems are bound to 
arise as Die number of in¬ 
stallations increases, particu¬ 
larly if they need to be built 
near major shipping lanes in 
what is already one of tlie 
world’s most congested sea 
areas. There have been oc¬ 
casions where North Sea 
weather has caused parts of 
an installation to break away 
und, drifting, to become a 
hazard, both to other installa¬ 
tions and to shipping in gener¬ 
al. 

On such occasions as those, 
defence chiefs must decide 
how and when the services 
would Intervene and with 
what authority. 

Protecting the resources in 
and under the sea does not 
concern Britain alone. 

At least six other Western 
powers share assets in the 
North Sea. 

Exploitation of the continen¬ 
tal shelf off Europe is bound 
up with the wider issue of the 
law of the sea. As a result of 
the recent Geneva Confer¬ 
ence,' the international com¬ 
munity now is many more 
steps towards agreement. But 
much still remains to be don^e 
on the narrower and related 
issue of protecting the North 
Sea oilfields. 


.For this reason the British 
government supported* the 
Dutch initiative in calling the 
recent meeting at The HAgue 
of expert officials from na¬ 


tions exploiting North Sea re¬ 
sources. The meeting was at¬ 
tended by Dutch, German, 
French, Norwegian, Danish, 
Belgian and British represent¬ 
atives.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
B.C. Supreme Court judge lias. 
refused an application by‘four 
Vancouver companies to 
amalgamate. 'Hie landmark 
decision came after 6‘a days 
of hearings followed by a 
week of deliberation by Mr. 
Justice J. S. Aitkins. 

His 21-page decision ruled 
that shareholders had not 
been given sufficient informa¬ 
tion to judge the pro|*osed 
ratios of shares to be issued 
by the amalgamated com¬ 
pany. 

The decision, released Fri¬ 
day, nullified the proposed 
amalgamation of A-l Steel 
and Iron Foundry, Ardiem 
Holdings. Harbour Ferries 
and E. C. Warner Invest¬ 
ments, except for Harbour 
Ferries. 

About 1,100 shareholders of 
the four companies are affect¬ 
ed by the decision^ 

Earlies this year a majority 
of shareholders in each com¬ 
pany \oted in favor of amal¬ 
gamation. 

Bui five dissident Class A 
shareholders of A-l Steel, con¬ 
tending they were being treat¬ 
ed unfairly by the projxjsal, 
appeared in court to opjiose 
the application. 

It was the first time that 
minority shareholders had 
ever taken such action under 
the new B.C. Companies .Act. 

The live • protesting share¬ 
holders had all registered as 
dissidents and tendered their 
shares, but the company was 
obliged to buy them out either 
after negotiation or arbitra¬ 
tion following the amalgama¬ 
tion. 

However, John Woodward, 
a real estate salesman from 
neaihy Surrey, had not ten¬ 


dered 100 B shares of A-l 
steel which he also owned and 
the dissidents fought their 
case with .05 of one per cent 
of all the issued B shares of 
A-l steel. 

The other dissidents were j 
Donald Manning, a North I 
Vancouver architect, Alliert | 
Hall, a Vancouver securities I 
salesman, Ronald Osborne of ' 
Cedar, B.C., and Ralph Butler j 
of Victoria. 

Mr. Justice Aitkins said he 
was not passing judgment on 1 
whether the proposed amal¬ 
gamation itself was fair. 

“The narrow base of my 
decision is that the court 
should not approve the amal- 
gation because management 
has not given the sharehold¬ 
ers sufficient detail to permit 
them to form a reasoned 
judgment concerning one 
matter, namely the fairness 
of the profiosed ratios of 
shares to be issued by the 
amalgamated company in ex¬ 
change for shares in the 
amalgamat ing companies. ’ ’

Factors behind currency 
price changes are numerous. 
A few of these factors include 
inflation rates, capital flows, 
interest rates, political sen- 
t i m e n t, money supply 
changes, political policies, 
balance of trade or extraordi¬ 
nary events.

A sizeable 
reversal showing a rise in the 
U.S. dollar versus a drop in 
European currencies seems 
very possible over the near 
term.

The staff of the Work and 
Freedom bath mat factory 
say their only aim is 1 make* 
enoggh money to live on and 
than neither poltics nor ideo¬ 
logy is a factor. 

In its day of peak produc¬ 
tion, the factory, known then 
as Velco, had 50 workers and 
turned out about 500" bath 
mats a day. 

By last February, the w r ork 
force was dowp to 32 and the 
company announced it was 
going to fire more because of 
the recession. The 32 women I 
occupied the plant. 

By April, half the women j 
had left, fearing legal trou¬ 
bles. But the remaining 16 
turned out 150 mats a day 
using material already ini 
stock. 

With the profits from their 
first sales, the 16 ordered new 
material. They also enlisted 
the aid of a nearby mainte¬ 
nance firm to keep their ma-. 
chines running smoothly. 

“And now, a bank has of¬ 
fered us a multi-million-lire 
loan,’’ one of the women said. 
“We have rejected the offer 
for the moment, though, as 
we can still get by on our 
own.” 

The women each take home 
150,000 lire (5240) a month, 
what they got before. 

The women are awaiting a 


court decision on their take¬ 
over later this month. They 
say they are willing to hand 


the factory back to its owners 
if full employment is guaran¬ 
teed.

The provincial government 
is considering lifting rent con¬ 
trols in specific areas of B.C. 
this fall, but Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald won’t say 
where. 

“We have a carefully cho¬ 
sen study team working 
throughout the province now 
gathering data we require be¬ 
fore we bring in new rental 
legislation in the fall,” Mac¬ 
donald said Tuesday. “When 
we get all that data in it may 
well reveal that certain areas 
of the province just don’t peed 
rent controls. If that’s the 
case we may be able to re¬ 
duce our presence.” 

Macdonald said it would be 
impossible to pinpoint areas 
where rent controls may not 
be necessary until the report 
is presented in the first week 
in September, but he hinted 
that the Peace River "could 
be one of the areas.” 

“If we come across areas 
where the vacancy rate is 
fairly high and the landlords 
competitive, then of course 
there really isn’t any need for 
rent euntrols qjnd we can save ,

But vyhile specific areas of 
the province may be freed 
from rent controls, Mac¬ 
donald said the control on 
rents, possibly with a higher 
ceiling, will remain in urban 
areas where housing accom¬ 
modation is in short supply. 

“We still need to protect 
those people who would be 
placed in an intolerable posi¬ 
tion by a shortage of accom¬ 
modation,” he said. "If we 
left them to the mercy of 
some landlords they would be 
exploited tremendously and 
we are not going to allow 
that. 

"Until we have enough 
housing to create vacancy 
rates there will always be 
some form of rent control.” 

Macdonald said the govern¬ 
ment has no intention of mov¬ 
ing into rent controls for com¬ 
mercial buildings despite the 
fact that the provincial study 
team ’bn housing and rents 'Is 
also probing the costs of com¬ 
mercial rentals: 

“The team is collecting in¬ 
formation on all aspects of 
renting," Macdonald said. 
"We want all the information 
we can get on such things as 
operating costs such as heat¬ 
ing, taxes and maintenance. 

We have never had that de¬ 
tailed information before; nei- 


ther, I think, does any other . 
province. 

"When we’ve got it all to¬ 
gether we can bring down our 
new legislation in the fall. And 
we have to do it this fall be¬ 
cause the 10.6-per-cent (annu¬ 
al ceiling on housing rentals 
increases) runs out at the end 
of the year. 

“But it’s highly unlikely 
that we would ever consider 
moving Into control of the 
commercial field.” 

Winspear, Higgins, Steven¬ 
son and Co., chartered ac¬ 
countants, are conducting the 
rental survey for the govern¬ 
ment in Greater Victoria. 

In a letter to commercial 
property owners two weeks 
ago the firm asked for full in¬ 
formation on costs “to assist 
the Rent Review Commission 
in making recommendations 
later this fall to the attorney- 
general on the future of rent 
review.” 

A second letter to compa- 
n i e s leasing commercial 
space states "the purpose of 
this study is to construct rela¬ 
tive price indices to reflect 
operating cost changes for 
rental accommodation.” 

Macdonald said it was pos¬ 
sible that letters had gone to 
sqkne commercial firms be¬ 
cause the study team w'as un¬ 
aware that they were not in l 
the housing business.

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Western Approaches Ltd. of 
Vancouver plans to begin 
broadcasting on Channel 26 as 
this area’s first ultra high fre¬ 
quency television station in 
September 1976, one of its 
principals said Friday. 

Bill Bellman said most pro¬ 
gramming on the new channel 
will be in color with shows 
originating in Canada, the 
U.S., Britain and other coun¬ 
tries. He said the initial bud¬ 
get would be $4.5 million with 
about 50 technical and produc¬ 
tion personnel on staff. 

The station’s signal will also 
be carried on a very high fre¬ 
quency channel via cable, and 
coverage area will include 
Vancouver Island. 

Western Approaches was 
one of three companies that 
applied in April for a licence 
to broadcast on Channel 10 
and were denied use of the 
channel by the Canadian Ra¬ 
dio-Television Commission 
(CRTC). The UHF station 
was awarded to Western Ap¬ 
proaches because it was the 
company’s second choice. i 

All applications for Channel 


10 have been rejected al¬ 
though the channel remains 
available. 

Beiiman said the new sta¬ 
tion would be of high quality 
both in terms of reception and 
content.

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The law still wants 4 Mr . Murdoch

This is written for “Mr. 
Murdoch,” who by now has no 
doubt convinced himself that 
police are no longer looking 
for him. 

It has, after all, been more 
than two years since “Mr. 
Murdoch” telephoned Stanely 
Roy Wallis ai^d made an ap¬ 
pointment to meet with him 
on a little-used, dead-end road 
near Shawnigan Lake the next, 
day. 

Wallis kept that appoint¬ 
ment and, for his pains was 
shot six times in the head 
with a small-calibre gun. 

All that hapi>ened in April 
1973, and ‘.'Mr. Murdoch” — 
whoever he is — has probably 
relaxed by now, convinced 
that no one cares any more. 

“Mr. Murdoch” couldn’t be 
more mistaken. 

In Col wood, at the RCMP’s 
general investigation services’ 
branch. Constable Wayne 
Dew has not forgotten, still 
cares — and is still deter¬ 
mined to find “MP. Murdoch.” 

Dew doesn’t spend all his 
time looking for "Mr. Mur¬ 
doch” any longer, but the 
Wallis murder file in his desk 
is still marked “unsolved.” i 

As long as the file is 
marked that way, the case 
will remain open. 

The file contains notes 
which outline at least this 
much about Wallis and his 
death: 

• On Thursday. April 26, 
1973, Wallis was 42 years old, 
a partner in Evergreen Cot¬ 
tage Builders Ltd., a Van¬ 
couver Island - based firm 
which sold pre-cut houses. 

A former president of the 
Victoria Junior Chamber of 
Commerce (1969-70), he was 
the ideal family man. 

He lived at 511 Whiteside in 
Victoria with his wife, Sylvia, 
and their three children.

of that Thursday, Wallis was 
called at his office by “Mr. 
Murdoch,” who arranged to 
meet the businessman on 
Stebbings Road near Shaw¬ 
nigan Lake at 9 a.m. the next 
day. 

• On Friday, April 27, 
1973, Wallis left his home just 
after 8 a.m., telling his wife 
he was on his way to keep the 
Shawmigan apjxjintment. 

He apparently arrived on 
time for the Stebbings Road 
rendezvous, set for a spot on 
the road where residents fre¬ 
quently practised with their 
mostly-small calibre rifles. 

"He was killed immediately 
after his arrival,” police re¬ 
ports of the day said, "being 
shot six times at close range 
with a small-calibre weapon.” 

• On Sunday. April 29, 
1973, a man walking his dog 
on Stebbings Road spotted 
Wallis’ empty car and report¬ 


ed the vehicle to the Shaw¬ 
nigan Lake detachment of the 
RCMP. 

Two RCMP members re¬ 
turned to the scene with the 
man and they began a search 
for the driver. 

About 40 feet from the car, 
in dense bush, Wallis’ body 
vvus found, partly covered by 
a seat pulled from the nearby 
wreck of another abandoned 
car. 

• In die days that followed. 
Dew became involved in ‘the 
case, as did scores of other 
policemen, detectives and 
b acking dogs. 

The police, talking to Shaw¬ 
nigan Lake residents learned 
that a man driving a white 
Volkswagen (between 1962 
and 19fc7 model) had been 
seen in the area just after 
Wallis had been murdered. 

They think th^ may know 
who was driving that car, but 


have never been able to pin it 
down. 

The case was a difficult 
one. 

Wallis’ murder. Dew says 
today, “had all the designs of 
a gangland killing, though 
there’s np way of knowing for 
sure ... it was certainly well- 
planned and has all the ear¬ 
marks of a professional job.” 

The days became months, 
the months have become 
years. 

The police, Dew says, 
couldn’t zero in on any one 
motive. 

“The only one we could 
eliminate with all certainty 
was robbery,” he says. 

The police are now “active¬ 
ly considering” about four 
motives, one for each of the 
"three or four people or 
groups of people” they believe 
may have been responsible 
for the murder. 


The police have also discov¬ 
ered more about Wallis’ activ¬ 
ities in the final days of his 
life. »» 

There is, for example, the 
high-stakes poker game he 
was in several days before be 
was shot. That game was 
played aboard one of the 
cruise ships which ply Vic¬ 
toria’s Inner Harbor. 

Yet, knowing all they do 
about Wallis, about his as¬ 
sociates, about his activities, 
the police have been unable to 
find “Mr. Murdoch". 

The Wallis murder case, 
Dew says, is "stagnant”, "un¬ 
solved”. 

The lives of the people in¬ 
volved have changed: Sylvia 
Wallis has' re-married, Ever¬ 
green Cottage Builders is no 
more, Dew has moved on to 
other cases. 

But, once in a while, some¬ 
thing comes up to remind

Owner Bill Foster, a Nor¬ 
man, Okla., veterinarian, said 
the filly’s leg 'slufled off’ 
from the ankle from apparent 
widespread infection and loss 
of circulation. 

As slip grew, the impaired 
leg began xroating more prob¬ 
lems. 

Foster was laced with 
“doing something” or putting 
her asleep. He preferred 
keeping her alive, of course, 
because she would make a 
good breeder because of her 
good blood line. 

The filly arrived at Beas- 
ton’s school a week ago and it 


took from mid-afternoon Sun¬ 
day until 4 a.m. Monday to 
fashion the artificial limb. It 
was tilted to the horse under 
anesthetic. 

This is Beaston’s first fibre- 
glass limb but he has cast 
about six other legs in the 
pfcst with plaster material. 

Beaston plans to keep the 
horse ulx>ut three weeks, and 
she’ll require |>eriodic re-fit¬ 
tings as she grows. The filly 
is small for her age and tends 
to stand at a forward slant 
since ^ier good leg had to take 
more weight as she grew. 

Beaston expects she will 
straighten naturally as she 
learns to more evenly distrib¬ 
ute her weight and with the 
assistance of wrappings giv¬ 
ing support to her good left 
l<?g. 

Beaston says he’s doing the 
limb free except for what he’s 
cut for the cost of the fibre- 
glass—about $120.

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BOBBY ORR is not only holding a royal flush, he knows 
that he can decide the si/e of the pot and that he'll be called. 
No one in professional sjxjrt has ever been in a better bar¬ 
gaining position. He is worth as much to the World Hockey 
Association as Pele is worth to the North American Soccer 
League, but Orr has the edge in that the National Hockey 
league simply cannot afford to let him go. no matter the cost 
. . . amf ien’t it a strange world when the WHA club making 
the pitch for Orr is the Minnesota Fighting Saints, who last 
season faced the Joss of their home arena because they 
couldn’t pay the rent. Getting Orr, of course, is a joint WHA 
effort, and it may take a joint NHL effort to keep him. The 
salary* he can command is more than any single club can af¬ 
ford . . . Toronto Maple Leafs aren’t going to seem quite the 
samo now’ that Dave Keon is gone. That he should be cast 
adrift doesn’t, on the surface, seem quite right, but players - 
have won so much at the bargaining table that high-salaried 
veterans who have peaked are often a luxury clubs cannot af¬ 
ford. I know that isn’t going to make hockey-buff Dr. Gordon 
Grant feel any better, but those of us who feel there is still a 
place for sentiment in professional sjjort are going to be con¬ 
tinually reminded we are a vanishing breed . . . copch Don 
Cherry of the Boston Bruins proved that again when he tes¬ 
tified in the Dave Forbes court case that “It has always been 
my philosophy to win at all costs.” Winning is the object of 
;my competition, and worth giving out to get — but the noth- 
ing-else-matters thinking is turning games into combat in¬ 
stead of sport. And jt doesn’t just always apply to the profes¬ 
sionals, either. It can even be noticed in sports programs 
which claim they are fighting juvenile delinquency, and it’s 
harder to accept from the amateurs. The pros, after all, are 
at work, not play . . . and to end what unexpectedly turned 
away from notes, don’t get too excited about having read that 
the Olympic Games deficit will be more than 5200 million.

o serves up truisms 


THE PUBLIC RIGHT TO KNOW, by John Crispo; McGraw- 
Hill Kyerson; 395 pp.; $12.95.

When John Crispo worries, he worries in a big way. 
And guess what? North American society Is sick. 

To save everyone from 395 pages of social sorepicklng, 
let’s spill the cure right now: there should be openness, 
disclosure and accountability by the many institutions that 
impinge on our lives. Do we hear any argument? 

The inspiration for this book may have come frop Hints 
From HeloLse. It is a series of newspaper and magazine arti¬ 
cles glued together with brief transitional passages. Heloise 
may let others do the writing for her. But at least the pieces 
weren’t all published a couple of years ago. 

Dr. John Crispo is a Toronto economist and labor rela¬ 
tions specialist He points, to bureaucracies so vast that the 
nominal managers are only temporary stewards, corruption 
in government and cynicism among the people, corporate chi¬ 
canery, self-serving professions insulated from public control, 
and mass media which aren’t doing the job essential to 
preserve democracy. 

* ★ ★ 

Perhaps because of his frequent work a labor media¬ 
tor, Crispo lets unions off lightly. He aims some scathing 
comments at the complicity of auditors in corporate hanky- 
panky. He is particularly hard on advertising and marketing 
people: “... an especially sordid branch of the business and 
corporate community.” 

He traces most of these ills to the self-interest inherent in 
a free enterprise society. Yet Crispo stubbornly defends free 
enterprise; in no other system is there so much individual 
freedom, he asserts. 


What Crispo wants is reform of the system, not evor- 
throw. More people must get larger pieces of the cake, he 
warns. Yes, yes, yes. 

One realization does emerge from all these truisms. A 
me-first society inexorably spawns power blocs which fight 
single-minded ly for their constituents’ interests. In arguing 
for reform Crispo is to be credited with integrity, since lie 
earns a good part of his inoome mediating confrontations be¬ 
tween these groups. 

★ i ★ ★ 

In our society, surely disclosure and accountability must 
begin with senior government which has the power to regu¬ 
late lesser institutions. But Crispo hasn’t bothered to clip any 
articles on the 1969 report of the federal government’s task 
force on information. 

The first of that report’s 17 recommendations was this: 

“The right of Canadians to full, objective and ttfnedy in¬ 
formation and the obligation of the State to provide such in¬ 
formation about its programs and policies be publicly de¬ 
clared and stand as the foundation for the development of 
new government policies in this field .. 

In 1970 the Liberals adopted the resolution in principle, 
and that was the end of that nonsense. 

Crispo documents how democratic government is fettered 
with obligations to supporting power groups, continually pay¬ 
ing off debts and avoiding giving offence before the next elec¬ 
tion. 

* it ★ ★ 

“Disclosure and exposure and public scrutiny will lead to 
the cessation of many undesirable practices,”! he affirms. As 
to how this might come about, scarcely a clue. 

Mammy Yokum offered as much unarguable wisdom in 
one line: “Love is better than hate, ^ecause it's nicer.”

Bermuda Triangle mystery 
supernatural or nonsense? 


THE BERMUDA TRIANGIJC 
MYSTERY SOLVED, by 
l^awrence David Kusche; 
Fltihenry and Whiteside; 294 
pp.; illustrated; $11.50.

Most people have heard 
about or read about the Ber¬ 
muda Triangle, that area of 
the Atlantic (Kean notorious 
for the inexplicable disap¬ 
pearances of ships and air¬ 
craft — disappearances that 
left no clue as to the cause 
and, in the case of aircraft, no 
sign of wreckage, of bodies or 
even of an oil slick. 

In this book, painstakingly 
and exhaustively researched, 
I>aurence Kusche gives more 
than 50 accounts of mysteri¬ 
ous tragedies, and discusses 
possible explanations. 

★ ★ ★ 

He tells the story, for in¬ 
stance of the five U.S. Navy- 
Avengers which took off from 
Fort Lauderdale base on a 
short routine patrol. 


It was a clear, tranquil day. 
Suddenly and unaccountably 
their flight leader radioed 
that he was “lost” and that 
none of his companions in the 
formation bad any idea of 
their location. 

Shortly afterwards the voice 
signals faded out and none of 
the five aircraft was heard 
from or seen again ... by any 
human, that is. 

The search aircraft that 
was Immediately dispatched 
to search the area where it 
was presumed the flight had 
met disaster reported no 
sighting, and then its signals, 
too, faded, and it' vanished 
like the other five. 

★ ★ ★ 

Then there were the ships, 
found abandoned, like the 
Mary Celeste, as though their 
crews had all simultaneously 
gone mad and jumped over 
the side. 

Was this the work of crea¬ 
tures from outer space? Or 


was it a result of some sort of 
inexplicable aberration in 
time? Was it possible that the 
lost aircraft had flown into a 
fourth dimension from which 
there was no return? 

AH sorts of theories are ad¬ 
vanced but none of them can 
satisfactorily explain all the 
incidents. 

★ * * 

By the time a reader is well 
into the narrative he is likely 
to experience bewilderment if 
not the beginning of liellef 
that there is something super¬ 
natural or at least superhu¬ 
man about these events. 

And then, at the end, 
Kusche spoils it all. By the 
application of logic he ex¬ 
plodes the mystery as some¬ 
thing that has been built on 
the credulity of the public, su¬ 
perstition and the exploitation 
of tragedy by sensation-seek¬ 
ing authors. 

It rather ruins an otherwise 
fascinating tale.

The title of this book is 
rather misleading. It doesn’t 
cover the whole field of an¬ 
tiques ,nor could it in only* 128 
pages, but it does quite 
tlwroughly inform us about 
18th century European porce¬ 
lains; Chinese works of art; 
clocks and watches; boxes; 
Victoriana; samplers 1 ; pipes; 
tabocco jars, and fans. 

The chapter on boxes, to 
take one example, is full of 
fascinating information on the 
subject. 

We 'learn that Louis XIV. 
who never bathed except 
when in the first flush of a 
new love affair, appointed the 
leading French designers to 
make diamond studded dra¬ 
gee (sweetmeat) boxes for 
him. 

Possibly the aniseed dra¬ 
gees made the king less offen¬ 
sive to those who stood close 
to him! 

★ ★ ★ 

It was the social habit of 
taking snuff that led to the 
production of thousands of ex¬ 
quisite boxes in gold, silver 
and enamels. 

“Snuffing soon developed 
into a ceremony, a little per¬ 
formance of producing and 
opening the box, with discreet 
gestures and flourishes, a sub¬ 
tle turning of the wrist, a flut¬ 
tering of fingers. 

“A man’s background and 
upbringing, it was said, were 
laid bare by die apparently 
simple gesture of sniffing ,the 
exotic grains that were im¬ 
ported from the ends of the 
earth — bergamota, jes- 
samina, latakia from Persia, 
masulipatam from the coast 
of Coromandel, and the pun¬ 
gent penalvar from Havana.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The text, throughout An¬ 
tiques is well written, and 
there are almost 200 illustra- 
t ions — of which 85 are in full 
color. This book is excellent 
value at $7.50, and I assume 
that printing in Hong Kong 
has kept the price down. 

Highly recommended. 



Keeping up with Asimov losing battle 

The Good Doctor adds two more 


OF MATTERS GREAT AND SMALL, by 
Isaac Asimov; Doubleday; 223 pp.; $7.95. 

SCIENCE PAST — SCIENCE FUTURE, by 
Isaac AstmW; Doubleday; 346 pp.; $9.95.

Isaac Asimov, as Professor George Gay¬ 
lord Simpson of Harvard once proclaimed, is 
“one of our natural wxmders and national 
resources.” Whenever I see that statement, I 
find myself thinking of Old Faithful — affec¬ 
tionately so, for Asimov has kept faith with 
me over the years. 

★ ★ ★ 

By now I’ve read some 50 volumes of his 
— science and science-fiction, mostly, but 
also books of history, etymology, literary 
criticism, humor, and personal reminiscence. 
All told, they’ve given me a lot of pleasure; 
and taught me a lot, as well. And I’m ccuv 
tinually making plans to catch up on the 
Asimoviana I’ve missed — plans which are 
continually thwarted by Asimov’s incredible 
prolificity. 

Of Matters Great and Small is his 163rd 
book, give or take a couple. Fellow Asimo- 
vians will know what to expect when I add 
that it’s also the 13th collection of the Good 
Doctor’s informal science-essays from “The 
Magazine of Fantasy and Science Fiction.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Like all this series, I rate it average 
Asimov. A 4000-word essay is too constricted 
to offer full play to his distinctive genius for 
making the complex simple and the forbid¬ 
ding fascinating — a powerfully lucid in¬ 
telligence which is at its best dealing with 
outsize topics, the more outsize the better. 
Compared to such monumental works as Asi¬ 
mov’s Guide to Science or Asimov’s Guide to 
the Bible or Asimov's Biographical En¬ 
cyclopedia of Science snd Technology, the 17 
essays here are mere after-dinner conversa¬ 
tion-pieces. 

Still, the Good Doctor 3 !* an absorbing con¬ 
versationalist — and, on occasion, a very 
stimulating one. Several of the pieces liere 
are vintage Asimov, particularly his reflec¬ 
tions on the Energy Crisis, his explanation of 
why life must Inevitably develop on all earth- 


type planets, and his pioneering formulation 
of the Three Law's of Futurics. 


And, of course, the selections are sea¬ 
soned with a liberal sprinkling of what one 
connoisseur has called “delightful Asimovian 
immodesties” — worthy displays of the most 
appealing literary ego since the age of Sa¬ 
muel Johnson. 

As for Science Pant — Science Future, 

my reckoning makes it his Opus Number 166 
— which means that two more volumes must 
have slipped past me somehow, into that 
limbo of the perha ps-never-to-be-eaught-up- 
on. Ah, well : there are 42 more essays hero, 
reprinted from such varied sources as TV 
Guide, Sexology, Seventeen, National Wild¬ 
life, Argosy, and the Boston University Grad¬ 
uate Journal. (“I now infest virtually the en¬ 
tire magazine field.” Asimov asserts im¬ 
modestly.) 

Of the two collections, this one is the 
longer and meatier. Here, for instance, are 
brief but incisive analyses of the ongoing 
technological revolutions of our time, plus 
lucid explanations of transistor's and holo¬ 
graphy, and an illuminating overview of 
Man’s impact onhis environment. 

Not to mention such varied other fare as 
“Food in the Future” and “The Most Potent 
Poison in the World,” “Technology and the 
Riie of Man” and “If I Were to Design a 
Woman,” “Sex in Space” and “How to Write 
160 Books Without Really Trying.” 

Best of all are the four concluding essays, 
which variously demonstrate the inherent un¬ 
desirability of physical immortality, the un¬ 
avoidable consequences of runaway popula¬ 
tion-growth, the dangers inherent in short¬ 
sighted “localism” — and, for good measure, 
a few solidly realistic grounds for maintain¬ 
ing hope for the future. 

★ ★ ★ 

Thank heaven for Isaac Asimov! Not only 
is tie a “natural wonder,” he is also a potent 
and palatable cure for Future Shock, tech¬ 
nophobia, and several endemic varieties of at* 
rophy of the imagination. I can hardly wait 
to catch up on those 100-odd missed vol¬ 
umes ...

As fantastic as science fiction 


New U.S. arms disclosures 
makes hair-raising reading 


THE SUPERWARRIORS: The fantastic 
world of Pentagon superweapons, by James 
W. O'anan; Webrlght and Talley — distrib¬ 
uted in Canada by Musson; 875 pp.

This year, despite all predictions to the 
contrary, the U.S. congress voted the Pen¬ 
tagon all the money it sought for new wea¬ 
ponry. No doubt the need to show the world 
that the US. was not down and out after 
Vietnam was partly responsible. 

* ★ * 

But as you read this hair-raising bode you 
realize that the silent continuing contest be¬ 
tween the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. is the real 
reason for the array of superweapons under 
research and development by the Pentagon 
— weapons that are truly awesome to con¬ 
template. 

It isn’t as though James W. Can an is try¬ 
ing to chill our blood or out-Veme Jules 
Verne. He has covered Washington, and the 
Pentagon in particular, for the past 15 years 
and impresses one as extremely knowledgea¬ 
ble on defense research and development. 
Though he would be the first to admit that lie 
is not privy to all Pentagon secrets, those 
that he reveals in this book are quite enough 
to curl your hair. 

As you make your way through these 
heavily documented pages you sometimes 
wonder whether you are not reading science 
fiction. “Not even Buck Rogers would have 
done some of the things the military is trying 
to achieve,” remarks Canan in one passage. 

it it it 

“In the deep, dark recesses of military 
research in the Rockies and Urals, scientists 
are seeking the ultimate answer, called in 
whispers the G Answer, which would defy 
gravity. The G Answer may be supplied 
sooner than we think ... its embodiment in 
those Unidentified Flying Objects has been 
enough of a cultural shock for the U S.” 

But that lies in the far future. Consider 
the veiy near future. Conceive, if you will, a 
nuclear sub twice the length of a football 
field, displacing 18,700 tons, or five times the 
size of the first nuclear sub. It has a range of 
6,000-7,000 miles and carries missiles that can 
strike into the Soviet heartland without ever 
leaving its U.S. base. But its mission is to 
remain at sea, travelling at underwater 
speeds up to 40 knots. 

This imperial submarine, the Trident, is 


due to enter service in 1979. Right behind It 
will follow Trident n, armed with new super- 
weapons,and designed to work out of remote 
bases like the island of Diego Garcia in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The Soviets, of course, have their own 
supersubs, probably more of them than the 
U.S. does. Canan reflects the anxiety of U.S. 
admirals when he stresses that the Soviets 
are “deadly serious” about seapower. Their 
subs carry long-range missiles and only re¬ 
cently one was observed off Cape Cod and 
Norfolk, Va., the closest a Soviet sub bad 
ever come to U.S. shores 

Land-based missiles, too, are reaching the 
science-fiction stage. New U.S. MIRVs — 
multi-headed warheads — are supposedly ca¬ 
pable of hitting dime-sized targets thousands 
of miles away — or so the designers say. 

★ ★ ★ 

The B-l bombers, replacements for the 
aging B-52s, are able to cany cruise mis¬ 
siles, which have their own guidance systems 
and air-breathing turbofan engines only two 
feet long but packing enough power to carry 
the missile an additional 2,000 miles. Once 
over land they hug lull and dale and come in 
under enemy radar. 

This is a brief sampling of the super- 
sophisticated shape of war outlined in this 
book. Canan makes no bones about it —.at 
the end of the road lie electronic wars with 
unmanned aircraft and missiles used by both 
sides while humans, remote from the combat 
areas, do the button-pressing. 

“Man is removing himself, through his 
development of seeing-eye, surgical-strike, 
multifarious machines, from physical en¬ 
counter, which has made him think twice 
about face-to-face combat.” 

It is a chilling thought At this moment 
the superwarriors are busy with their blue¬ 
prints, scale models and actual prototypes 
producing the kind of fantastic superweapons 
James Canan pictures in these pages. 

★ ★ ★ 

When will it all stop? Not In the foreseea¬ 
ble future — at least not until two grim ques¬ 
tions posed by a senior Pentagon expert are 
answered: “What happens if Russia is first 
to succeed in developing a laser system that 
can knock airplanes out of the sky?” and 
“What would happen if the Russians were 
able to find most of America’s submarines at 
sea?”

Cultural uncertainty 
afflicts all language

G. B. Shaw', a man who knew a confronta¬ 
tion when he saw it, described England and 
the United States as two countries divided by 
a common tongue. As if to illustrate this 
maxim the British magazine Encounter re¬ 
cently published an article titled “Amereng- 
Msh,” by an Australian living in New York. 

A few issues later Encounter ran a sym¬ 
posium in which stem exceptions were taken. 

The tone may be indicated by quoting a 
few opening remarks ^from the historian 
Hugh Brogan. 

Ever since Byron was fascinated by the 
Americanism “I guess” (Mr. Brogan begani 
“the English have been aware that a foreign 
language was current across tiie Atlantic, 
and over Ihe years they have acquired a cei'- 
tain familiarity with it, even a certain relish 
. . Americans are at last acquiring an inter¬ 
est in the opposite phenomenon, an alien 
mother tongue ... But oh dear! they have a 
^ong way to go.” 

The American, Brogan suggested, “hasn’t 
really mastered the tune.” He should read 
his Pygmalion, he should review his Nancy 
Mitford. 

What, had Ian Ball, the author of the origi¬ 
nal arljcle, done to exacerbate Shaw’s civil 
war? Practically nothing. Rather mildly he 
made the usual catalogue of equivalents: 
flat-apartment, plimsolls-sneakers, boot- 
trunk. 

With no evidence of partisanship he ex¬ 
plained that a “bomb” in the London theatre 
means a hit, in the New York theatre, a flop. 
There w'as the usual theorizing (or theoris¬ 
ing) about-ize versus - ise. The dropping of 
“u” in American spelling (harbour, harbor; 
colour, color) got duly noted. 

The novelist Honor Tracy responded by 


declaring her pet peeves, including the suffix 

- wise (as in “probability-wise") and “hope¬ 
fully,” as in: “They told me that lie would 
hopefully come, but regretfully he did not.” 

Others in the symposium detested “vibes’* 
(American) and “quieten” (English). The 
BBC was held to be traitorous for supporting 
a transition from “lorry” to “truck,” if not 
from “tin” to "can.” 

In short, nobody seemed to know quite 
who the enemy was. But certainly it was not 
“Amerenglish” — looked at from either end. 
For the corruption of language, like other 
battles today, can no longer be fought on na¬ 
tionalistic lines. 

Matching every Englisliman now calling 
his “house” a “home” and leaving either or 
both to go to the “movies” there is an equal- 
and-opposite American who shudders at all 
the telling-it-Hke-it-ls and longs for a little el¬ 
egance in his language: a touch of the Man¬ 
darin, 

But if the excitement is not really about 
Amerenglish, perhaps it is not even about 
language Itself. “It’s the things, the mental 
habit*, we slwiild be watching,” the poet-es¬ 
sayist D. J. Enright concluded, “not the 
words themselves.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Whenever we speak clipped nasal slang or 
rolling Churchillian periods breaking clause- 
by-clause like waves on Dover Beach, what 
none of us can stand is the cultural uncer¬ 
tainty, the confusion of intellectual and moral 
tone that seems to afflict all language at the 
moment. 

To be unsure of our language is to be un¬ 
sure of our thoughts and our very convictions 

— and finally, to be unsure of ourselves. The 
true enemy is the Tower of Babel: and, as 
always, Babel is not on somebody else’s ton¬ 
gue but in our head. 
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Old railway track has recreation potential

It’s the hottest 82 miles this 
side of Death Valley.

A quick four-day trip along 
the Canadian National 
railroad line from Victoria to 
Youbou focused on the prat¬ 
falls and promise of a. pro¬ 
posed bicycle track along the 
semi-abandoned rail-bed.

takes place there is little plea¬ 
sure in hiking the route ex¬ 
cept for the last 22 miles from 
Deerholme to Youbou. Along 
the rest of the way the beauty- 
spots are glimpsed only brief¬ 
ly, and generally at thejoot of 
a lengthy downhill scramble 
through brush and gravel. 

But there are possibilities 
for development of the linear 
parkway, both for cycling and 
hiking, and as commuter 
route for cyclists who want to 
get away from hazardous 
downtown streets. 

Initial development in the 
Victoria area could link su¬ 
burban Glen Lake, Metchosin, 
Belmont Park, Colwood and 
Langford with the downtown 
area on a specially graded 
track that irons out the hills 
along the way. 

A spur line could channel 
daily cyclists from the Lake- 
hill district to link up with the 
main line near the Town and 
Country shopping centre. 

The line is already used 
quite heavily in some of the 
areas by pedestrians who 
want to take shortcuts be¬ 
tween points. 

Other parts, where the 
track is not used, are heavily 
overgrown with seven-foot 
broom and alder, so that hik¬ 
ing becomes a fight with the 
brush. 

Worst for brush is ttte 
stretch from Rocky Point 
Road at Metchosin, to Rocky 
Point and along to Matheson 
Lake. 

A heavy rain atYhis point 
can soak the bushes so that 
hikers literally swim through, 
pushing sopping branches out 
of their path. 

Matheson Lake Is almost 
past before there is a chance 
to see the water, although 
there is a trail to the lake 
which would get more use if 
there w^s a sign to direct 
hikers. 

Then the track winds along¬ 
side Sooke basin, but the odd 
glimpse of water is more an¬ 
noying than, tempting since 
there is apparently no access. 

The track crosses Sooke 
Road a mile from Saseenos 
and heads once more into 
dense brush as it angles uphill 
to open up on the hills above 
the Sooke potholes. 

The strenuous scramble 
down to water and back up to 
the track negates the pleasure 
of a cooling dip and the 
chance to take a long drink of 
cool, clean water. 

From the potholes comes 
the longest trudge north to 
I^eechtowm, and on alongside 
.Sooke Lake. 

The lake doubles as Vic-

HOW TO KILL 1IORSK 
RADISH 

(E.M., Sooke) 

Your ^effort to eradicate hor¬ 
seradish by renting a roto- 
tiiler and churning up the plot 
turned out just as I would 
have expected. 

The tillers chopped the 
roots to pieces, and like coudi 
grass, each piece of root 
sprouted into growth, making 
the infestation worse than 
ever. 

Repeated rototilling every 
time it shows signs of regen¬ 
erating will take it out eventu¬ 
ally, or it can be killed with 
chemicals. 

The trick here is to let the 
horseradish leaf put fully, 
then while the leaves are 
quite fresh and young, wet or 
spray them with weedkiller. 

The leaves will absorb the 
poison through their pores, 
taking it into the bloodstream 
and passing it on down to the 
roots, killing them. 

Mind you, horseradish' is a 
tough customer, and a second 
treatment may be necessary 
if any roots survive to sprout 
again. 

Ordinary 2,4-D weedkiller, 
the'kind used for killing dan¬ 
delions in the lawn, is not too

effective against horseradish. 

It is better to use a poison 
ivy killer, a clover and chick- 
weed killer, or a brush killer 
which is used ordinarily 
aginst brambles and similar 
woody plants. 

Two important points to 
note are these: To kill the 
plants permanently, you must 
kill the roots, and the only 
way you can get the weed¬ 
killer into the roots is by way 
of the leaves. 

It doesn’t do any good to 
saturate the soil — it 'is the 
LEAVES which must be wet¬ 
ted, and the more leaf surface 
exposed to the spray, the bet¬ 
ter your chances for a good 
kill. 

I have known gardeners to 
mow down the weeds before 
applying the weedkiller, 
which is completely ineffec¬ 
tive. 

By the same token, do NOT 
mix the spray solution 
stronger than the proportions 
recommended on the label. A 
too-strong solution will kill the 
leaves TOO quickly, before 
they have had time to pass 
the poison on down to the 
roots. 


FALSE CLEMATIS 

(H.W., Victoria) 

The flower and shoot you 
sent me is not a clematis but 
a vine named Cobaea scan- 
dens, often nicknamed Cathe¬ 
dral Bells. \ 

I believe it i^ technically a 
perennial, but vi as it is not 
winter-hardy here, it is com¬ 
monly grown as an annual 
vine from seeds sown in the 
spring. 

It has bell-shaped flowers, 
green inside and purple or vi¬ 
olet outside, blooming from 
July into October. 

The Vines have been known 
to reach 20 feet in height in a 
single season, and the plant is 
singularly free from pests and 
diseases.

HOUSEPLANT SOIL 

(V.McN., Victoria) 

The reason why your pot¬ 
ting soil cakes hard and 
forms a crust on its surface is 
because it has too much clay 
in it. This is a very common 
fault in certain sections of 
Vancouver Island. 

Soil “as is,” right out of the 
garden, is hardly ever satis¬ 
factory for houseplants, and it 
needs the addition of peat 
moss and sometimes coarse 


sand or vermiculite to im¬ 
prove its texture. ^ 

The all-purpose potting soil 
you buy in plastic bags is - 
very good, or if you want to 
mix your own, it is best to 
start with a good loam from 
rotted sods, or woodsy soil 
from under deciduous trees, 
or to|>soil taken from a well- 
1 worked vegetable plot which 
has been given its annual 
dressing of manure for many 
years. 

A potting mixture suitable 
for most houseplants can be 
made by mixing two parts of 
your selected topsoil with one 
part dampened peat moss and 
one part coarse sand. 

The best sand for this pur¬ 
pose is one with rather large 
particles — more like the tex¬ 
ture of granulated sugar than 
fine stuff like salt. 

If you can’t find a really 
coarse grade of clean sand, 
you can substitute vermiculite 
or perlite, or poultry grit 
from a flour and feed store, 
or canary or budgie grit from 
a pet shop. 

A little dried and shredded 
cow manure and a little pow¬ 
dered charcoal can be added 
to advantage to the mixture.

ready to 
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beach closure 
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The people who use Van¬ 
couver Island’s seven-mile 
along the beach, without put- 
lx>ng Beach in Pacific Rim 
National Park are not going to 
let Parks Canada arbitrarily 
ban camping and vehicles 
ting up a bitter fight. 

We found that out when we 
visited and camped on l/mg 
Beach last weekend and 
talked with scores of the 
campers. 

Parks Canada has recently 
suggested Long Beach will l>e 
closed to all vehicular traffic 
and camping and in fact an¬ 
nounced the only reason it 
hasn’t been closed this year is 
because a private camp¬ 
ground, six miles form Long 
Beach and outside the park, 
wasn’t ready at the start of 
the season to handle all the 
campers. 

That 'campground is ready 
now, but the campers are still 
crowding the beach . . . and 
enjoying every minute of 
their stays. 

A survey of public opinion 
is being taken on the beach at 
a small concession store 
operated by John and Joan 
Gerbrandt and family. 

“This decision appears to 
have been made without con¬ 
sulting the public. Public 
opinion could and should be 
the deciding factor and you 
may express your opinion 
here. This list will be present¬ 
ed to Parks Canada officials 
and could well decide the fate 
of Long Beach,” reads a pre¬ 
amble to the survey. 

In just two weeks 726 
campers have signed the sur¬ 
vey and more than 80 per cent 
have plumped for camping 
and vehacies on the beach. 
And their comments are 
rather strong, some suggest¬ 
ing Parks Canada get out. 

'I’he survey offers four 
choices: 

1. Long Beach remain as is 
with vehicles on the beach. 

2. Remove all camping and 
vehicular traffic from the 
beach. 

3. Provide camping areas 
directly l)ehind the beach, but 
keep vehicles out. 

4. Allow only carried-in 
tents to camp on the beach. 

Most signatures have fa¬ 
vored the first alternative to 
leave long Beach as it is. 
Next popular alternative lias 
been number 3. to allow 
camping directly behind the 
beach. 

The other alternatives have 
received only minimal sup¬ 
port. 

Comments from visitors 
from one end of Canada to the 
other and from the United 
States and even Europe have 
been strong. 

“The only reason we came 
was to camp right on the 
t>each. We can camp in the 
bush at home,” wrote J. La- 
marche of Winnipeg. 

“We travelled over 3,000

miles with the beach as the 
main attraction,” wrote John 
Mahoney of Ontario. 

“If you can’t camp on the 
beach, or see the beach, what 
is the point?” asks a Van¬ 
couver visitor. 

“I like driving on the sand,” 
wrote another. 

“Closing the !>each without 
public consent in an intrusion 
upon us.” says another angry 
visitor. 

“The beach is big enough 
for all.” 

“Who is the beach for ... 
the government or the peo¬ 
ple?” 

“There should be one spot 
like this remaining in the 
world.” 

“Parks are, for the people 
and to be used by them.” 

“Most unique campground 
in North America.” 

“It is nice to have a beach 
to camp on.” 

“People come from all over 
Canada to camp on the beach. 
It is the only one in CANA¬ 
DA.” 

“Leave one thing to 
choice.” 

“Too far to walk.” 

“The beach is not being de¬ 
stroyed by campers.” 

“If not able to camp on the 
beach you lose the whole at¬ 
mosphere." 

“Four hours ferry wait to 
sleep in the woods?” 

“Too good to prohibit all 
camping, but camping should 
be behind beach.” 

Those are just some of the 
angry comments as camper 
after camper expressed the 
thought: “Leave it as is. 
Leave it alone.’’ 

A main topic of conversa¬ 
tion along the beach was 
about the proj>osal to ban 
camping and vehicles. 

“We wouldn’t have come if 
we couldn’t camp on the 
beach,” said Mark an Jan 
Neibel of El Toro. California. 
“We like to meet the other 
campers on the beach and we 
like to drive along the 
beach,” they added. 

It was our first visit to Long 
Beach since it has been a na¬ 
tional park, but by no means 
our first visit. 

I have been visiting Long 
Beach since 1947 when I first 
started campaigning for a 
mad from Tofino to Port Al- 
bemi to open up the beach to 
the general public. 

I knew Long Beach in the 
days when we had it all to 
ourselves and I stayed on it 
for weeks at a time . . . 
winter and summer. 


I also visited it immediately 
after the road was opened at 
the start of the 1969s and was 
shocked at what I found . i . 
hundreds of campers with no 
sanitation facilities, cars 
speeding along the beach and 
motorcycles digging doughnut 
circles in the sands. 

I didn’t have the heart to 
visit it ,in the days of the hip¬ 
pie invasion. 

But we were agreeably sur¬ 
prised at what we found last 
weekend, with a few reserva¬ 
tions. 

There were no speeding 
cars churning up and down 
the beach. Traffic is rigidly 
controlled and kept to 20 
miles an hour. Speeders and 
trouble-makers are quickly 
stopped by park beach patrols 
and tickets handed out. 

Camping is controlled and 
'Parks Canada is limiting 
camp vehicles to between 200 
and 250. The beach camping 
areas were being kept clean 
by the campers. 

Camping and vehicle traffic 
is only allowed on the 
northwesterly mile and a half 
end of the beach. There arc 
five and one half miles of 
beach without campers or ve¬ 
hicles, but that mile and a 
half seems enough to satisfy 
those who want to drive on 
the beach. 

Actually we would like to 
see a free jitney bus' service 
established that would carry 
l>each funsters the entire 
length of the beach, picking 
them up and dropping them 
off w herever they wish to 
stop. The beach is far too long 
for weekend vacationers to 
take it all in on foot. 

We would have liked to 
have visited the Green Point 
area we know' so well, but as 
far as we could see the dnly 
access to that area, except a 
long walk along the beach 
(for which we didn’;t' have 
time), is through the 90-unit 
Green Point campground, 
which was full and gated. 

We saw no problems with 
cars or motorbikes on this 
trip, but if there were it would 
be no problem to mark out 
two lanes for travel along the 
top of the beach and keep 
cars to those lanes. 

That would also solve the 
ecological problems of cars 
along the sand, if they do 
exist. There have been fears 
the cars driving along the wet 
sands are harming the razor 
clams and other marine life 
under the sand. 

If cars were kept to above

As nice as the new' private¬ 
ly-owned Pacific Rim Camp¬ 
ground is — six miles fur¬ 
ther along from unique Long 
Beach — I can’t see most peo¬ 
ple who come to Long Beach 
being satisfied with it. Its 
camping spots are away from 
the beach, mostly in separat¬ 
ed wooded parking spots. It 
features lovely nature paths 
to beautiful sandy Cox Bay 
where the surf comes in di¬ 
rectly from the west. There 
are no vehicles on the beach. 

It also has a one-stop ser¬ 
vice centre — store, laundro¬ 
mat, gas, propane, ice, pay 
phone, holding tank dump sta¬ 
tion, but no electric, water or 
sewer hookups this year, al¬ 
though they are coming.' 
Camping rate is $5 a day. 

It is exactly what a lot of 
people will be looking for, but 
it is no substitute for the thrill 
of camping and driving on 
Long Beach. 

Without camping and driv¬ 
ing on Long Beach the attrac¬ 
tion of Pacific Rim National 
Park just won’t exist for 
many people. They simply 
wouldn’t bother visiting the 
west coast park. 

But, once they have had the 
Long Beach experience it is 
my bet a great many of them 
will be satisfied to stay at the 
Pacific Rim Campground on 
their next visit. 

There is room for both. 

At $3 a night to camp on

fine.

HOLLYWOOD — William 
Shatner was talking about his 
new series, Barbary Coast, 
but the conversation so<^n got 
around to that phenomenon of 
the TV world, Star Trek. 

Even though the show’s 
been off the air over five 
years, it has been flourishing 
in reruns. Fan clubs, reminis¬ 
cent of Hollywood’s heyday, 
have sprung up all over the 
country. There has been an 
aura of science-religion sur¬ 
rounding the show. 

Shatner shook his head 
when I asked him about the 
fanaticism that has grown up 
around Star Trek. He guided 
the Enterprise through a ga¬ 
laxy of crises as Commander 
Kirk. 

“I really don’t understand 
it,” he said. 

“I recently attended two of 
the Star Trek conventions in 
New York — they have them 
all over the country’. Chicago, 
Los Angeles and San Diego 
(Calif.). Frankly, it was an 
experience that was perhaps 
unique. 

"I was asked to appear in 
an auditorium of some 8,000 
to 10,000 people, there just be¬ 
cause of Star Trek. They were 
crazed. I don’t know why the 
fanaticism has attached itself 
to the show. You wouldn’t be¬ 
lieve what they have at these 
conventions. 

"Booths are set up all over 
the hotel, selling anything 
that had to do. even remotely, 
with Star Trek, from T-shirts 
to books to rings, you name it. 
They are selling vast quanti¬ 
ties of the stuff. People who 
had no connection with the 
series are making fortunes on 
it. 

"Why this is happening 
defies rational explanation. 

"It could be because these 
fans are dissatisfied with the 
world the way it is and think 
Star Trek had the answers. 
Or it could be that people are 
aficionados of the show, just 
as some are wrapped up in 
stereo equipment. I don’t 
know.” 

Shatner is on firmer ground 
when he’s talking about Bar¬ 
bary Coast. He and Doug 
McClure of The Virginian will 
co-star in their period piece 
set in colorful San Francisco 
during the 1870s. 
v 

He will be playing Jeff 
Cable, an undercover agent 
working for the governor of 
California, using a variety of 
disguises to track down the 
villain. McClure will be Cash 
Conover, the operator of the 
Golden Gate Casino. 

"It will be an action-adven¬ 
ture show, but it will be fun,” 
he explained. "It will be a 
droll, amusing western. By 
the way, we’ll be the only 
western on the air. 

"As such, we’ll be going 
after, the Gunsmoke fans." 

McClure also was present 
during the interview, but he 
let Shatner do most of the 
talking. He did add this com¬ 
ment: "There has always 
been a great market for west¬ 
erns. People look upon them 
as authentic Americana.” 

He should know. For nine 
years he w’as riding the 
range, branding the cattle and 
sleeping under the stars in 
The Virginian. Betore that, he 
was in Overland Trail, an¬ 
other western. In Barbary 
Coast, you’ll be seeing him on 
horseback occasionally, but 
he will be spending most of 
his time riding herd on his ca¬ 
sino employees. 

Both McClure and Shatner 
are well aware of Barbary 
Coast being slotted into the 
new "family hour” time, on 
Mondays at 8 p.m. As such, 
they must steer clear of vio¬ 
lence so the kids can watch 
the show without having 
nightmares. 

So how do you depict the 
raw, rowdy and bawdy Bar¬ 
bary Coast without violence? 
It won’t be easy. Shatner said 
he thinks it can be done. 

"In the pilot, for example, I 
had to get rid of this heavy,” 
he noted. "I shot him with my 
derringer and he fell into a 
> manhole and drifted off to 
sea. .., 

"The next day, after the 
rushes were seen by the pro¬ 
ducer and director, the scene 
was changed. I was able to 
get rid of the heavy without 
violence. T and my partner 
duped him and he fell down 
vthe manhole and into the 
water. It accomplished the 
same thing, it was amusing, 
but it wasn’t violent.”

Settlement deadline set 


Burglars brought own eggs

WASHINGTON - The first 
of more than 130,000 Southeast 
Asian refugees landed on 
American territory April 22, 
and U.S. officials are pushing 
to get all of them who so 
choose settled in cities and 
communities in the 50 states 
by next Dec. 31. * 

“Our hope is that by the 
end of the calendar year ev- 
eryone will be out of the 
camps that, is certainly our 
target," Julia Taft, head of 
the Interagency Task Force 
for Indochina Refugees, said 
in an interview. 

“We do need more spon¬ 
sors. There is no question 
about that. 

“But we do feel that the 
refugees will all be sponsored 
and settled.” 

Asked about speculation 
that the federal government 
may wind up having to set up 
permanent camps or com¬ 
munes for the South Vietnam¬ 
ese and Camobidians now 
being processed at U.S. bases 
here and overseas, Mrs. Taft 
said: 

"We do not expect, camps, 
nor is that our intent." 

More than 42,100 refugees 
already have been processed 
through the four continental 
bases and ^released into the 
United States. They are being 
sponsored by individual citi¬ 
zens or organizations. 

Another 4.185 have left to 
settle in other countries, with 
. more than half (2,467) going 
to Canada. France has ac¬ 
cepted 546. 

The number of Vietnamese 
who wish to be returned to 
their native land now totals | 
2,175, with most of them liv¬ 
ing on a base on Guam. About 
350 are at Camp Pendleton. 
Calif. 

So, that leaves approxi- j 
mately 81,000 refugees still to 
be processed and settled. 

Mrs. Taft, who is a tall, 
strikingly good-looking 
woman of 33, said s]>onsors 
for the larger families and 
those refugees who are highly 
trained and skilled are the 
most difficult to find.. 

(The Lutheran Immigration ! 
and Refugees Service, one of 
nine such organizations the ! 
U.S. government has con¬ 
tracted with to find sponsors, j 
—fct n w ki ng -i»-s p e c ia l e ffort to -i 
place the larger families.) 

Mrs. Taft does not like to 
focus too much on statistics. 

She empahsizes that it is 
more important to find reli¬ 
able and sympathetic spon¬ 
sor^ even if it takes longer to 
do so, than to take chances in 
a desire to clean out the 
camps in the shortest jxjssible 
time. 

"We can't get caught up by 
just looking at the bottom line 
(number sponsored!,” - she 
said. 

At one point, there were 
published reports indicating 
that a considerable number of 


the refugees might be un¬ 
desirables arid even crimi¬ 
nals, Mrs. Taft said this was 
not the case at all. 

v "We have only found a 
small number potentially ex¬ 
cludable under the law," she 
said. 

Col. Jerry Rose, executive 
officer for Mi’s. Taft on loan 
from the staff ol the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, noted that ref¬ 
ugees have settled in each of 
the 50 states. 

He said the fact that 43 
have already settled in Alaska 
debunks the myth that the 
Vietnamese and Camobo- 
dians, because of the climate 
they were used to. would only 
want to settle in Southern Ca¬ 
lifornia, Forida and the South- 
Southwest. 

As a matter of fact, the task 
force has learned that the sin¬ 
gle most important factor, in 
most cases, which determines 
where a Vietnamese father 
and his family will settle is 
the .job. He will go where the 
better job is. Location is sec¬ 
ond priority. Alx>ut 40,000 of 
the 130,000 refugees will need 
jobs. 

Rose said preliminary fig¬ 
ures show- that California 
leads all other states by a 
w ide margin when it comes to 
settlement of refugees. 

As of June 10, some 8,135 
refugees had settled in Cali¬ 
fornia out of an over-all total 
of 25,592. Virginia w'as a dis- 


tanl second, with 1,614, and 
New York third at 1,609. 

Task force officials say the 
nine voluntary organizations 
with whom it has contracts 
for the settlement of the refu¬ 
gees are really just getting up 
a full head of steam. 

The nine have settled more 
than one million refugees in 
the United States since the 
Second World War. Most of 
(hem assisted in the settle¬ 
ment of 660,000 Cubans in the 
last 14 years and 40,000 Hun¬ 
garians who fled their country 
in 1956-57. In addition to the 
Lutheran service mentioned 
above, they are: 

U.S. Catholic Conference 
(the largest and choice of 
more than 60 per cent of the 
Indochina refugees*; Ameri- j 
can Fund fur Czeclx>slovak 
Refugees: Church World Ser¬ 
vices; Tolstoy Foundation. 
Inc.; International Rescue i 
Committee, American Council j 
for Nationalities Service; 
Traveler’s Aid-International 
Social Services; and United 
HIAS Service. 

These agencies have re¬ 
sponsibility for the sponsors. 
They find them, check them 
out and verify them. The U.S. 
government, however, chan¬ 
nels to the agencies all spon¬ 
sor offers which come to it. 
Many offers are directly re¬ 
ceived by the government 
over its toll - free number 
(800-368-11801. 

The agencies who are baid 
$500 by the government for 


each resettled refugee have 
one other responsibility: if 
things go wrong on resettle¬ 
ment, they step in and “pick 
up the pieces," so to speak.

They didn’t bring then- 
own milk, but used a little 
from a container in the refrig¬ 
erator.

But tread carefully. Even 
the most hardboiled appear¬ 
ing creatqres, such as hop¬ 
ping sandfleas and white en¬ 
crusted barancles, need gen¬ 
tle treatment to survive. 

The best way to study a tide 
pool is to lie flat on your 
stomach, a damp business at 
best when the rocks glisten 
with seaweed. 

Take along a face mask, a 
clear glass bowl, or a wooden 
frame fitted out with a piece 
of plastic. Be pateint as you 
look through your viewing 
glass. A pool w'hich at first 
glance appears to hold only 
a mirror image of the sky 
may reveal itself to be a busy 
place filled with a host of 
land-alien animals. Jointed 
creatures. wearing sand- 
colored disguises, run helter- 
skelter on fluttering fringes of 
legs. 

Coolie hat shaped things 
glide smoothly over rocks col¬ 
ored crayon-bright with algae. 
Pugnacious hermit crabs 
trade punches and then re¬ 
treat into their borrowed 
houses. 

A small mirror is invalu¬ 
able for peering into crevices 
and under ledges where shy. 


exotic creatures hang out. 
You may be treated to a 
never-never-land jungle where 
plants appear to be animals 
and animals look like plants, 
where spring blossoming bou¬ 
quets are actually hydroid 
colonies and green flowers be-*, 
come brown bulges when they 
dine. " 

Nothing is w'hat it seems to 
be on the edge of the sea. 

A magnifying lens lets you 
view even more. Specks of 
sarkl reveal themselves to be 
minute snails, and a sea wall 
of sponge turns into a in¬ 
tricate lace curtain. 

Touch, if you like. For who 
can resist closing an anemone 
with a poke of a finger or 
picking up a miniature, leg- 
w'aving crab for closer, inspec¬ 
tion? But let your examina¬ 
tion be brief, and always put 
the animal back where it was 
found. 

To help protect tide pool 
life, it is illegal in many areas 
to collect tidal invertebrates. 
Violaters can expect to be 
fined. 

Some tide pool .enthusiasts 
collect their v specimens with 
underwater cameras. When 
sea creatures are removed 
from the water, it’s immedi¬ 
ately apparent w f hy. Shells 
which gleam with a palette of 


subtle shades when wet turn 
dingy when dry'. 

Colorful creatures become 
drab, collapsed versions of 
themselves when exposed to 
light ahd air. On film, they’re 
preserved in all their natural 
beauty. 

As you scout the tide pools, 
watch where you step. A shift¬ 
ing boulder can crush a 
household of organisms. When 
you pick up a rock to see 
what’s lurking beneath, re¬ 
place it gently. The hidden 
creature below depends on its 
cover for shelter from the sun 
and low-flying, hungry birds. 

For your own safety, never 
turn your back on the sea. 
Tide pool exploring can be so 
engrossing that it’s easy to 
forget the ocean’s relentless 
return. If a sudden surge does 
catch you unaware, cling tight 
as a limpet to a rock and let 
the water wash over you. 
that’s less dangerous than try¬ 
ing to outrun the sea on its 
way to shore. 

The past and the future are 
all there at the ocean’s edge- 
creatures pre-historic and 
creatures Ihought to be evolv¬ 
ing toward the land. And for 
us, the message from the tide 
pools is clear. Come visit, but 
please do not disturb.

never done it and don’t know 
how. Well, let me show you. 
It’s easy and you really can 
save money. 

Buy a fryer. Better yet, 
keep your eyes Open for a sale 
and when the price is right 
buy several.

Now place the tip of the 
knife on what looks like the 
Soinl and disjoint.

But don’t 
panic. Just wiggle the knife 
blade around a little. There’s 
a joint in there somewhere 
and it’s worth your effort to 
find it. 

(2) When you have success¬ 
fully disengaged the wing, 
turn the bird so the leg is on 
the left. Lift the leg with your 
left hand so that the skin on 
the forward side is stretched 
tight. Lift it up and down a 
couple 'of times to get the feel 
of it. Notice, as you are lift¬ 
ing, the spot on the back 
where the thing seems to be 
attached; that’s your next 
target. Make a little cut with 
the tip of your knife to mark 
the spot. 

(3) Holding the leg out from 
the chicken, cut through the

tight skin and on to the joint, 
first on one side of the leg and 
then the other. If you have hit 
the target right, the leg 
should now come off. If it 
doesn’t, just help it along with 
the blade of the knife — it 
will. 

Now that wasn’t so bad, 
was it? You’re doing fine. If 
you ran into a tough joint or 
missed a target, don’t worry 
about it; just turn the bird 
over and try it again, first the 
wing and then the leg. 

(4) If you want the leg and 
thigh separated, do that now 
before we proceed wHth the 
rest of the bird. Lay the leg 


on the cutting board skin side 
down. Hold the leg with the 
left hand and move the thigh 
back and forth with the right. 
You’ll find the joint this way. 
Then slip the knife into the 
joint — there is a space and 
you’ll find it — and cut 
through. 

While you're at it, you 
might as well remove the tips 
of the wnngs. There’s not 
enough meat on them to mess 
with, so cut them off — BUT, 
don’t throw them away. Save 
them for the stock pot. 

Back to the bird! (5) Turn 
what’s left so that it’s lying on 
its back with the breast in 


your left hand. Hold it 
steady with your left hand 
and cut through the skin at 
the rear to the centre of the 
back. . 

(6) Put your kriife down 
and, with your right hand, 
bend the back back until it 
breaks in half. Cut off the bot¬ 
tom half. 

(7) Hold the breast in your 
left hand with the broad end 
on the cutting board and the 
pointed end pointing up. No- 

, tiee tlje white cartilage where 
the wing was removed? Just 
above that cartilage there is 
an open space. Insert the 
knife blade through that open¬ 
ing and out the corresponding 
opening on the other side. 

(8) Now' look on the inside 
of the bird. From where your 
knife blade is — up — there is 
a row of little white dots of 
cartilage w'here the ribs are 
connected to the breast. Lift 
the knife up. cutting through 
each of the little dots. It’s a 
little like the dot drawings 
you did w'hen you were a kid, 
only the dots aren’t num- 
l)ered. Again put down your 


knife and, with your right 
hand, bend back the back 
until it separates from the 
breast. 

Now reach around behind 
you and give yourself a well- 
deserved pat on the back. You 
have cut up a chicken!

Friendly people, the ones you 
hope you’re drinking with, 
will order standards like a 
pint of Watneys or Courage.

Good weather 
major factor 
at regatta 


By MARY JANE CHARTERS 

Since the early 1820s, New¬ 
foundlanders have competed 
in a rowing regatta that’s 
probably the oldest annual 
sports event in North Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The St. John's Regatta, run 
on Quidi Vidi Lake in St. 
John’s, is tentatively sche¬ 
duled each sumraer for the 
first Wednesday of August. 
It’s organized by a committee 
of citizens which decides 
early that morning if the 
weather is suitable. If it is, 
everybody in tow-n gets a holi¬ 
day and races begin at 10 
a.m. 

If it’s too windy, the lake 
too choppy or it’s raining, 
races are postponed a day at 
a time until conditions im¬ 
prove. 

“The Day of the Races” is 
like a huge old-fashioned 
country fair. Parkland around 
the lake is rented to people 
who set up hot dog stands, 
dinner tents, offer pony rides 
to kids, and dare you to bet 
on which way a rabbit will 
run. 

In recent years, beside tra¬ 
ditional games of chance like 
crown and anchor and shoot¬ 
ing galleries, some old-time 
games have been revived — 
climbing a greased pole: if 
you get to the top jou win. 
Also, catching a greased pig. 
■— if you get him, he’s yours. 

Each race is accompanied 
by a brass bard playing The 
Banks of Newfoundland as 
crew's start off. and Gary 
Owen, an Irish drinking song 
also used as General Custer’s 
marching tune, as crews head 
for the finishing line. 

Races are started with the 
firing of a gun, really a min¬ 
iature cannon about a foot in 
length which resembles can¬ 
nons used years ago. 

.Rowers aren’t in training 
for international competition 
and almost anyone can take 
part in specific categories 
which include: amateurs (for 
people who don’t earn a Hvmg 
by physical work), laltoreres, 
jjolice. mercantile (crews 
sponsored J)y companies), city 
districts, women, sporting 
groups and clubs, and chil¬ 
dren (divided iifto.tflfte age 
groups). 


As many as 50 crews com¬ 
pete. Races are run in shells, 
a Newfoundland hybrid of a 
rowing skull. The shell, de¬ 
signed about 1900, has a crew 
of six and a coxswain who 
navigates. Boats are 52 l a feet 
long and w'eigh 427 pounds. 
They look like skulls used in 
Olympic rowing races but 
seats for oarsmen don’t move. 

Judges time the races and 
also note whether shells stay 
in their own lanes. For old 
time’s sake, judges take a 
traditional ride in a Victoria 
— a four-wheeled carriage — 
along the road overlooking 
Quidi Vidi Lake. Before motor 
boats came into use, all judg¬ 
ing was done from this van¬ 
tage point. 

When it’s all over, four 
crews with the best times 
race in the championship, 
usually about 7:30 p.m. and 
the winning crew is awarded 
the Lt .-Governor’s trophy. 
Each member of the winning 
crew’ is presented with an in¬ 
dividual trophy. 

There are also awards for 
winners in all other categories 
and cash bonuses for best 
times. 

Any crew that tops the 1901 
record set by six fishermen 
from Outer Cove, will also re¬ 
ceive gold medals. The 
medals w-ere donated about 
1904 after the current lord 
warden of Scotland attended 
the regatta. He was so 
enthralled with the event, he 
sent the medals to St. John’s 
to be awarded to the first 
crew to beat a time of 19 
minutes, 13 seconds over the 
course of one and two thirds 
miles. So far no crew has 
done it. 

The regatta is the biggest 
public event in St. John’s at¬ 
tracting between 30.000 and 
40.000 people annually. It’s 
suggested tourists book ac¬ 
commodation well in advance.

NEW ORLEANS (CNS)- 
“Everyone in this good city 
enjoys the full right to pursue 
his own inclination in all rea¬ 
sonable and, oftentime, unrea¬ 
sonable ways." 

That was the report of the 
Daily Picayune drca 1851 aqd 
there is really no need to ui>- 
date it, as you’ll discover if 
New Orleans is on a vacation 
itinerary. 

v Step off the plane at 10 a.m. 
and be greeted by a tempera¬ 
ture of 28c. degrees. “Balmy" 
is tiie way a native of this 
semitropical city describes it. 

Somehow the temperature 
along the narrow streets of 
the French Quarter seems 
less of a problem the next day 
because, turning off Bourbon 
Street and onto Iberville you 
come upon a whoosh of cold 
air that leads into Felix’s 
Restaurant and Bar. 

Standing behind a marble 
counter is a man wearing a 
pair of heavy rubber gloves. 
He holds a sharp pointed 
knife in one hand and before 
him are hundreds of plump 
oysters nestled in crushed ice. 
He can open them no faster 
than a barmaid can whisk 
them by the platterful, along 
with the famous Louisiana hot 
sauce and great mugs of icy 
beer, to the impatient custom¬ 
ers. 

For a real feast, you’ll be 
brought a loaf of the warm 
French bread which also 
serves as the container for 
“Po Boy" sandwiches. 

They can contain anything 
from layers of tried oysters, 
catfish, soft-shell crab to 
layers of spicy sausage and 
cheese. 

Half a dozen monumental 
oysters, dredged from Loui¬ 
siana shores, cost $1.10 (they 
used to be 75 cents a few 
years ago) and the enormous 
sandwiches range from $1.25 
to $1.75. 

Of some confusion to west¬ 
erners is what Cajun as com¬ 
pared to Creole cooking might 
be. 

Cajun cookery finds its 
roots in the Bayou country 
west and south of New Or¬ 
leans. Cajuns were the 
French-Canadians who re¬ 
fused to pay allegiance to the 
British cixwn and came down 
from Acadia to find their 
place along the lagoons and 
streams. 

French is still spoken with 
the Quebec accent. Their food 
—crayfish and oysters, mus¬ 
sels. eels and mullels and 
shrimp—is far simpler than 
Creole cookery and is closer 
to the earliest years of Colo¬ 
nial America. 

It was in New Orleans and 
in the great plantation houses 
along River Road that Creole 
cookery found its way to 
fame. "Creole” has French, 
Spanish, Portuguese, even 
I^atin roots and is applied to 
persons of European descent 
bom in the new world. 

in food it can mean the 
wonderfully tpfa j concoctions 
<>! tomatoes, green i>epper, 
onions and garlic liberally 


embellished with different 
seafoods. 

But that is only a hint of the 
lavish menus served by the 
Creoles. 

Even today, it might mean 
a course of sea trout in sauce, 
served with sauteed soft-shell 
crabs and a sprinkling of but¬ 
tered almonds, new potatoes, 
broccoli from farms upriver, 
a palm salad and something 
rich with pecans for dessert. 

Or a Creole menu could be 
as earthy as a hearty gumbo, 
jambalaya or dish of red-kid-.' 
ney beans and rice with 
spiced sausages. The food is 
complex, perhaps best ex¬ 
plained us a French genius for 
flavoring, the Spanish love for 
strong seasoning, the native 
Choctaw Indian knowiedge of 
roots and herbs and the culi¬ 
nary skills of the slaves of 
early settlers. The result is a 
celebration. 

None of the above concerns 
the drinks—Sazeracs and 
Ramos Fizzes to tiame two— 
which have made the city a 
giddy place. Try a Ramos 
Fizz before brunch, a Sazerac 
anytime at all. 

These recipes are from 
Leonard Williams Jr., who 
holds sway over the Begue 
Lounge (named for Mme. 
Begue, who was known as a 
great Creole cook) at the 
Royal Sonesta Hotel on Bour¬ 
bon Street. As for Creole reci¬ 
pes, most of them call for 
amounts of oysters, shrimp, , 
lobster and crab which make 
them too costly for prepara¬ 
tion. , 

SAZERAC 

Pour over three cubes of ice 
in a cocktail shaker: 

One half oz. simple syrup 
1 dash angostura bitters 
1 dash peychaud bitters 
One and one-half ozs. rye 
whisky 

One-tliird oz. brandy 
Shake two dashes pernod or 
herbsaint into glass and roll 
liquor around glass. 

Strain mixture in shaker 
into glass, with or w ithout ice, 
and top with lemon twist. 

RAMOS GIN I%Z 

Pour over three cubes of ice 
in a cocktail shaker: 

One and one-half oz. dry gin 
White of 1 egg 
Juice of one-half lime or 
lemon 

1 dash vanilla extract 

2 dashes orange flower 
water 

One and one-half ozs. sim¬ 
ple syrup 
4 ozs. half-and-half 
Shake well and strain into 
an eight-ounce glass, with or 
w ithout ice. 

Among desserts sampled in 
New Orleans was a simple 
bread pudding doused in an 
excellent whisky sauce. This 
was served at the Bon Ton 


Soak bread in milk; crush 
with hands until well mixed. 
Add egjgs, sugar, vanilla and 
raisins and mix well. Pour 
butter in bottom qf thick pan, 
add pudding, and bake until 
very firm. Let cool: then cube 
pudding and put in dessert 
dish; when ready to serve, 
add sauce and heat under 
broiler.

Already such vegetables as 
cabbage, parsley, cauliflower 
and carrots were becoming 
scarce, in Irish groceries. A 
liead of cauliflower about the 
size of a grapefuit, if avail¬ 
able at all, was selling in 
Dublin for about 66 cents, 
about double the normal 
price. 

Near Dublin, which record¬ 
ed its driest June since 1942, 
one farmer said he had to 
plough back five acres of cab¬ 
bage because it had all with¬ 
ered from the drought. In 
other areas, such "as the mid¬ 
lands and tlie west coast, the 
situation was even worse. 

The meteorological service 
said most of the country had 
less than 30 per cent of nor¬ 
mal rainfall during June and 
in some places it was consid¬ 
erably less than that. 

About the only j>eople who 
weren't rejoicing at the end of 
the drought were the so-called 
'water sheiks,” enterprising 
men who loaded trucks or 
donkey carts with barrels full 
of water from streams and 
rivers and hauled it to 
parched farms. Some of them 
earned as much os $660 in a 
week.

Legislation will be in¬ 
troduced early next year to 
reform cost-sharing with the 
provinces for social services 
and if the economy improves, 
ihc income plan could be “in 
operation within two or three 
yehrs.” 

, Lalonde said that it would 
not lie "a tremendously ex¬ 
pensive operation.” The gov- 
. eminent |K>urs SI billion a 
year into old-age security. 


It is naive to think that pro¬ 
grams such as unemployment 
insurance and the Canada 
Pension Plan would be 
scrapped, he said. They and 
other programs will have to 
be harmonized w-ith the in¬ 
come plan. 

Lalonde also said that limits 
on federal contributions to 
provincial medical care, an¬ 
nounced in the June 23 bud¬ 
get. will not mean any reduc¬ 


tion in the quality of services. 
Ottawa wanted more ef¬ 
ficiency and was considering 
reducing the immigration of 
doctors

More than 70 Indians appeared Saturday in 
provincial courts at Gold River and Squamish, north 
of Vancouver, charged with blocking a public high¬ 
way under the Canada Criminal Code. 


Twenty of these were In¬ 
dians at Gold River arrested 
6:20 a.m. in a surprise man¬ 
oeuvre by 20 RCMP who 
cleared a blockade which had 
been cutting access to the 
local pulp mill and Muchalat 
Inlet wharves. 

Judge Anthony Sarich of ' 
Campbell River released the 
16 men and four women, 
mostly of the Moachat band, 
on condition they did not put 
the blockade up again and ap¬ 
peared in court next Wednes¬ 
day. 

At Squamish, Judge Ian 
Walker released 53 men on 
condition they were in court 
in Pemberton July 23. 

They were charged with ob¬ 
structing a highway near 
Mount Currie about 80 miles 
north of Vancouver. 

Only passive resistance was 
offered by the Indians at both 
blockades, removal of which 
came from separate sorties of 
RCMP less then nine hours 
apart. 

The police were acting 
under orders from Victoria 
where government officials 
appeared satisfied that both 
protests were illegal. 

Of those arrested at God 
River, 10 were retried to be 
local Indians, the remainder 
from other Vancouver Islan 
locations. Mount Currie an as 
far afield as Ashcroft. 

Cpl. Richard Hall, a Camp¬ 
bell River Mountie and one of 
the special squad mustered 
from detachments at Gold 
River, Campbell River. Cour¬ 
tenay and Tofino, said the 
went smoothly.

EVERY ONCE in aw'hile some sanity is 
allowed to grow in Ottawa. And by the very 
nature of the rarity, we become somewhat 
thunders truck, shaken and left wondering 
w hat went right. 

Justice Minister Otto Lang went before a 
gaggle of newsmen and a battery of micro¬ 
phones in Ottawa the other day with the 
breathless announcement that Canadians’ 
chances of being "breathless," will be se¬ 
verely restricted come next year. 

Lang has proposed certain amendments to 
the Criminal Code which will be a new. 
devastating worry to the thinking driver and 
which might bring some of the human 
rightists out of the woodwork with claims of 
infringement. 

THE PROPOSED CHANGES will allow 
policemen to set up their breathalyser equip¬ 
ment near emporiums engaged in the selling 
of booze. In other words, near any pub or bar 
the gendarmes choose. 

And patrons driving away from the gin 
mills will be required to take breath tests 
even if they are not driving erratically or 
otherwise showing signs of impairment. 

I would hazard a guess that the propri¬ 
etors of such businesses will not be all that 
happy with the proposed amendment because 
surely it wall out into their profits to some ex¬ 
tent. The more intelligent of the drinking 
crowd will quickly realize that in most in¬ 
stances. tw'o or three drinks are enough to 
produce a reading in excess of .08. 

AND WITH SUCH A READING, penalties 
will be just as severe as the minimum of two 
weeks behind bars for a second offence and 
of at least three months for three-time losers. 

The only strange part of the wliole new 
approach is that it took anybody in Ottawa so 
long to get around to it. An uneducated guess 
would be that at least 30 per cent of those 
who frequent pubs and bars leave the pre¬ 
mises in absolutely no condition to drive the 
killer automobile. 

It doesn't take a cabinet minister to come 
to the realization that every half-sloshed pa¬ 
tron w’ho steps into a car automatically be¬ 
comes a potential killer. 

THE POLICE will also, in all probability, 
make periodic checks in the vicinity of such 
places as golf courses, family clubs, etc. It is 
no secret the 19th hole at almost any golf . 


club will produce at least a token number of 
drivers who should never be behind the 
wheel of the car. 

Nobody has been able to come up with a 
definitive conclusion on the amount of alcohol 
it takes to produce a reading of .08. There is 
strong evidence to suggest certain body sys¬ 
tems can absorb considerably more than 
others without infringing on the legal level 
for impairment. Maybe in some, two drinks 
of whiskey would do the trick, while others 
may w'ell be able to Consume four or five 
such drinks without hitting the level. 

THE POINT, however, is that nobody re¬ 
ally knows what his or her level is. and thai 
alcohol tolerance can easily change from day 
to day. * 

Otto Lang says that a refusal to take a 
test under the new code will be an offence in 
itself — an admission of guilt, as it were. 

The simple fact that Canadians now shell 
out very close to two billion dollars a year on 
the purchase of all forms of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages should be enough to convince even the 
most rabid of human rightists, that there are 
an awful let of drunks running around in 
cars. 

AND RUNNING into other people in those 
cars and killing and maiming those other 
people at a very alarming rate. Booze is the 
biggest killer on highways — not bad roads, 
poorly lit roads. badly marked roads or just 
plain bad drivers. All these points contribute 
to the yearly carnage, but booze, and make 
no mistake about it, is the daddy of them all. 

Lang has gone the step in the right direc¬ 
tion, but while he made the bullet, it is 
stiU left to the law enforcement agencies to 
fire it. 

ALL THE PROHIBITIVE drinking laws in 
the world aren’t worth the paper they’re 
written on unless the police forces decide to 
use them, to crack down and to get the sots 
from behind the wheels. 

I hope I’m wrong, but I always get the 
feeling such a new law gets strong initial en¬ 
forcement under the glare of the klieg lights 
of publicity, ,only to drop off to a few token 
busts as time goes by. 

Impaired drivers are a worthless lot and 
if you happen to fall into the category, then I 
have no use for you and the vast ma jority of 
Canadians, remember, are on my side, not 
yours.

They 
were joined this week by the 
second largest party, the Pop¬ 
ular Democrats, who also 
walked out of the government. 
The two parties gained more 
than two-thirds of the national 
vote in April 25 elections for a 
Constituent Assembly. 
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The military rulers ap¬ 
peared divided on how to 
react to the Socialist rally. 
First, they said the Commu¬ 
nist checkpoints were "unnec¬ 
essary.” Later elite army 
units joined and then replaced 
the Communist militants. 

Copcon, the national securi¬ 
ty force, made no official 
move to stop the Socialist 
rally. But it warned that it 
could be used as a pretext for 
a rightist coup attempt simi¬ 
lar to the one last September 
that brought the downfall of 
Gen. Antonio de Spinola as 
president. 

Goncalves, who master¬ 
minded the revolution that 
toppled the long-time rightist 
regime more than a year ago. 
is under hdfcvy criticism for 
allowing the Communist party 
and Cunhal undue influence 
over the course of the revolu¬ 
tion. 


Moderates, w'ith Socialist 
backing, in the Revolutionary 
Council were reported con¬ 
tinuing pressure for a change 
of premiers as the only way 
of bringing the Socialists and 
the PPD back into the govern¬ 
ment. 

In Rome, Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Ernest Melo 
Antunes said "there will be no 
turn to dictatorship" and said 
he was hopeful that "after a 
time of clarification” a new' 
government would be formed 
to include a broad range of 
parties.

Marquesas Keys. 

Treasure Salvors claims the 
site is outside Florida’s terri¬ 
torial waters under ruling by 
the .U.S. Supreme Court last 
December.

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Billions riding on Canada’s plane decision 


By STEPHEN SCOTT 

OTTAWA lCP) The gov¬ 
ernment is hearing or n>n- 
sidering proposals for two 
new aircraffc that American 
suppliers say can result in 
hundreds of millions, perhaps 
billions, of dollars for the Ca¬ 
nadian aerospace industry. 

The proposals include long- 
range commitments for assis¬ 
tance to, minority investment 
in and millions in business for 
a restructured Canadian aero¬ 
space industry made up of 
Canadair Ltd., of Montreal 
and de Havilland Aircraft of 
Canada Ltd., of Toronto. 

Proposals revolve around the 
military need for a long range 
patrol aircraft (LRPA) and a 
new fighter plane and the 
need to make^ a decision on 
these this year. 

Depending on who you lis¬ 
ten to, the LRPA could cost 
between $600 million and SI 
billion and the fighter could 
also go to $1 billion or highqr. 

Information made available 
this week shows that Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corp. and The 
Boeing Co. submitted LRPA 
proposals earlier . this year 
that would mean about $500 
million in Canadian industrial 
benefits over aboul six years- 
plus longer term benefits for 
a newly viable and competi¬ 
tive Canadian aero industry 
amounting to more hundreds 
of millions. 

At the same time recurring 
reports from within and out¬ 
side the industry show that 
American suppliers have been 
beating a path to the military 
door here recently with pro¬ 
posals for a new fighter. 

The proposals include even 
more Canadian industrial ben¬ 
efits and investment-invol¬ 
vement in a restructured in¬ 
dustry. ' 

Figures mentioned 1 in con¬ 
nection with the fighter pro- 
|K>sals, while they cannot be 
confirmed, seem staggering. 

Reports say that officials vi¬ 
siting Ottawa of late have 
come from Grumman, seek¬ 
ing to sell the F-14; MacDon- 
nell-Douglas with (the F-15; 
and General Dynamics with 
the F-16. 

General Dynamics and 
MacDonnell-Douglas are re¬ 
ported talking about $6 mil-

lion a plane and Grumman is 
reported higher than that. 
Grumman is said to have pre¬ 
sented proposals for 100-per- 
icent offsel in terms of Canadi¬ 
an purchases of the cost of 
the aircraft. 

MacDonne 11-Douglas, 
operating through its Canadi¬ 
an subsidiary which was one 
of the early losers to provide 
an LRPA, is said to be offer¬ 
ing to take a 45-j>er-cent inter¬ 
est in a restrucfured industry. 

A restructured industry is 
to be the outcome of the fed¬ 
eral acquisition of de Havil¬ 
land last year and its option 
to b.uy Canadair from General 
Dynamics. 

Industry Minister Alastair 
Gillespie has received seven 
bids from Canadian compa¬ 
nies to acquire the two cor¬ 
porations. The federal go¬ 
vernment, which is insisting 
on majority Canadian inter¬ 
est, has until Oct. 15 to exer¬ 
cise its option 1 on Canadair. ft 
has said it does not want to 
operate the industry but has 
given no date when it will 


make decisions on the offers 
of the seven companies. 

Industry sources said this 
week that that complicated 
decision could force a delay in 
the scheduled Aug. 2 decision 
on whether Boeing or Lock¬ 
heed will provide the LRPA. 

The LRPA proposals, re¬ 
ceived last February, now’ 
have passed through most 
stages of consideration and 
are before a cabinet commit¬ 
tee. It is reported that the full 
cabinet may get them next 
week. 

Industry sources say delay 
is possible despite the fact 
that the Boeing and Lockheed 
offers are good only until 
Aug. 2. 

Both Boeing and Lockeed 
have made offers of invest¬ 
ment, technical and manage¬ 
rial help, business in the way 
of aircraft work and sales as¬ 
sistance designed to make 
Canadair-de - Haviland viable 
and competitive and able to 
stand on their own feet with¬ 
out any form of government 
subsidy. 


The government would buy 
18 Lockheed Orions or 16 Boe¬ 
ing 70 LRPAs. This is a re¬ 
duction from an original re¬ 
quirement of 23 and 18. 

Company officials this week 
gave this information about 
their respective offers. 

LOCKHEED: Has offered 
the P-30 Orion anti-submarine 
aircraft “off the shelf” — sub¬ 
stantially in the form now 
used the U.S. Navy—or the 
£-3 LRPA or variations of 
both. 

The LRPA, company of¬ 
ficials say, would have a 
strictly-for-Canada avionics 
package second to none in the 
world. Lockheed has come in 
under the $700 million limit It 
says the government placed 
on it—the P-30 would be sub¬ 
stantially under. 

The company is offering in 
connection with the P-3 LRPA 
$466.2 million, in industrial 
benefits—mostly purchases in 
the Canadian aerospace in¬ 
dustry. It would make a $5 
million minority investment 
in the restructured aerospace

industry and provide support 
on general management, tech- 
hblogy“.'WShWth^ tmd bas¬ 
tions. 

The Canadiun industry 
could participate in develop¬ 
ments in the fields of military 
aircraft transport, commer¬ 
cial and cargo transport, anti¬ 
submarine aircraft, areas in 
which Lockheed foresaw a 
bright future. The Canadian 
industry would benefit to the 
tune of about $300' million to 
$400 million in Ihese areas 
-over a 10-to 15-year period. 

. The $466 million would 
come if proposals for a re¬ 
structured industry were re¬ 
jected, but the LRPA proposal 
accepted. The company was 
j> re pa red for a minority 
investment in the industry, if 
asked, even if the LRPA pro¬ 
posal was rejected. 

Industrial benefits in con¬ 
nection with the P-3C would 
be slightly different. The com¬ 
pany would undertake to use 
its sales experience to help 
sell de Havilland’s DHC-7 — 
the so-called DASH 7 — 
around the world. 

The company has a commit¬ 
ment from Univac that it 
"■quid build a facility in Win¬ 
nipeg, hometown of Defence 
Minister James Richardson, if 
Lockheed get the contract. 
Univac would do some LRPA 
work. 

BOEING: The company ref¬ 
uses to put a price on its offer 
of an LRPA based on its 707 
airirame.

Canadair, $235 million to 
rosier ‘ suppliers and a sales¬ 
man’s job internationally on 
the DASH-7. . 

It says Ihese benefits are 
only the top of the iceberg 
and the dollar value of the 
‘‘work infusion” into Cana- 
tiair would mount over the 
years.

COURTENAY—Included in 
the 180 students now attending 
the Courtenay youth music 
camp as it embarks on its 9th 
year of operation are 24 In¬ 
dian boys and girls from Port 
Simpson, north of Prince Ru¬ 
pert.

Group’s traffic study 
to go before council

COURTENAY - The ball 
would appear to be back in 
Courtenay’s court. 

That was the opinion of 
elected officials who attended 
a meeting with highways de¬ 
partment officials Thursday 
to discuss the proposed sec¬ 
ond crossing of the Courtenay 
River. 

Dale Lapointe, transpor¬ 
tation design engineer, said 15 
various proposals studied by 
the department were consid¬ 
ered along with licence plate 
survey undertaken last sum¬ 
mer. 

“No decisions were reached 
and it is unlikely any decision 
on this matter will be taken 
for sometime.” Lapointe said. 

He said it is obvious that 
the city and regional board 
must consider interim solu¬ 
tion to the traffic problems in 
Courtenay because a new 
bridge, if one is built, is at 
least three years away. 

Lapointe was asked by 
members of the o regional 
board and district councils at¬ 
tending the meeting, to inves¬ 
tigate. two additional propos¬ 
als: A crossing at 21st Street 
and widening of the ajv 
proaches to the existing 
bridge on Fifth Street. 

“Because of the greenbelt 
area the proposal to consider 
a structure at 21st Street 
could fiose some problems 
and I doubt very much that it 
is feasible.” Lapointe said. 


One thing that Lapointe 
does make clear, however: 
There will be no bypass con¬ 
structed. 

“Traffic flow simply does 
not warrant our considering 
constructing a bypass,” he 
said. 

Estimated cost of the pro¬ 
posed low level bridge at 17th 
Street is S3 million, the de¬ 
partment spokesman said. 

At its meeting Monday 
night, city council will be re¬ 
ceiving copies of a public 
transportation system study 
commissioned by the fledgling 
Community Planning Action 
Committee. 

Members of CP AC indicated 
Saturday that (Key will attend 
the meetings as a delegation 
to present the study along 
with a plan designed to im¬ 
prove traffic flow through 
the city. 

The plan, in the form of a

The plan outlined to the 
highways department 
Wednesday and which will be 
presented to council Monday 
is aimed at moving north¬ 
bound Island Highway 
through-traffic along Cliffe 
Ave., down Sixth Street 
(which would become one¬ 
way), along Anderton (which 
would also become a one-way 
street) and across the bridge 
and out of town. 

Southbound traffic would 
cross the bridge and either 
turn right on Anderton or con¬ 
tinue up Fifth Street (which 
would become one-way up the 
hill). Traffic would turn left 
at Cliffe (to be a one-way 
street to Sixth Street) and 
.join the Island Highway to 
continue south, or dissipate 
throughout the city.

The community was fortu¬ 
nate to have extra policeman 
available, Nedzelski said. 
“Potentially violent incidents 
could arise from such an 
unregulated event were avert¬ 
ed,” he said. 

He told the board there 
were no bylaws regulating 
the holding of such events in 
the region. 

“I think it was largely for 
this reason that the festival 
was held here,” he said, in 
recommending that the board 
give earnest consideration to 
parsing ordinances regulating 
such events. 

Randy Fred was the or¬ 
ganizer of the festival, which 
was si>onsored by the West 
Coast Council of Indian Chiefs 
to raise funds for the land 
claims issue. 

He said co-operation with 
the RCMP “was great.” 

No local non-Indian govern¬ 
ments were asked for permis¬ 
sion to hold the festival, Fred 
claimed, because “the Union 
of B.C. Indian Chiefs has de¬ 
clared B.C. as their sovereign 
nation.” 

“Holding of the rock fes¬ 
tival provided the opportunity 
to practice this sovereignty,” 
he said. 

T Abou t 5.000 young people 
were estimated to have at¬ 
tended the festival.

NORTH COWICHAN — A 
moratorium on apartment 
block development has been 
reinstated in this municipal¬ 
ity. 

North Cowichan council 
took this action after its solic¬ 
itor suggested that council 
might amend a contentious 
apartment zoning bylaw to 
conform with its present in¬ 
terpretation. 

Jn early April, North Cow¬ 
ichan Aid. Birgitte Meagher 
asked the municipal affairs 
department to investigate the 
municipality’s apartment zon¬ 
ing bylaws, because she said, 
in several instances the “in¬ 
terpretation” of the bylaws 
had resulted in twice the 
number of apartment units 
being constructed per block 
over what she considered le¬ 
gally allowed. 

Two weeks ago, the provin¬ 
cial department advised the 
North Cowichan council to 
seek legal counsel on the 
question of bylaw interpreta¬ 
tion. 

The department said the ad¬ 
ministration’s interpretation 
of the bylaw was probably in¬ 
correct. resulting in a greater 
density for multi-family 
dwellings. 

Solicitor for the municipal¬ 
ity, Don Orchard, recom¬ 
mended to council this week 
that it amend the specific 
bylaw to conform to the mu¬ 
nicipalities plans. 

A public hearing is required 
on any amendments to zoning 
bylaws under the Municipal 
Act. This has been set for 
August 6 at 1:30 p.m. in the 
municipal council chambers. 

Alderman Ron McKinnon 
introduced the reinstatement 
of the moratorium on all mul¬ 


ti-family dwellings until the 
zoning bylaw amendments 
have been made. 

Until the middle of June, a 
moratorium approved in 


March w-as in effect, but this 
was lifted after a developer of 
a Crofton apartment threat¬ 
ened legal action unless he 
w as issued a building permit. 


Although Aid. Dennis Hogan 
said another moratorium 
suggests council can't handle 
its business, the motion was 
passed.

At 
the gun, the escort boats will 
leave, clearing the way for 
the racers as they swing out 
of the harbor and into the 
open sea of Georgia Strait. 
The escort boats will then 
pidk up their tubs on the out¬ 
side. 

Each tub will be powered 
by not more than a stock aix- 
horsepower motor, and each 
escort boat must be more 
than 16 feet in length. The 
first few finishers in the race 
will be subjected to mechani¬ 
cal examination of tub motors 
before a winner is officially 
declared. 

By 9 a.m., Nanaimo Harbor 
should be filled to capacity 
with bathtubs, escort boats, 
sightseers, RCMP boats, Ca¬ 
nadian Armed Forces repre¬ 
sentatives, who will be aboard 
several boats in the harbor 
and — just about anything 
else that floats. 

The record for the crossing 
is one hour and 49 minutes. It 
was set in 1972 by 14-year-old 
David Lyle of Nanaimo. The 
following year. Jamie Will- 
mott, the bathtub champion of 
Australia, won the race in two 
hours and 53 minutes in rough 
seas, and last year. Nanai¬ 
mo’s Dan Downer made it in 
one hour, 53 minutes. 

Willmott is not in the race 
this year. He is in Europe, 
training for the 1976 summer 
Olympic sailing competitions 
in Montreal. 

But the Australians have 
several entries this year, 
along with others from New 
Zealand, Hawaii, several 
parts of the U.S. and all over 
Canada. 

Following the race, a flying 
display will take place over 
the harbor. Nanaimo Toast¬ 
masters will put on their an¬ 
nual Roman forum in Bowen 
Park, and there will also be 
motorcycle races at Mountain 
Aire Park this afternoon.

Mike Cole¬ 
man. said council wouldn't 
want to grant permission until 
the city engineers have com¬ 
puted needs for the city over 
the next 25 years. 

The city water system now 
supplies 5,000 users in the city 
and 5,000 more in adjoining 
areas, including the district of 
North Cowichan. 

Duncan recently drilled a 
test well onjeased property in 
the North Cowichan munici¬ 
pality near the Cowichan 
River and plans to bring it 
into production.

Southern Island camper traffic up, north shows drop

Camper and mobile-home 
traffic has increased this 
summer on the southern end 
of Vancouver Island but 
owners of campsites and trail¬ 
er parks on the northern j>or- 
tion report some decrease. 

In a Colonist telephone sur¬ 
vey Friday, two ol eight Vic¬ 
toria operators reported a de¬ 
cline in business from last 
year, although some said only 
American traffic was dow n. 

Fort Victoria, Ray’s Lake¬ 
side and Inn-City, reported in¬ 
creases of at least 40 per cent. 
The Fort Victoria spokesman 
said volume was up 20 to 25 


l>er cent in June and 40 j>er 
cent in July. Ray's was up 40 
per cent in June and so far 
this month, with about 90 per 
cent of the business coming 
from the United States for a 
while. 

Operator of the Coldstream 
resort also said there were 
more Alberta visitors this 
year than last. Inn-City said 
its June increase was 40 per 
cent and that the July figure 
was running even higher de¬ 
spite complaints about camp¬ 
site and food prices and about 
difficulty getting off the Is¬ 
land. 

Thetis Lake Campground 
and Trailer Park on the 
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Trans-Canada Highway, 
which reported a 20 per cent, 
rise in June and July, said the 
America!} traffic was as good 
as last year with most of the 
complaints about food prices. 

Sunny Shores Resort and 
Marina on Sooke Road report¬ 
ed a 30 per cent jump this 
July, with a slight increase in 
the June figure from last 
year. There was a noticeable 
decline in U.S. traffic, but the 
B.C. volume increased. The 
only common complaint w'as u 
lack of directional signs in the 
area. 

Kampgrounds of America 
on Ml. Newton Cross Road, 
near Sidney reported a 10 per 


cent increase. There were 
large numbers front Califor¬ 
nia and Alberta, said the 

spokesman. 

Both Centennial Trailer 
Park on Craigflower Road 
and Craigmyle Motel and 
Trailer Park on Beacon Ave¬ 
nue, Sidney, reported declines 
of up to 20 per cent. Centenni¬ 
al said the Alberta traffic was 
predominant and the U.S. 
traffic was down. Most of the 
visitors’ complaints centred 
around the price of food. 
Craigmyle ex|>erienced a rise 
in Ontario visitors but a slight 
drop * hi American tourists, 
w ith general complaints .about 
prices in B.C. 


A random survey north of 
the Malahat produced an even 
result four which showed 
an increase, four which in¬ 
dicated a decrease and one 
which stayed the same. 

Gains were reported by the 
Malahat Tent ^ and Trailer 
Park, Ben’s Marina and Trail¬ 
er Park in Youlx>u, Valley 
View Campsites in Nanaimo 
and Salmon Point Resort in^ 
Oyster Bay. 

Slight increases in U.S. and 
Alberta tourists accounted for 
the Malahat increase while 
Ben’s experienced a drop in 
American traffic and a rise in 
Alberta visitors. 

Tlie operator of Valley View 


said business was up 200 per 
cent from last year (he 
termed 1974 as a “lousy” 
year) with noticeable jumps 
in Ontario and Quebec visitors 
and a decline in the number 
of Americans. 

Salmon Point, a well-knowii 
fishing resort, has a slight in¬ 
crease with about the usual 
percentage of U.S. holidayers, 
about three in four. Most of 
the complaints were about the 
food prices. 

Those with a decline were 
Mountain-Aire Campsites in 
Ladysmith, Zuiderzee Camp¬ 
sites and Trailer Park at Yel¬ 
low Point, Neilsen’s Camp 
Grounds at Nanoose Bay and 


Riverbend Motel and Trailer 
Park in Parksville. 

A spokesman at Mountain- 
Aire blamed the weather for 
the drop in business. While 
Alberta and Ontario visitors 
are more plentiful, the U.S. 
trade is down. When asked if 
campsite prices might have 
something to do with it, she 
asked, “At $3.50 a night?” 

There was another major 
problem at Zuiderzee. Con¬ 
struction of a four-lane high¬ 
way nearby resulted in remo¬ 
val of road signs and an ad¬ 
verse effect at the out-oLthe- 
w - ay resort. The principal 
gripe at the site by visitors 
was the price of groceries. 


Riverbend’s slight decline 
was blamed on a decrease in 
American trade but there was 
a definite increase of Alberta 
and Ontario vehicles. 

Neilsen’s, which reported a 
20 to 25 per cent drop, experi¬ 
enced a big dip in U.S. busi¬ 
ness, especially from Califor¬ 
nia. An increase in Albert u 
visitors failed to offfcet the ab¬ 
sence of Americans at the 
Nanoose Ba/ camp. 

White River Court at Say- 
uard, 43 miles north of Camp¬ 
bell River. reported no 
ebange from last year. Visi¬ 
tors from southern California, 
Texas and Louisiana made 
up most of the business.

The formula appeared Ho be a response to recent moves 
st>earheaded by Canada to establish a hockey version of 
soccer’s World Cup with open competition among such coun¬ 
tries as the Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, Sweden, Finland 
apd the United States. 

Ahearne supports opening the world championships to 
amateurs and professionals alike, thus allowing Canadian,

present the world championships are ponfined to so-called 
amateurs. \ 

Canada has boycotted the world championships since 1969 
on the grounds that its best players are not eligible to com¬ 
pete against the best from the U.S.S.R. and Czechoslovakia.

As she grew*, the impaired 
leg began creating more prob¬ 
lems. 

Foster was faced w'ith 
“doing something” or putting 
her asleep. He preferred 
keeping her alive, of course, 
because she would make a 
good breeder because of her 
good blood line. 

The filly arrived at Beas- 
ton’s school a week ago and it 


took from mid-aftemoon Sun¬ 
day until 4 a.m. Monday to 
fashion the artificial limb. It 
was fitted to the horse under 
anesthetic. 

This is Beaston’s first fibre- 
glass limb but he has cast 
about six other legs in the 
past with plaster material. 

Beaston plans to keep the 
horse about three weeks, and 
she’ll require periodic re-fit¬ 
tings as she grows. The filly 
is small for her age and tends 
to stand at a forward slant 
since her good leg had to take 
more weight as she grew. 

Beaston expects she will 
straighten naturally as she 
learns to more evenly distrib¬ 
ute her weight and with the 
assistance of wrappings giv¬ 
ing support to her good left 
leg. 

Beaston says .he's doing the 
limb free except for what he’s 
cut for the cost of the fibre- 
glass—about $120.

If skies are clear, Victori¬ 
ans can get a look at the lat¬ 
est comet this weekend. 

But the best night for view¬ 
ing the comet should be Mon¬ 
day from 10 p.m. to midnight, 
according to astronomers. 

At that time the Koybaya- 
shi-Berger-Milton cornel, 
named after its three’ discov¬ 
ers, will make its closest ap¬ 
proach to earth some 242 
million miles away — and be 
directly overhead at mid¬ 
night. 

A spokesman at the Domin¬ 
ion Astrophysical Observatory 
in Saanich said the comet 
should be visible tonight and 
Sunday with the aid of binocu¬ 
lars high in the southern sky 
over Port Angeles. 

The observatory is of>en to¬ 
night and the public may 
have a chance to view it from 
9 to 11 p.m. through one of the 
observatory’s telescopes. 


The comet was discovered 
July 12 by three astronomers 
working independently in Ca¬ 
lifornia, Wyoming and Tokyo. 

At that time, the comet had 
only a small tail but this will : 
become larger and glow more 
brightly as the comet ap- j 
proaches the sun and more ; 
icy dust particles are boiled | 
off, astronomers said.

Victoria members of the 
UFAWU will probably offer 
fresh salmon on the same 
basis as it is to be sold by 
Vancouver fishermen. the 
spokesman said. 

In Vancouver, Bruce Yorke. 
who is managing the strike 
plan for the union, said the 
union’s sale of fish will start 
Aug. h 

"We hope to handle 300.000 
pounds of fish during the first 
week,” Yorke told reporters. 

Yorke said the union has 
obtained several plants in the 
Vancouver area where the 
fish will be dressed. 

"What is not sold in Greater 
Vancouver will be transported 
by a fleet of reefer I refriger¬ 
ated i trucks to other outlets 
in British Columbia, the 
Prairies and Eastern Cana¬ 
da," he said. 

Sockeye salmon, dressing at 
six pounds, will sell for J6 a 
fish. Yorke said. 

"The sale will also show the 
public that it is the fishing 
monopolies that are responsi¬ 
ble for the inflation in fish 
prices.” he said, "not the fi¬ 
shermen. tendermen or shore- 
workers.” 

The union represents 7,000 
workers and nef fishermen. 

The fishermen are seeking 
80 cents a |>ound for sockeye 
salmon and have been offered 
52 cents. 

Tendermen want an in¬ 
crease of 530 a day to their 
current $65 daily wage and 
shoneworkers want an in¬ 
crease of $2 an hour on their 
base rate of $4.76.

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Canada Can Never Get Away 
From Uncle Sam

It was reported in the news¬ 
papers the other day that a 1911 
Rudyard Kipling letter had sold at 
auction in Montreal for $700. 

This Kipling letter was addressed to The 
Montreal Star, and was used by Conservatives to 
defeat the Libera] government of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier on the gteat and stormy issue of Canadi¬ 
an reciprocity with the United Stales. 

Ever since Canaria was born, in 1HH7, the 
basic fact of life in this country has l»een, and 
still is, the United States. We can never get 
away from Uncle Sam, despite very costly, 
and often very silly, Ottawa plans for a ser¬ 
rate Canadian identity, culture, economy and 
language. 

We are daily made conscious of the old Cana¬ 
dian saying that when the United States sneezes 
Canada batches pneumonia. 


Canada came into being because it appeared 
the United States would go down the drain in the 
Civil War of the first half of the 1860s. 

The Fathers of Canadian Confederation 
organized the British territories of North 
America, having convinced themselves they 
must be/ready to pick up the American 
pieces, ruined by war, and make them British 
again. 

The United States didn’t fall apart, but con¬ 
tinued to grow in population and wealth and 
power, to the frustration of Canadian politicians, 
who could never understand how the Stars and 
Stripes continued to flourish, in spitb of all odds 
against. 

I always wonder why Canada, only 100 years 
younger than the United States, and larger in 
area, remains 10 times less in population; and 
world influence. 

I wish some Canadian elected representative 
would explain to me why this is so. 

Perhaps the retiring Canadian ambassador 
to the United States, Marcel Cadieux, has done 

so. 

lie gave an interview recently, in which he 
pointed out how Canadian policy can no longer 
always go automatically hand-in-hand with that 
of the United States.' 

After intimating that Canada is on the up- 
and-up, he ended his interview by saying the 
United States: "I think this country is the future 
of the world.”

11 ip governor-general of Canada in 1911 was 
the Earl Grey, who actually ran about the 
country making public speeches against reciproc¬ 
ity, warning Canadians they would rue the day 
they permitted themselves to be totally dominat¬ 
ed by the United States.

Tlje Prime Minister let the governor-general 
dabble in Canadian politics, — something no 
governor-general is supposed to do. 

I w'ould think Lauier was politically afraid of 
any open break with Earl Grey — and Grey took 
every advantage of this fact. 

If Laurier had clipped Grey’s wings, the Con¬ 
servatives would have shouted: “See — that 
Laurier wants to get rid of the governor-general 
— the Royal representative — he wants to turn 
Canada into an American republic.”

King confided to his diary that he didn’t think 
much of the Earl of Athlone and Princess Alice, 
who were at* Government House in Ottaw a in the 
first half of the 1940s. 

He considered them a bit uppity, and he was 
irritaied to find them pilling him in stecond place 
to themselves, before Winston Churchill and 
Franklin Roosevelt at Quebec wartime confer¬ 
ences. 

King also confided to his dliary that he thought 
the monarchy and aristocracy too far above or- 
dainary mortals, far loo much of a privileged 
class. > 


These thoughts occurred to him, he wrote, 
when he was sitting in Westminster Abbey at the 
wedding of Princess Elizabeth and the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

It was Earl Grey, I feel sure, and I think 
King felt so, too, who inspired the Rudyard 
Kipling letter, though I don’t suppose I’ll 
ever know for sure. 

I’m not certain, of course, but I would say the 
Conservatives gave a handsome honorgrium to 
‘the bard of Empire’ for this letter, now worth 
5700, and probably twice that 20 years from now-. 

The letter was first published in The Montreal 
Star and then on Page One of just about every 
Conservative newspaper in Canada. 

Here’s the letter, written from Kipling’s 
home In England: **I do not understand how 
nine million people can enter into such ar¬ 
rangements, as are proposed, with 90 million 
strangers on an open frontier of four thousand 
miles and at the same time preserve their na¬ 
tional identity. 

"Ten to one is too heavy odds. No single 
Canadian would accept such odds in any private 
matter that was vital to him personally as this 
issue is to the nation. 

"It is her own soul that Canada risks today. 
Once that soul is pawned for any consideration 
Canada must inevitably conform to tfie commer¬ 
cial. legal, financial, social and ethical standards 
which w'ill be imposed upon her by the sheer ad¬ 
mitted weight of United States. 

‘ She might, for example, be compelled later 
on to admit reciprocity in the murder rate of the 
United States, which, at present, I believe, is 
something over one hundred ar\d fifty per million

The 1911 Federal election was one of the bit¬ 
terest in Canada’s history. 

The Liberals said reciprocity with the United 
States was necessary for the economic well-being 
of Canada. 

Reciprocity, said the Liberals, did not mean 
political union with the United Stales, because 
Canadians would continue as loyal subjects of the 
British King and Efttpilre. 

The Conservatives said a vote for reciprocity 
would be a stab in the back of the King, a lethal 
blow to the Empire on which, it was said, ihe sun 
never set.

An observer of this 1911 rift between the 
prime minister and the governor-general was 
William Lyon Mackenzie King. 

. I am sure he vowed that if he should ever 
become prime minister he would brook no . inter¬ 
ference from the governor-general. 

King did heroine l\.M, and foil.at |H>liti- 
’ cal outs with Governor-General Lord Byng of 
Vlniy. 

King took his case to the people artd won. 

Therefore he w f as .somewhat suspicious of 
Royal representatives in Canada, and he out¬ 
lawed British royal titles for Canadians. 


Conservative Prime Minister Richard Bed¬ 
ford Bennett, between 1930 and 1935, restored 
titles for Canadians, but, when King got l>aek, in 
1935, he once more outlawed them, and they have 
been outlawed ever since.

"If these proposals had been made a genera¬ 
tion ago, or if the Dominion were today-, poor, 
depressed and without hope, one would perhaps 
understand their being discussed; but Canada is 
none of these things. She is a nation, and, as the 
lives of nations are reckoned, will, ere long, be 
among the great nations. 

“Why, then, when she has made herself what

From these two quiet west coast 
villages Nellie George and Jo 
David came to Seattle to live, 
bringing with them their own form 
of art which has interested and at¬ 
tracted not ably visiting VIPs but 
local residents as well . 

Nellie George, a Makah, comes from Ahou¬ 
sat. She is the cook in the Tillicum Village Indian 
restaurant on Blake Island and she prepares the 
famous style l>arf>ecued salmon using tl*e same 
rc-ceipe her ancestors have used for ages 

She places the salmon on cedar stakes and 
c x>ks it over an open alderwixxt fire and site 
winds up with a truly distinctive dish of seafood. 

Jo David, who was tx>rn in Tirfino. is a 
Nootka. He is noted for his art work with includes 
masks heraldic screens mural paintings and 
25-foot totem poles. In addition to this he was an 
Indian dancer in Tillicum Village for a numt»er of

Tillicum Village has a most appropriate set¬ 
ting. It Is located near the beach in the beautiful 
odmative 473-aore park on Blake Island which 
i» said to be the birthplace of Chief Seattle. 

Although the Indian restaurant is the only 
ma.ior building on Blake Island there are attrac¬ 
tive campsites with lovely marine views offering 
the camper rustic tables, benches and outdoor 
grills. Modern rest rooms are being added 

Tillicum Village opened in 1962 during die 
World's Fair, but my first visit to this, well known 
restaurant w'as last summer. 

I joined a group of about lhO citizens from 
Seattle and its vicinity who had travelled exten¬ 
sively and who were by no means averse to g<*ou 
food and entertainment. 

We took a boat from a downtown pier in Seat¬ 
tle, crossed Puget Sound, and reached our desti¬ 
nation at sunset. 

The serenity of Blake Island with its natural 
forests, its unspoiled beaches its clean air and its 
lack of automobiles and honking horns reminded 
me of little ports of call on Vancouver Island's 
west coast where progress did not proclaim itself 
in a blare of neon signs. And yet the work of man 
was in evidence here.

Fjv^iiLtive little villages near the shore 

Ime totem poles and housefronts in bold colors 
and unique designs stood up in sharp contrast to 
the somber green background of the surrounding 
woods. 

At Blake Island I followed the crowd up die 
dock (also reminiscent of west coast settlements* 
leading up to Tillicum Village and entered a room 
adjoining the restaurant with a feeling of disap¬ 
pointment. 

Although the room was beautiful with large 
windows overlooking the sound nothing inside 
reminded me of the Indian villages 1 had seen 

But I was in for a complete surprise. 

In the dining room when dinner was over and 
when the masked dancers came out onto Che 
dimly lighted stage and when the fire in die 
centre oi the stage smoked and flickered, a 
strange transition took place the stage in front 
of me suddenly became tlie interior of a chief* 
. house in the Indian village of Quatsino and tliene 
I was seated on a bench watching a potlatch a 
relucant and unwilling guest too young and t«» 
well disciplined to protest. 

The recalled scene in Quatsino was far m->re 
dramatic than that in Tillicum Village. 

The room w as dimmer, the fire smokier and 
the dancers more numerous, more colorful and 
more ferocious in their apttea ranee. 

A vivid and terrifying scene for the uniniatei 
such as myself. 

Tlie potlatch was one of the greatest evenu *n 
the Lives Of the Indians and to be invited to after.* 
the festival was indeed an Iwnor 

My father understood this so .>•<,- euue fami¬ 
ly turned out tor the occasion.

There were a great number of guests and 
with the exception of our family all Indians. 

Most of them sat on the hard dirt fkxir which 
was covered with cedar bark mats. We had l»een 
given choice ringsidp bench seats. 

In this shadowy light and eerie atmosphere 
the strange beings with animal like heads did n<*r 
inspire confidence 

When the Hamatsa dancer came close to me

and swooped down as if to bite my arm I was not 
at all sure I would get away from this relebration 
with both arms intact. 

The legend of the Hamatsa as I knew itwas a 
man wtw> starved himself for a number of days in 
the woods and then came directly from the wilds 
into the potlach and broke his fast by eating a 
piece of flesh from the arms of the onlookers. 

There was not the slightest danger of this 
happening buL the weird masks the loud clapping 
the sound erf rattles and the frenzy of the dance it¬ 
self filled me with terror: 

Nor did money bolster my courage. The 
bright new silver quarter, called two bits, given 
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CAMPSITE >t Blake Island >wte Park. 


to me by our generous host the chief was impres¬ 
sive and welcome, but It did not lessen- my fears 
I waited anxiously for the potlatch to finish or'for 
our departure for home. 

As I look back today I can understand why f 
was afraid at the lotlatch. The performance was 
not only a great one. but with fine showmanship 
the performers had created an atmosphere of ex¬ 
citement, of awe and of hair-raising suspense. 

. At the same time they had helped to convey 
this clear message of the presiding chief: I anf a 
powerful man. a man ol great prestige and 
wealth. You have seen the number of blanket* 
and gifts I am able to give away. Lei no ( no un¬ 
derestimate me. For the chief who gave the 
potlatch intended to do more than keep up with 
tiie Joneses, lie intended to surpass thorn. 

This was the other side the Indians its* 
gala side I had not seen. 

★ * ★ 

To me the daily life of the Indians was as n,n- 
ural and commonplace as my own. We knew all 
the adults in the Indian village’by sight, if not by 
name. We were on the friendliest . terms vvi.th' 
them. I do not recall all of them but there are two 
I cle rlv n-mem tier. Mrs Claire and I«ucy Long¬ 
head. 

Mrs. Claire came to our house frequently to 
sell salmon. Mother usually bought one of the fish 
and she always served tea and cake. Mrs. Claire 
would sit on a chair in the kitchen as close to The 
stove as possible and would show her apprecia¬ 
tion irf the foml by refloating over and ever: Ah 
kloshe muckamuck ” 

While Mrs. Claire’s clothing was quite ordi¬ 
nary, often a blouse and skirt given to her by 
mother or one of the neighbors, a lew pieces <f 
her apparel vyere distinctive. 

One item was her hat which was woven of 
f, edar bark and decorated with an attractive 
design in color. The two black elastic bands she 
always wore on her ankles were neither artiste 
nor distinctive, hut perha]*s they took the place <4 
ankle bracelets Whereas her arm bracelets 
handmade of current silver coins and incised \yitt 
figures seen on the totem poles, were master¬ 
pieces ot art 

Lucy Longhead, the second most frequent vis¬ 
itor to our house, was in a class by herself. She 
was known as Lucy Longhead because during her 
infancy her head had been bound causing the 
head to become elongated and the forehead t-. 
slant backward. Lucy was one of the feu ••long¬ 
heads” left in the area as the custom oj head 
bind tv/ had e'lied out la? to re we had reach- i 
Quatsin< . 

My Quatsid" reverie came to an end when 
one of our party asked me a question regarding 
. the Tillicum Village dancers. I focused my atten¬ 
tion on them. Both of the Indian dancers were 
young, attractive, and self assured. With pride 
and with skill they had re-created a portion of the 
social life of their ancestors for our f»enefit and 
enfertainmeni

I found the performance well worth watching 
Perhaps due to my background I appreciated it 
even more than the other members of our party 

As I watched the finishing act ol the success¬

I use this expression with greal respect and 
sincere admiration for Nellie George Jo David 
and all the oi^ginal inhabitants ot che Pacific- 
Northwest coast, who through the art ot carving 
weaving, painting dancing and booking have 
helped keep alive their own culture and colorful 
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Only on rare occasions have I taken a chance on field mushrooms. Last fall I 
took that chance for the last time. With gratitude and appreciation I give credit to 
the staff of the Royal Jubilee Hospital Emergency ward and to those whom they con¬ 
tacted for assistance, in particular Dr, A. F. Szczawinski, curator of the Botany div¬ 
ision of the provincial museum, as well as my husband for transporting me without 
hesitation. It is because of them I am stil I around to tell the tale. 


Mushroom Lovers 

BEWARE! I 




It was a lovely sunny morning 
for so late in fall and my husband 
suggested we take a drive around 
the waterfront before a noon hour 
appointment. 

We went along Beach Drive, past boat 
launching ramps, watched the energetic gather 
and cut heach wood while others collected kelp in 
large plastic bags; then along quiet residential 
streets where there were beautiful homes with 
landscaped lawns and manicured boulevards and 
we marvelled at the rich green of the grass. Just 
when our car gave up the leisurely pace and we 
turned in the direction of our api>ointment I spot¬ 
ted them. 

“Turn around/* I said. “I tldnk I saw 
some mushrooms track there.” 

The street was nafnow so my husband drove 
on a bit. hacked into a driveway and reversed di¬ 
rection. 

He stopped the car and I got out. % 

There they were! Delicate HHle white 
morsels! I picked rtne, broke it, examined it 
smelled as a mushroom should so I gathered 
the larger ones. There were not very many 
but I would he the only one to eat them as my 
husband doesn't care for even the store 
I nought kind. 

Having put a roast in the oven before we left. 
I prepared dinner when we returned home and 
we ate shortly after 1 p.m., so for the evening 
meal we decided on just a snack, something 
tasty: fried tomatoes on toast for my husband 
and the mushrooms which, until that moment I 
had forgotten, for me. 

I washed them, discarding the stems which 
were fibrous, long and thin. There was not much 
after the shrinkage of cooking but they tasted 

delicious. 

I ate with enjoyment and without the appre¬ 
hension formerly experienced when experi¬ 
menting. The time was 5 p.m. 

A few times I have sampled mushrooms that 
popped up in a neighbor’s lawn and more recent¬ 
ly I had pref»ared some from our own yard for a 
visiting relative. The latter specimen didn’t smell 
like mushrooms and I didn’t even like the taste, 
so my brother-in-law ate them all, assuring us 
that he knew a mushroom when he saw one. 

Perhaps because of this I relaxed my 
usual caution, believing I had been |ra*sinc up 
quite a few edible samples. Obviously he 
knew the difference. I didn’t! 

By 8 p.m. I began to perspire to such an ex¬ 
tent I had to change my clothing. No sooner had I 
done so than I was soaked through and this time 
put on my night garments and a quilted robe riven 
sat by a register. I was still perspiring but I was 
cold and getting colder.

My mouth was rapidly filling again *so I re¬ 
traced my steps to the bathroom as quickly as 
possible. When I returned my husband was on 
the telephone so 1 lay on the sofa, feeling as 
though I’d just like to close my eyes and forget 
the whole thing, but my body wouldn’t let me. 
At any rate decisions were suddenly taken out 
of my hands and I was bundled into the car, 
one coat on me and another around my legs. 

"You’re taking me to the hospital?" Silly 
question! 

“Can’t take any chances,” said my husband. 

All the way my mouth kept filling with such 
rapidity and so profusely I opened the window 
to get rid of it only to have it fill again. The 
cold night air rushed into the car. However that 
was not my problem — I was all feeling amt 
that feeing was the cold which was me and not 
external. At the hospital entrance'a nurse was 
waiting with a wheel chair. It was a relief not 
to have fcu decide what to do — leave it to ev¬ 
eryone else — let others take over. 


Immediately there was action. I was 
wheeled into a curtained cubicle, stripped of my 
garments and helped into a hospital gown anil 
onto a table. Then I went into shock. I shivered 
violently; my teeth chattered and my whQle body 
shook. 

The shivering brought on such a tension that 
the muscles of my whole being ached. A heated 
blanket w’as wrapped around me and it felt good. 

A thermometer was placed in my, mouth and 
my teeth rattled against it. 

People in hospital uniforms came and went, 
each doing something to me or for me. I was 
asked numerous questions, my husband says 
about 20 and I couldn’t understand why they were 
so necessary'. I was having enough trouble. Still, I 
answered obligingly. 

Now, I feel that perhaps the questioning was 
kept on at such a rapid pace to be sure .my mind 
was lunnioning and to be aware of any signifi¬ 
cant alteration that might take place. 

The thermometer was taken away with the 
comment from the nurse that she would have to 
try later. The shivering went on and the warm 
blanket had cooled. A container was nearby to 
empty my still filling month. Another nurse in¬ 
serted a second thermometer. 

I was given an injection dnd slowly tlie shi¬ 
vering subsided, but not the cold. Everyone whir? 
came near said 'You’re cold! You’re so cold!” 
An intern stood by me his hands on the edge of 
the treatment table when his finger accidently 
touched my arm. He then grasped it with both 
hands. “You’re cold!” he told me 

I removed the thermometer to empty my 
mouth the nurse retrieved it pulled aside the 
curtain and walked toward the desk “I can’t get 
a reading!” she remarked with surprise 

“I know,’’ said the first, ”1 couldn’t even get 
it up to 35." 

Thirty-five! My mind was functioning all 
right. Then I realized they were on the metric 
system and though I had no idea where that put 
my temperature, as least it wasn’t the way it had 
first sounded. 

The sequence of what followed is con¬ 
fused. I remember doctors and nurses sur¬ 
rounding me, coming and going. I was shown 
a picture of mushrooms and though my 
glasses were at home where I had removed 
them in tin- linthroom I pointed out a speci¬ 
men similar to what I had consumed. 

AH the usual tests were given. A nurse at- 
tonipted to insert an intravenous needle in the 
back on one hand. She tried twice then gave up. 
Anoihor nurse came in and she tried first one 
hand then the other. With a defeated exclamation 
she left and spoke to the first. 

"I couldn’t get it in! The needle went right 
through her vein!” 

•“I know,” said the first, “that’s what hap- 
l>ened to me.” I w as so dehydrated my veins had 
become shrunken and fragile. 

My husband kept popping in and out when he 
got on opportunity but most of the time lie stayed 
out of the way of the efficient staff whose move¬ 
ments were swift and capable. 

A misshapen object was rolled into the cubi¬ 
cle accompanied with an apologetic ' Sorry, I’m 
afraid we re going to have to pump out your 
stomach.” 

I’ve had this done twice before, both times 
following major surgery and by different nieth- 
ods, so was not eager for the unpleasant proce¬ 
dure. I protested weakly. It had been several 
hours since the mushrooms had been eaten; sure¬ 
ly nothing remained of them. 
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DEATH ANGEL: There are no easy ways to identify poisonous mushrooms: but for PANTHER AMANITA there are several clues which, when present, singly or in 
combination, make identification more certain, "If a mushroom displays white warts on a brow'n or tan cap, white gills, a ring or veil on the stem below' die cap, and 
a distinct cup at the base of the stem. IT SIIOCLI) RE AVOIDED. As mature mushrooms, these features are easily seen, but on immature specimens they are often 
hidden," said Dr. Szczawlnski. In the "button" stage, for example, amanitas are enclosed in a white membrane kn *wn as a v^eil w'hich eventually bursts as tlie mush¬ 
room matures. Before tills happens the young stage of any amanita can resemble a popular edible species of the meadow mushroom. A number of people have 
mistaken immature panther agaric for the highly prized meadow mushroom. 


"This is to make sure there is no poison lin¬ 
gering,” I w'^s told. 

I submitted. However, as with the veins in 
my hands, my nose passages seemed to have 
shrunk and would not tolerate the tubing. Both 
nostrils were tried then it was forced through the 
first. My complaints that my left eye was sore, 
my teeth were sore, that the whole left side t of my 
face was sore and getting numb brought more ac¬ 
tivity, aroused more alarm. I felt sure they 
thought this w'as caused by the poison while I 
knew it was the pressure from the tube. 

I was a bundle of discomfort and pain; my 
misery now seemed complete. Someone had 
made off with the container so there was nothing 
in which to spit the gathering saliva. I was hand¬ 
ed a bunch of tissues but spitting into them 
nauseated me. Another receptacle was produced 
and I retched away exhaustedly. At one point 
there came severe pain behind the ears. 

"That’s from the injection of medicine they 
Save you,” I was told. 

Two doctors came and one remarked they 
just had to get that intravenous going. He exam¬ 
ined both hands. "They’ve had it!" he said. 

Meanwhile the other was examining my feet. 
"Here’s one! I’ve found a vein.” The needle w-as 
inserted just below' my ankle and taped securely 
to m> r foot. 

Then my cubicle emptied of ev eryone but me 
and someone with still another machine. She kept 
talking while she attached small objects to me 
I could neither see nor feel them. She sat down 
and began turning dials for the electrocar- 
diagram. With the relative calm, the medicine 
and the exhaustion I must have dozed for a 
moment. When I opened my eyes the machine 
and its oj*erator w'ere disappearing around die. 
curtain. 

My husband came in and held my hand. I 
fielieve it was Dr. MacCagno who stood aei»ss 
ti>»m him and said, "we’re going tp keep mom 
overnight.” 

SonWonc brought a release form and my hus¬ 
band signed it. Weary though I was the thought 
registered that It w’as the first time I didn’t sign 
the form tor myself- But, then, it was the first 
tune I had entered hospital - via Emergency. 

Information kept drifting in and out of my 
Cubicle and from one person to another. Then I 
w as told I would be transported by ambulance to 
the Memorial Pavilion (Veteran’s hospital). On 
me the attendants entered and moved me from 


die table to die stretcher, one taking the I.V. 
plastic bottle off its stand and holding it between 
his teeth. “I watch EMERGENCY a lot,’’ he 
said. 

In the hospital room I was carried to the bed 
and the I.V. erected on the foot board. Again 
there was a flurry of activity with tem[>erature. 
pulse and the inevitable blood pressure which 
reading had been going on intermittently through¬ 
out the three hours in Emergency. When I was 
settled, my husband visited briefly. The time 1.10 
a.m. 

There wasn’t much rest that night. The nau¬ 
sea persisted and in between times my blood 
pressure was being taken. If I did happen to doze 
off there would come a light tap on the shoulder, 
the beam from a flashlight and a low voice: 
"Mrs. Heywood, I just want to take your blood 
pressure.” Each time I’d be thanked as though 
I d done some favor. 

To say: “You’re w-elcome,” didn’t seem a[»- 
propriate. I felt it should be me doing the thank¬ 
ing. 

Tuesday was not good. I was on a clear fluids 
diet and tried sips at eaeh fneal. My insides were 
sore and irritated. At noon a half bowl of broth 
and one teaspoon of jelly w'as too much and I was 
violently ill. 

In the afternoon I was given injections of 
Gravol which though it stopped the nausea, didn't 
stop the ihclinrton. However, it did help me ’to 
sleep And that night I hardly roused for the blood 
pressure readings w'hich continued on schedule. 
Wednesday morning I was much improved and 
a tile to tolerate some liquid. 

There were humorous moments like the time 
a senior nurse poked her head Into the ward and 
asked a younger nurse: "What’s the I.V. doing at 
the foot of the bed?” 

"I don’t know',” said tfie other. "It must have 
been moved.” 

I called out: "Because it’s fastened to my 
foot." This brought a noncommittal "Oh!" 

During the first night w’hen on one occasion I 
was aroused for the blood pressure reading I 
stretched, tensing my muscles and immediately 
got a cramp in my leg. I could feel the knot tight¬ 
en and the pain increase. r • u 

I've got a cramp," I said. 

"Where?”-asked the nurse. 

I showed her and began to rub. 

‘Don’t massage it." she cried in alarm 

‘ I’ll have To get out of bed." I told her. 


“T’hat’s the only w*ay it will go away. I have to 
get my foot on the floor.” 

With that I pulled back the covers and began 
to slide over die edige. Though I w'as very sick, at 
that moment the knotted muscle in the calf of my 
leg had priority. My bed was at the highest levei. 
Orders were for complete bed-rest. I was bedrid¬ 
den and there had bceiUKi idea there would be a 
need for me to leave it. 

But a cramp is a cramp and no way could I 
remain there with the increasing discomfort. Of 
course the leg with the cramp was the one at¬ 
tached to the I.V. and as I gingerly tried to reach 
the floor it became evident the tubing just wasn’t 
long enough. 

"Will you please take the I.V. so I can get 
down?" I begged the.nurse who appeared both 
shocked and bew ildered by my sudden action. 

She was'around the bed in a moment, lifted 
the rod holding the plastic bottle and held it. I 
slid the rest of the way and stood leaning against 
the bed, giddy and trembling. 

"Mrs. Heywood, you’re standing on the floor!" 

I g\anced at the startled nurse. It appeared 
as tliough she w r anted to take hold of me, to sup¬ 
port me, but both of her hands were occupied 
with the I.V. “You’re not supposed to be out of 
bed. Hang on!” 

"It’s O.K. now',” I sighed. "I just had to get 
that foot on the floor.” I crawled into bed and lav 
there exhausted with a w-eird impulse to Stretch 
again, but I resisted the temptation. 

"You can put that back now-,” I said. The 
nurse was still holding the plastic bottle and ap¬ 
peared a bit dazed and not at all sure what had • • 
taken place wasn’t against the rules. She re¬ 
placed the I.V. and rod then proceeded wlfh the 
blood pressure reading. 

Wednesday afternoon the I.V. was removed 
and my supper consisted of solid food. I was no 
longer bedridden but Mill very weak. 

Thursday afternoon I *ent home —. a bit 
slmkey, but muc h wiser. I will always be grateful 
for all the TIXJ, tlie baekrubs and the concern of 
the hospital staff and for the efficiency and com¬ 
passion of the Emergency ward and for the two 
follow-up \ isits by one of the interns.

The number 1 Canadian Nat¬ 
ional Railway passenger tram hur¬ 
tled along the tracks on its way 
westward to Vancouver. It wos- 
Sunday morning, Feb. 6, 1921, and 
for the engineer in charge of CN's 
locomotive No. 5 082, it was neorly 
the end of the run. 

Boston Bar in the Fraser Canyon was his long 
stopover and that’s where he lived with his fami¬ 
ly. He thought of them now his wife, Mary, and 
his four children soon to be five. It had been h 
good run from Kamloops down to ?he Bar. He 
would be home in time for Sunday dinner. 

Then, as the train rounded a bend, he saw 
ahead of them that great rock slide covering the 
whole track- He shouted, slammed on the brakes 
, T und- prayed. There had been no warning. No 
kn«»uledge of what lay around the bend until it 
was almost upon him. 

Two days later. The Doily Colonist primed a 
rather curt little iteni which announced that: 

Engineer Johnson is dead and Fireman Middle- 
ion and Expressman Jack Holmes are injured, as 
a result of die derailment of the engine and 
express car of No. 1 Canadian National Railway 
passenger irain west-bound 150 miles east of Van¬ 
couver on Sunday morning. The train ran into a 
roek slide. Engineer Johnson, who was badly 
si aided, died in- the Kamloops hospital la«t 
n ght.” ¥ * 

That . 

1 i when Engineer Johnson first saw that mas- *

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sive sMde looming ahead of him, he not only ap¬ 
plied the brakes, but he also shouted to his fire¬ 
man to jump fiee. The fireman did, and his lite 
was saved. Engineer Johnson, however, like The 
( apta in of the ship, did not desert bis pc>st. He 
stayed with his train endeavoring to slow .»> 
progress sufficiently to prevent'a major disasiet 
And he was successful in that ordy the engine 
m t i he express car were derailed. The passen¬ 
gers were sale. 

Johnson was still alive and conscious when 
they dug him out of the nibble, though terribly 
burned and in a state of shock. One of those who 
helped to get him out asked him why he hadn't 
jumped along with his'*fireman. "I couldn't dr* 
that.” he whispered. I had more than freight? on 
the train.” 

★ ★ * 

Frederick James Johnson, known to every¬ 
body as Boomer’ because of his ringing voice 
and hearty laugh, was very well known up and 
down the line, and indeed on many sections of ihe 
CN railway. At the time of his death he was engi¬ 
neer on the passenger run between Kamloops and 
Boston Bar, and since the latter place was a long 
stopover, that was where he lived. He knew no 
other way erf life than railroading for he was only 
H years old .when he first joined the company as 
a water boy carrying water for the section gam.:. 

His next job was as a call and messenger 
Ix.y* after which lie worked as a wiper in the 
round house in various parts of the Western Ca¬ 
nadian National system, he became an engineer 
in 1908, aod'iater was transferred from the Win¬ 
nipeg area to Kamloops. When he boame engi¬ 
neer on the CN passenger service from Kamloops 
»«• Boston- Bar in 1917, he moved his family dow n 
ihere so that he would be able to «]>end more 
lime with them. 

At that time, Boston Bar was purely a CN 
slopping place, set up solely for the needs of ihe 
railway, and Mary Johnson was one of only three 
white women there. The Johnson family rirst 


lived in the <ild^original.Cariboo Highway Hotel 
there, though later FWxtmer purchased a four- 
room house from a Mr. Peters. 


TTiis small house wus actuary on the CN 
right of way and as such was certainly not tihe 
Ideal place to bring up a family at small children. 
However. Boomer-was able to lease a lot from 
the CN in line wiih some houses the company wa* 
building, and with the aid of the section men and 
others he moved the house into the position it atiil 
holds to this day. 


Roomer was a great family man, popular ard 
well-liked by everybody. His cheerhil voice and 
1 rooming laugh made everyone feel tihe better for 
having him around, and as one official said of 
him later He w as an outstanding and remark¬ 
able locomotive engineer and railroader. Or«:e 
having met him he w as never forgotten.” 

In such a liny community, Boomer took bus 
place in service. He served on the school board 
which looked ;ifter the tiny school which bis 
children attended, and Mrs. Kilbride, the teacher 
w h»* was in charge at that time recalled that he 
was veryi active. Anything I asked for was 
done," she said later. The wood shed filled wiih 
dry wood, a new flagpole put up, and the 
school « l«x k repaired. Those were just a few o 4 
the things J remember him doing.” 

Boomer's eldest daughter, Bernice, was seven 
years old when her father was killed. I receryfly 
had the privilege of talking with her, and she well 
remembers that awful day when instead of her 
l aug hin g father coming home to dinner, news 
came irwtcnl of the fatal disaster, just 12 moles 
from home. 


She recalls that the railway made every ef¬ 
fort to get her mother to Kamloops in time to see- 
her husband before he died, and she thinks also at 
those three children younger than herself to be 
»ared lv*’- 


Presently, her mother came home again, and 
‘••meixAv life went on in the little house, and dur-

lie kjgfhis life saving his imssengers. 

usually somebody who could play the fiddle, a 
concertina, Jew’s harp or the spoons. In time 
there was also an early radio which was set up in 
the old hotel meeting room. No loudspeakers in 
days, only a few head-phones, and. says 
Bernice, it was considered a great treat to be in¬ 
vited to go and listen even if the entertainment 
seemed to consist mainly of assorted squeaks and 
howls! 

But perhaps radio music, while still very' 
wonderful, was not the most fascinating form of 
music to be heard in Boston Bar in those days. 
Bernice recalls that during frosty winter weather 
it was always a natural thing to go out at night to 
listen to the loud humming from the telegraph 
wires. To her; .there will always be something 
magical in that remembered sound which hung 
over the crisp air like distant music in the bright 
moonlight. 

Children, in those days, were expected to pitch 
in and help. Bernice remembers that in her own 
home each child had its owti set* of chores which 
had to be done at all times w-ith no excuse taken. 

* Her particular set of chores included a good deal 
of scrubbing as well as keeping the pantry clean 
and in order. Dry goods and food came in on 


ing the summer her mother gave birth to Ber¬ 
nice’s youngest sister, Betty. 

Life in the Fraser Canyon around Boston Bar 
was the only fjgrt of life the Johnson children 
knew. They w'ere railroad children and that 
railroad was almost their W'hole life. Quite early 
they were taught how' to w'alk the tracks since it 
was the only road there was in those days. They 
were also taught how* to bend down and listen to 
the rails before crossing any bridge. If a train 
was coming they could hear a humming from the 
rails and this always gave them time to get off to 
one side until the train had passed. 

Walking was nothing to them, and Bernice 
reports that quite -pfterv during summertime they 
would walk from Boston Bar to Hell’s Cate for a 
picnic. Since this was a distance of all of seven 
miles, and since at the end of the picnic, the re¬ 
turn trip had also to be made on foot, those 
children were certainly sturdy and not afraid of a 
little exercise. 

The countryside was full of good things in 
those days. Blueberries, blackberries, huckleber¬ 
ries. w'ild roses and hazelnuts. Every wild fruit 
had its place in the scheme of things, even the fir 
and cedar cones. Bernice remembers that the 
children were paid so much a potato sack for 
these cones which the government used for re¬ 
forestation purposes. 

In wintertime, there w-as sledding on home¬ 
made sleds, and when a child grew- old enough to 
be trusted w'ith it. he or she was allowed to carry 
their own ‘bug’ at night. A ‘bug’. I learn, w-as a 
tin can with a w'ire handle in which a stub of can¬ 
dle was stuck to provide a glimmer of light. 

Someiimeh there were box .socials and square 
dances. No orchestra, of course, but there was

way-freight and had to be ordered well ahead of 
time. Thus, it also fell to Bernice's lot to list the 
contents of the pantry so that her mother had 
something she could refer to when writing out her 
order. 

This Bernice did regularly until came an 
awful day when for some reason she forgot her 
task. Perhaps it was because a Halloween party 
was being held in the school, a party for which aLl 
the children dressed in costume. 

Bernice’s outfit was. she remembers, particu¬ 
larly pretty and all made of crepe paper To her 
great delight she won the first prize, and on top 
of that, she was invited to another Halloween 
party at North Bend which was on the other side 
of the river. This w r as no problem though since a 
family volunteered to take her with them over the 
Fraser by boat. tShe recalls that at that time all 
their mail came from North Bend by boat which 
crossed over three times a week to collect it.) 

However, the great day came and her mother 
firmly announced that she would not be going. 
Why . why? Because, said taer mother, she had 
not cleaned the pnnlry, nor had she made up the 
necessary lists. Bernice begged and pleaded and 
cried. But her mother had spoken. If one did not 
do one’s chores, one did not get treats, and that 
w as that. 

Poor Bernice never did get to her longed-for 
party on die other side of the river. By today’s 
standards it does seem a very harsh punishment. 
However, she was philosophical about it. “It waft' 
my own fault,’’ she says now'. “I didn’t go lie- 
cause I hadn’t done my work. One thing you can 
be sure, of, though, I never again tried to scimp 
on my chores.’’ 

Bernice Cousins has many other memories of 
those early days in the Fraser Canyon. She re¬ 
calls the silk trains, and the Chinese railway 
cooks who always had a snack ready for hungry 
children on their way home from school. She also 
remembers the old farmer named Abury w'ho 


every summer would put out a boiler of fresh- 
cooked corn and a pail of melted butter for the 
children. lit w«as his annual treat fo* them. 

There was no church, but sometimes a visit¬ 
ing parson would come by rail and a service 
would be held, which the Johnson family always 
attended. In times of sickness, there was no nurse 
or doctor but a message would go out on the tele- 
grafh asking for help and a doctor would come, 
by train if there was one, or on-one of the 
s|>eeder-oars. 

Despite the idealic surroundings in which the 
small community of Boston Bar lived, there was 
one occasion, Bernice recalls, when real danger 
threatened. In those days, any alarm was sounded 
by a train whistle being tied down so that it gave 
off a continuous warning blast. 

• When the alarm sounded everybody hastened 
to the station to learn what was wrong. At rtw» 
station that day. they learned that a forest fire 
was imaging, and appeared to be headed straight 
toward the little group of houses. There seemed 
nothing to stop it, but fortunately there was a 
train there, and it remained at the ready with 
steam up to evacuate the peoph? should that be 
necessary. 

Bemice recalls that the next day or two. w as 
a frightening time. AU amund them the air Ik»- 
came hotter than a furnace and they continually 
hosed down their little homes in an effort to save 
them. They could hear the crackling of burning 
wood and the crash of timber as yet another giant 
of the forest was felled. 

Forest animals sped past, all fear of humani¬ 
ty lost in the greater fear of the fire. Then, when 
all hope seemed gone, the wind suddenly and 
inexplicably veered. The raging fire seemed t>*

HAUNTED HOUSE 

. . . of St. Charles Street 


At first glance, the subject of 
this week's tale — the Haunted 
House of St. Charles Street — 
hardly seems the type of tale for a 
golden summer Sunday; far better, 
it would seem, for a cold and windy 
winter's night in front of the fire¬ 
place. Ah well, the realities of 
journalism — and the fact that 
ghosts follow no rules as to work¬ 
ing hours or time of year. 


For it was in the spring of 1924 that the old 
house on St. Charles hit the headlines. Although 
long known as haunted to residents living near 
Ross Bay Cemetery, it was not until half, a centu¬ 
ry ago that the full, blood-chilling stori of the 
house’s unseen occupants came to light. 

For this remarkable glimpse into the nether¬ 
world. jxisterity must thank Mrs. E. E. Sc rase, 
who. about 1909, moved into the gloomy old man¬ 
sion. Reason for Mrs. Scrase’s defying of local 
lore was the fact that, as a widow with three 
young children and a limited budget, she didn't 
have much choice. As she found, upon answering 
a realtor’s ad, she had little competition for 
tenancy, no one else being willing to rent the old 
home. 

For. it seems, to quote the record: “No one 
relished any intimate acquaintance with die 
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spirits which were responsible for the strange 
sounds which pervaded the dwelling “ 

Mrs. Scrase, however, having just arrived 
from the Old Country, was pressed for accommo¬ 
dation for her family: “And so she moved into 
the Haunted House with her children in spite of 
the warnings of those who knew the storie* about 
the place.’’ 

That Mrs. Scrase w'as stout of heart, none can 
deny as, upon her moving in, she found the elec¬ 
tricity had not been turned on and she had but 
the feeble glow of a single candle with which to 
brighten the manor’s cavernous interior. Needless 
to say. “It's flickering did not dissipate the gloom 
from the sparsely furnished rooms . . 

That first night. Mrs. Scrase kept the candle 
for herself, her two sons courageously declaring 
they could do without. When all had settled for the 
night; the boys to sleep soundly, their mother bo 
lie awake, listening to every creak and groan a- 
the house sighed in the w ind. There, in the loneli¬ 
ness of her bedroom, Mrs. Scrase strained to 
every sound, as the house, like some giant, living 
thing, creaked fitfully in its 'sleep. 

Mrs. Scrase was not an impressionable, nor a 
timid woman. Neither Was she a believer in 
haunted houses (although there were to be oc¬ 
casions when she wondered!>. Yet she was some¬ 
thing of a spiritualist, expressing the belief that 
“the dead are ever close.’’ and said that her late 
husband had often sj>okon to her. and she to him 
But. as for ghosts, she was confident dial, having 
never wronged anyone In her life, there was abso¬ 
lutely no reason in this world or any other for 
spirits to “torment her with their pranks." 

In short, Mrs. Scrase was both practical atvl 
determined, years after, she admitted that, more 
than once, both her beliefs and her courage had 
been shaken by the strange goings-on in the dark 
old manor. 

Worst of the haunted house’s unnerving man¬ 
ifestations were the footsteps on the stairs in the 
night. “Clump, clump, dump —“ came the men 
•tired tread as someone, or something, climbed 
the stairs. 

Then, after a pause, the invisible guest w r ould 
clump his way down again, when a persistent 
creaking (for the house was never stilU once 
more reigned. 

Next most nervewracking phenomenon was 
the d >orbell which rang night and day when no 
one was near it. This, despite the fact that the 
bell was out of order to the human touch. When 
Mrs. Scrase or anyone else pressed the button it 
refused to work. Yet, again and again, at all 
h<mrs. the doorbell would ring, when, summoning 
up her courage. Mrs. Scrase would make a dash 
for the door and pull it o|>en. But there never w'as 
a soul to be seen. 

Third on the list of nightmarish sound effects 
was the strange tapping noise which seemed to 
rome. at different times, from various parts of 
the house. As a romantic newsman speculated: 

‘ It might have been a prisoner in some part of 
the house, signalling for aid. It might have been a 
spirit knocking for admittance, or some ghostly 
signal to the shades that inhabited the place." 

Overshadowing all of these Was the constant 
creaking which took pluee as the Haunted House 
«*eem7qt-to protest Mrs. 8 cruse’s presence. By day 
and hy night, a steady symphony of gronns as¬ 
sailed Mrs. He rasa’s eardrums. 

Although., under normal circumstances, one 
can get used to aim >st anything, due to the eerie 
overtones of the other happenings. Mrs. Scrase 
was never able to quite seal her senses to thi- 
grim orchestra. 

Fortunately, as must be apparent by now. 
Mrs. Scrase was a lady of courage. For all of 
those maddening, lonely nights when the Haunted 
House went bump in the night, when her invisible 
tenant restlessly paced the stairway,~Shd when 
the doorbell shrilled to the touch of an anonymous 
hand, she maintained her poise and her belief 
that — somewhere, somehow' there must tie » 
logical explanation to it all. She had never given

any ghost reason to torment her; therefore, "her 
H*ooky companions msut have feet of clay. 
1'eriod. t - 

Waiting her ordeal all the more utmening 
was the faet her neighbors never missed an op¬ 
portunity to regale her with tale* of the ho*M*’« 
dark past. They constantly referred to it, against 
her protests, as the Haunted House. au«l drew her 
attention to the faet that her neighbor’s dog 
r< fused to set foot in the place. 

It remained for the widow’s postman to 
whom she gave regular reports on the pre\ lows 
night’s happenings — to confirm her wavering 
faith in the third dimension. More than once, this 
onsung hero at the mails had heard the bell ring¬ 
ing, although he himself, aware that it did not 
work when the button was pressed, had not 
touched it. Eventually he drew the conclusion 
ihere must be a short circuit in the wiring. Some¬ 
how, he explained, the wires had become frayed 
or severed. Every so often the wind would c ause 
. them to touch momentarily restoring contact, 
when the bell would ring. 

Although not convinced, Mrs. Sc rase thought 
it worth having an electrician in to insect the 
wiring, when — lo! and behold that artisan 
’ found the postman’s theory to be fact. Minutes 
later, he had repaired the wires and the mystery 
of the doorbell was solved. Never again did it 
ring to the invisible band of unearthly callers in 
the night. 

But if this explained the doorliell. what of the 
J«»>1steps cn the stairs, ihe tailing in the walls,„ 
ant! such? 

Next to fall victim to reality was the tapping. 
While in a room one day, Mrs. Scrase heard the 
persistent tap-tapping for the thousandth time. 
Put, on this historic occasion, it seemed to l>e 
nearer. Always, it had seemed to come from deep 
within the walls, or from upstairs. By the time 
che reached the suspected location, the tapping 
would have stopped and left her as puzzled as 
ever. 

This day, she hurried to a window and threw 
it open. looking out, she saw a \voml|>ecker indus¬ 
triously pecking at the house’s stucco finish.

North Bay area of Ontario. Derrie's 
father, Clyde, married an English 
girl anl they had nine children. Mr. 
Carter of Sidney being the eldest. 

His parents homesteaded up die 
Stave River at Stave Falls. B.C. and 
the country", in those days, was 
practically jungle. They built a log 
house and Derrie’s father and uncles 
began logging cedar with oxen. 

In 1904 work began on the dam at 
Stave Falls and all of tire family old 
enough worked on the project for 
Stave Lake Power, now, of course 
B.C. Hydro. 

His father was timekeeper and 
paymaster and young Derrie. at 17, 
worked as chef for the crew and 
later in the company sawmill wliere 
all the material used in the dam was 
cut. Before long he became bridge 
foreman for the railroad which ran 
from Stave Falls to Ruskin, connect¬ 
ing with the OPR. the shortest char¬ 
tered railroad in Canada. 

★ ★ * 

In 1908 Derrie started as an ap¬ 
prentice in the Wallace shipyards in 
False Creek, Vancouver, B.C. He 
leceived the munificent sum of eight 
cents an hour and for this salary he 
wv>rked for two years. He quit when 
he was refused a raise and went into 
the construction business in Van¬ 
couver. specializing in roofing. He 
stlove always to make attractive 
buildings, he recalls, and on one 
house he even made an imitation 
thatch using wood shingles. 

He * was. he chuckles, somethin* 
* of ;in artist in shingles, and in his 
yard today he has a unique shingle 
horse for making split cedar tapered 
shakes. This is a replica of a pioneer 
shingle “horse which he saw at Stave 
F ills when lie was 10 years old. 

Carter married in 19t2fi. gave up 
shingling and' l>f*gan building booK 
in his basement. He had already 
built one boat, an 18-foot dory in

the Forest 

By Arthur H. L. Ives 


On March 8, 1900, those men hold 
a meeting in the Rahway Room in 
the House of Commons. As a result, 
the Canadian Forestry Association 
was formed to promote the w ise use 
of our forests as well as to foster 
public recognition of the tremendous 
imjvortance of our forest resources. 

The members, many of them i^ 
prominent positions, came from gov¬ 
ernment, industry, business and pri¬ 
vate life, representing different and 
sometimes conflicting interests. Alt 
were united in foreseeing the serious 
consequences, both economic and 
ecological, if something were not 
done. 

Getting down to business, they 
started two periodicals called Wood¬ 
land World and Forest and Out¬ 
doors. Many other panfphlets, films, 
lectures and education programs 
were also started. In addition, 
two railway cars were fitted out 
which travelled'-across the country 
to promote the replenishment of our 
forests by tree planting. 

The British Columbia branch of 
the Association wap not formed until 
1925 to carry on the work locally. Its 
memlvership today is composed of 
people w ith widely varing interests

19f>6. at Alert Bay, where his father 
had gone as trades instructor for the 
Indian Industrial School. 

It was much later that he built, a 
12-fOot clinker and he sold it for 
enough to buy material to build two 
more. He used to build an eight foot 
clinker dingy, unpainted, for $26. 

Eventually he started a shop of 
his own in Vancouver and built 
boats up to 34 feet in length. It was 
all handwork, he had no power 
equipment of any kind. 

In 1929 came the Depression, he 
was injured in a car accident, there 
was no money for rent and no work, 
so he let the business go and so, 43 
years ago, he moved to Deep Cove, 
Vancouver Island, where he built 
small Ivonts and rertted them to 
sports fishermen. He remembers 
walking the seven dusty miles to 
Sidney for his mail. 

* ★ ★ 

The following 11 years were spent 
at Pender harbor, mostly repairing 
fish boats, ttigs, and hospital boats 
and here he built also quite a few 
West Coast trollers. There -were, he 
says, too many boats In trouble and 
no help to be hftd so he sold out. He 
had never allowed smoking in his 
workshop and he had signs saying 
so both in English ami Norwegian. 
ITte new owner did, and he burnt 
the place down in two years. 

Moving to Maple Ridge, he built 
boats and van bodies for trucks for 
trans-Canada haulingr He became 
subject to bronchitis and he discov¬ 
ered that wherever arbutus grew he 
recovered from the illness so he 
next moved to Pilot Bay on Gabriola 
Island and here he again built boats. 
Again he moved, this time to Lady¬ 
smith where he bought the old Dick 
Ivy farm at the mouth of Bush 
Creek - he believes that Ivy Green 
Pork was named after Ivy. 

He now had three acres of day, 
no arbutus, so his next move was to 
Port Coquitlam where he says he 
fought city haM for three-and-a-half 
months for permission to have a 
small hobby craft business, but to 
no avail, so book he went to Maple 


five federal and prov incial govern¬ 
ments, the forest service, recreation 
and conservation, fish and wildlife, 
Indian affairs, the forest industry, 
foresters, grazing, private recrea¬ 
tion clubs. financiers, lawyers, 
radio, universities and many private 
citizens. 

In 1929 history was made when a 
few boys living at Snug Cove on 
Bowen Island got together with the 
local forest ranger and formed a 
club. A good news story broke soon 
afjer when these boys discovered a 
forest fire and put it out. 

Immediately boys from all over 
five province wanted to form similar 
clubs. So the Junior Fire Rangers 
were-formed atoi soon more than 300 
boys were appointed as fire preven¬ 
tion officers to spread information 
on the prevention of forest fires. 

Sooh it became necessary to 
change the name to Junior Wardens 
to avoid conflict of identity. 

In 1930 a tree was planted in 
Stanley. Park in soil collected by the 
Wardens from all over the prov ince. 
There is a bronze commemorative 
plaque on which are John Ruskin’s 
words that have been adopted as the 
Code of the Junior Forest Wardens: 
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Ridge where he was welcome to 
carry on his business. 

It was at Maple Ridge that he 
began teaching students to build 
clinker boats. It is, he says, a dy¬ 
ing art. and he is trying to revive it. 

Derrie’s wife died in 1964 in 
I.angford, where they lived for six 
years and since that time he has 
lived alone. Two years ago he 
bought the property on Amelia 
Street. He added four feet on to the 
double carport for a workshop, in¬ 
stalled a furnace in the yard for 
steam for bending the lumber, built 
a .steam box and water tank. Here 
he teaches his trade to young peo¬ 
ple. 

Some come for a few weeks, 
some for months, and the craft will 
not die out just yet. Thei*e is now a 
young man, a pupil of his. building 
such boats in Haw'aii and another at 
tomtzviHe. V.I. Some come from the 
United States as, he observes, there 
is no place there to learn the trade. 

Most of the boats he has built 
over the years are in British Colum¬ 
bia. but there are some as far south 
as Florida.

Individual Junior Forest Warden 
Clubs were started in 1939, once 
again by Iho lxvys themselves. 

Recognizing a good thing, it 
wasn’t long Ivefore the girls were 
clamoring to join as well, so in 19-16 
the Girl ForesJ Guards were orga¬ 
nized. Today they wear five same 
uniform as the boys and take the 
same courses. 

I am always being queried by 
people as to vivo the Junior Forest 
Wardens are probably because I 
don’t believe in keeping quiet about 
fl wtd thing. Wardens and Guards 
are young j>eople l>otween 10 and 16 
years old who are formed into clubs 
under a supervisor and a commil tee 
of parents and other interested |>eo- 
plc. In areas where there are no 
clubs boys and girls may work 
alone, doing~courses by mail. 

On Vancouver Island there are 
clubs in Saanich. Oak Bay. Metcho- 
sin, ’ Cowichan Lake. Ladysmith, 
Nanaimo and Port Albemi. Van¬ 
couver and the Lower Mainland also 
have a number of very- active clubs. 


Two years ago a man from Nor¬ 
way, who bad heard of him through 
the Vancouver museum came to see 
him. There were two firms jn Nor¬ 
way who wanted a design for a fast 
rowing 12 foot clinker built boat and 
Mr. Cailer supplied it. Such a boat, 
he says, can do about six miles an 
hour. 

”Whot” we asked, ‘exactly is a 
clinker-built boat?” Clinker, he in¬ 
formed us. is where the sides of 
planks lap each other and it is also 
called lapstCake. He builds, too. car¬ 
vel plank boats in larger sizes, 
Where the planks butt together in¬ 
stead of lapping and the seams are 
caulked with cotton 

In his lifetime he has l*jilt 868 
boats and is now- working on the 
869th, a 19-foot Norwegian Viking 
lowing and sailing craft. The plans 
for the Viking boat came from Nor¬ 
way and it is being built for BHl- 
Holmes, a young man fiom Oregon 
wIk) intends to become a Canadian 
citizen. 

Derrie is teaching him while 
building and the boat is built of red * 
cedar on yellow cedar framing. This 


Most of the clubs are in British 
Columbia and Alberta with some 
back east. There were, at one time, 
some clubs in nearby Washington as 
well but I don’t know if they are still 
running. 

According to the annual rejort of 
(he Canadian Forestry Association 
of British Columbia there are 55 
Junior Forest Warden. 12 Girl 
Forest Guard and two Conservator 
Warden Clubs for a total of 69 clubs 
in the province. 

As with other such organizations 
there is the great problems of get¬ 
ting leaders. So don’t be shy! As 
long as you are interested we will 
help you learn enough to get along. 
There is a whole raft of pamphlets 
available, too. just for the asking. 

Perhaps you have seen some of 
the Wardens around, especially at 
exhibitions and during National For- 
estiy Week. Tiiey wear a bright red 
shirt and thing they are someone 
special. And rightly so. for if you 
join them you will be expected to 
behave and to work hard on the 
courses. There is no room in the 
Wardens for kids who are looking 
for spmeplace to fool around. Go 
join something else! 

Wardens get in plenty of field 
trips, too. There are visits to saw¬ 
mills, pulp mills. Ihe logging muse-

Nobody ever knew 
where that dog came from, but for some time he 
travelled the trains up and down the line and the 
area roughly between Hope and Lytton became 
his stamping ground. 

The raihvaymen christened him Hobo Char¬ 
lie, and he came and went, never favoring one 
place or one person more than another. 

Sometimes, Hobo Charlie might visit with the 
Johnson family fof* two or three days at a time, 
following them to school and sleeping behind the 
stove at night. Then one day a train whistle would 
call him and off he would go. 

Bernice recalls that he always looked kind of 
sad as he left them, and as if he hoped they 
would understand that he just couldn’t stay. He 
would hurry down to the station and nip nimbly 
into an open box car or onto the caboose as the 


train moved out, bound for another destination 
for a few days. 

Hobo Charlie became a feature on the line for 
dbout two years, and then he seemed to have 
disappeared as suddenly and mysteriously as he 
had first appeared. They never found out what 
had happened to him, but for many a day he was 
sorely missed. 

When Bernice was in her late teens, Mrs. 
Johnson sold the home in Boston Bar and moved 


the family to Vancouver. Since those days, Ber¬ 
nice has travelled far, but she has never forgot¬ 
ten those happy days spent in the Fraser Canyon, 
or the warmth and happiness experienced in that 
little white house where her mother who was the 
mainstay of their lives served as a steady beacon 
to them all. “My mother,” she says, “was a tndy 
wonderful person. Always there when we came 
home and always cheerful. There can’t have been 
many liner j>eople than she and Dad.”

indeed been caused by the mushrooms, so on 
Friday my husband returned to the spot and 
gathered identical specimens. 

At home he telephoned around until at last he 
was referred to Dr. A. F. Szczawinski at the 
provincial museum who said he had been tele¬ 
phoned regarding my case while I was in Emer¬ 
gency. ' 

The mushroom samples were delivered to 
him. He studied them and called me. They were 
definitely poisonous, he said. The name: lnoeybe 
CeophyUa! 


“There are more than 400 species of 
mushrooms around Victoria,” he said, “and only 
two specialists in that field in all of B.C. I’m ore! 
No one should take a chance, particularly with 
the smaller kind. Sometimes the symptoms are 
slow , may even take up to 24 hours before show¬ 
ing effect then the poison could be fatal. The 
sooner reaction logins the better it is for the pa¬ 
tient. 

And another thing,” he went on, “it’s not only 
the initial poisoning that is dangerous; there <-a» 
be alter affects front damage to the mind or 
heart.*' 

So hike heed all you daring mushroom lovers. 
As for me. I’ve learned my lesson.

Training courses in fores fry, con¬ 
servation. woods travel, wildlife and 
so. forth are in three degrees 
Green Tree, Silver Tree and Gold 
Tree. By the time they get the Gold 
Tree the Guards and Wardens 
should lie really knowledgeable and 
is, expected to help in teaching 
others his skills. They are not just 
another bunch of ecology nuis 
they have been at the game Jong 
before it became the “in” thing to 
d«». 

Unlike the “do goodevs,” War¬ 
dens and Guards are taught to eval¬ 
uate the problems from both sides 
and to understand that there must 


l*o co - ordination and compromise 
betweop the logging industry and 
the ultra-conversationists. In other 
words, to us conservation means 
using our natural resources wisely 
and to the advantage of all. 

W ardens are also shown how to 
recognize good and bad logging 
practices and why one system may 
he good in one area yet bad in 
another something the average 
layman does rot understand. ' 

A numlier of Wardens go on to 
piake forestry a career, enrolling at 
universities and technological insti¬ 
tutes. Many also obtain summer 
work w-ith the forest service or the 
parks branch where their training is 
considered of value. 

Evans Lake Conservation Centre 
is near Squamish and is a year 
round permanent camp where War¬ 
dens and Guards go for summer 
c.imp. putting into practice the 
things they have .learned under the 
eves of professionals who arc assist¬ 


ed by selected senior Wardens. Sail¬ 
ing, canoeing, swimming and fishing 
are favorite pastimes in this beou- 
tiful setting. 

Because the Canadian Forestry 
Association is developing an exten¬ 
sive schools program, Evans Lake is 
also well used by school groups and 
their teachers. Similar camps are 
maintained near Prince George and 
Kelowna'while a new one* at Blue 
Lake, near Creston, has been opened 
this year. 

We try to develop these young 
t*eople into responsible citizens by 
giving them a healthy outlook and 
an interest in the Great Outdoors. In 
this we owe a great debt to the 
forest service and the forest in¬ 
dustry for their continued -help and 
support. In Victoria the local H<jo 
H oo Club is generous in it help for 
which we are very grateful. , _ 

So, friend, when next you see one 
of our young people in their led 
shirts, think of them as someone in 


this crazy world who knows what he 
is seeking and who has heard the 
Red Gods calling.
